VEAGH, AND KIRK WOOD—OPPOSITION TO 
MACVEAGH’S APPOINTMENT. 

Wasnineton, March 38,—To-mght - the 
Cabinet seems to have been definitely fixed 
upon. The chief trouble encountered by the 
President-elect has been that he knows inti- 
mately too many people of prominence in the 
Republican Party. During the day they 
have from hour to hour swayed his judgment 
by representations which he was bound to re- 
gard with attention. Out of many conflicting 
elements, however, he is known to have qnade 
up late this evening the following list of ad- 
visers: 

Secretary of State—James G. BLAINE, 

Secretary of the Treasury—WILLIAM Wrn- 
DOM. 

Secretary of War—Rorert LINCOLN. 
Secretary of the Navy—W. H. Hunt. 
Attorney-General—W AYNE MACVEAGRH. 
Postmaster-General—THOMAS L. JAMES, 
Secretary of the Interior—S. J. Krrxwoop. 
There seems to be.hardly a doubt that this 
Cabinet will stand. Indeed, the only doubt is 
In regard to the Secretaryship of the Treasury 
and Attorney-Generalship. Senator Allison 
may possibly take the place now assigned to 
Mr. Windom, and it is further possible that 
Don Cameron, with the majority of the Penn- 
tylvania delegation at his back, may prevent 
the appointment of his brother-in-law, Wayne 
MacVeagh. It is known that he has begged in 
the most eloquent fashion for that gentleman’s 
rejection, but having failed to secure his point, 
it isaJso known that he is ready to fight con- 
firmation in the Senate. 

The point of most importance in regard to 
the Cabinet, and aiso that which is most novel, 
is the apparently irrevocable decision that 
Thomas L. James, of New-York, is to be the 
Postmaster-Generat. Th inside history of his 
nomination to that cannot yet 
be told, but it is understood that Mr. 
Conkling approves it, and it is undoubted 
that President Garfield makes it because 
of Col. James’s eminent fitness for the position. 
It is now no longer a secret here in certain cir- 
cles that Levi P. Morton was offered, as the 
representative of New-York, the Navy port- 
folio; that he accepted it and only relinquished 
it after he had been labored with for six hours 
by Senator Conkling and other important 
New-York influences. As it becomes more ap- 
parent that the Cabinet is fixed upon, there is 
much criticism in regard to its composition. 
Fortunately, however, such criticism comes 
chiefiy from disappointed aspirants for posi- 
tions in it. m6

THE POST OF DUTY OF CONSULS. 

WaAsHINGTON, March 3.—The First Con- 
troller of the Treasury has decided an original 
question as to what constitutes the post of 
duty of a foreign Minister or Consul. Objec- 
tion was made by the accounting officers of 


the Treasury to the payment of the salary of 
George F. Seward, United States Minister to 
China, for the year 1878-9, on the ground that 
he had been absent from his post more than 
60 days, the period specified by the statute 
beyond which a Minister or Consul may not 
absent himself, either with or without leave, 
and receive pay. The President ordered the 
Minister to return to the United States in 1878 
to testify before the Congressional committee 
which investigated the affairs of the Shanghai 
Consulate in conseguence of charges preferred 
by Consul-General Mosby, touching the admin- 
jstration of his predecessor, and in conforming 
to this order he was in this country more than 
a year. Judge Lawrence rules that, notwith- 
standing Mr. Seward’s jurisdiction as Minister 
embraces only the Empire of China, his ** post

Wasnrneton, March 3.—Some time ago 
the Treasury Department made a decision un-

stamped therein was classified as manufactures 
of iron not otherwise provided for, and duty 
assessed thereon at the rate of 35 per cent. ad 
valorem, The duty on iron not punched in the 
manner described is $25 per ton, or more than 


double the ad valorem rate fixed by the de- 
cision of the Treasury. The decision in ques- 
tion must have been made without any knowl- 
edgo “of the question presented, for itseems ab- 
surd to suppose that any one cognizant of the 
facts would make a decision which would re- 
duce the duty on a manufactured article 50 
per cent. below that assessed on the raw mate- 
rial. The attention of Secretary Sherman 
having been directed tothe matter a few weeks 
ago, a re-examination was directed, and in the 
meantime the order changing the rate of duty 
was suspended. To-day the order which ad- 
mitted plate and boiler iron in which holes are 
punched at 35 per cent. ad yalorem was re- 
voked, and hereafter the rate of duty on all 
plate and bouler iron will be $25 per ton,as pre- 
scribed by law,

SECRETARY SHERMAN RESIGNS. 
HIS LETTER TO THE PRESIDENT—LEAVE- 
TAKINGS AT THE TREASURY. 

Wasnineton, March 3,—The following is 
the text of the resignation of Secretary Sher- 
man, which was accepted by the President to- 
day: 

Wasnrneton, March 3, 1881. 
The Hon. R. B. Hayes, President of the United Siates: 

My Dear Sire: Having been elected_a member 
of the Senate of the United States, I have the 
honor to resign the office of the Secretary of the 
Treasury, to take effect this day. In thus severing 
our official relations I avail myself of the opportu- 
nity to express my grateful appreciation and 
heartfelt thanks for the support and assistance you 
have uniformly given me in the discharge of the 
duties of that office. I shall ever cherish with 
pleasant memories my friendly association with 
you as a member of your Cabinet, and shall follow 
you in your retirement from your great office with 


the best wishes and highest regards. Very truly 
your friend, JOHN SHERMAN. 
The Secretary took leave of the officers and 
employes of the department to-day at 3 o'clock. 
Upon their assembling in his room Assistant 
Secretary French made the following address: 


Mx. Secretary: In view of your proposed retire- 
ment from the office of the Treasury, the officers 
and employes of this department desire to express 
to you their profound regret that their official rela- 
tions with you are about toterminate. Your ad- 
ministration has been cnaracterized by financial 
ability which has established the credit of the Gov- 
ernment as first among the nations; by an unchal- 
lenged integrity, by personal industry and atten- 
tion, by a ready apprehension of affairs which never 
failed to guide and aid us in our official duties, b 
a manifest sense of justice, ana_ by a uniform kind- 
ness and courtesy alike to high andlow. We re- 
spectfully and affectionately assure you of our high 
esteem and of our regret at your departure, and 
each of us, taking you by thefhand as you leave us 
for the high office which you are about to assume, 
bids you godspeed and wishes you prosperity and 
happiness in all the relations of life. 


The Secretary replied as follows: 


Mr. AcTING-SECRETARY FRENCH AND LADIES AND 
GENTLEMEN: I have received this mark of your 
appreciation and kindness with more emotion than 
is usual with me. I feel that we have served to- 
gether during four years of important and exact- 
ing labor. During that time I have no doubt that 
in my intercourse with you I have not always been 
what you here certify that I have been. I haye no 
doubt I haye often been abrupt, impatient, and 
perhaps have not been observant of all the courte- 
sies and kindnesses that men ought to exercise in 
their intercourse with each other; still, we have 
been engaged in the performance cf great and im- 
portant duties where decision was necesrary and 
promptness indispensable. Now, in leaving you, 
to be transferred to another sphere of duty, I feel 
that I have no enemy here I wish to punish, 
but that all are friends whom [ would be 
glad to reward. Most of you have been here 
longer than I nave, many of you are indispensable 
to the public service. The head of this department 
may change, may-come and go, and yet there are 
now nen whom [ now address who could not be 
spared from pened rage service and from this de- 

artment as readily as any Secretary who might 

enamed. Your duties are extremely important. 
The safety of the public money, the public inter- 
ests, all depend upon the exactness with which 
the accounts are kept and, the various duties of 
subordinates are observed and performed. Wuith- 
out thesignature of many of youl sign no paper 
of importance. The great body of the duties of this 
department are performed by you. It is only 
here and there, when new questigns arise 
or where important policies are to be 
pursued. that the Secretary of the Treasury 
performs important functions. You have the 
eustody and control of the collection and disburse- 
ment of the public revenues; upon your judgment 
all accounts are passed; upon your fidelity all pub- 
lic money is preserved, and therefore to you, more 
than to me, properly comes the credit of the per- 
formance of the duties of this department. I am 
thankful, without any loss, without any grave 
violation of duty, that you, and perhaps I 
also, have performed our duty to the best of our 
abilities and with satisfactory success, Our coun- 
try is now prosperous; four years ago her 
financial condition was one of gloom and despond- 
ency, we found our paper money_ below 
par. we found the public. credit impaired 
in all the markets of the world. By your agency 
and by the favorable course of events, and, more 
than all, by the blessings of Divine Providence, we 
now find our public credit * * * unexampled 
among the nations of the world; we find the public 
money all at par with gold coin and safe in the 
custody of the Treasurer and his subordinates; we 
find the accounting officers pursuing their duties 
evenly and exactly, without reproach or criticism. 
Now, gentlemen, I can say no more. When I leave 
you I-desire to have the kindly recollections and 
friendship of you all. I will be glad to shake hands 
with any who desire to do so. 


Mr. Sherman appeared to be very much af- 
fected, and his concluding remarks were broken 
and at times almost inaudible. Many of the 
prominent officers, particularly those with 
whom he has been intimately associated, were 
also deeply affected.

A LARGE DISTILLERY SEIZED. 

Kinston, N. Y., March 3.—The little vil- 
lage of New-Paltz was much startled by the appear- 
ance of a revenue officer there this afternoon. He 
went at once to the large distillery of Hiram At- 
kins, and took possession of the entire establish- 
ment, to the aismay and surprise of all concerned.

A BRIDGE DAMAGED BY ICE. 
HiGHLANbDs, N. J., March 3.—The mild 
weather of to-day, with the very high tide, has 
broken up the ice in the Shrewsbury River. The 
heavy cakes floating down struck the long bridge 
which crosses the river at this point, connecting 
the mainland with the beach, damaging it very 
seriously. Many of the piles on the east 
side have gone, and in two places _por- 
tions of the bridge have been carried away, 
rendering the crossing impossible for some days at 
least.

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THE REPUBLICS GALA DAY 


GREAT THRONGS TO WITNESS THE 
INAUGURATION. 
WASHINGTON CROWDED TO OVERFLOWING— 

ARRIVAL'OF GEN. HANCOCK AND MANY 
MILITARY BODIES—PENNSYLVANTIA-AVE- 
NUE GORGEOUSLY DECORATED — THE 
WEATHER STORMY AND UNPROPITIOUS 

FOR TO-DAY. 

Wasuineton,. March 3.—It was some- 
what discouraging, this afternoon, when all 
the preparations’ for the celebration to-mor- 
row were about completed, to have a storm 
set in from the east, beginning before dark 
with rain and hail, and culminating soon after 
7 o’clock in an abundant fall of wet snow, 
The indications this morning were unfavor- 
able, but they did not at all deter the Wash- 
ingtonians from going on with the work of 
decorating their shops and dwellings. By 
noon this work bad proceeded so far thatalong 
Pennsylvania-avenue, on the north side, 
the fronts of buildings were almost hid- 
den behind flags, banners, streamers, bands 
of red, white, and blue, shields and 
other decorative objects, the only spots that 
were conspicuously free from decoration being 
the hideous tiers of rough plank seats that are 
ranged almost in an unbroken line at the sides 
of all the small parks at the intersections, of 
avenues. The influx of visitors has been almost 
incredibly. rapid. Trains have come in on all 
the roads in two and three sections, each with 
eight or ten heavily loaded cars, and the pas- 
sengers have to-night overcrowded . all the 
hotels. Bedrooms have been fitted up with 
cots, and beds are upon the floors in all 
the parlors, and in the halls one has to 
step over mattresses spread for the temporary 
accommodation of men who would otherwise 
be houseless. The citizens of Washington who 
do not keep hotels have done all that could be 
expected to furnish accommodation for the ex- 
traordinary crush of strangers, and in opening 
their houses to, lodgers have not been extor- 
tionate in their charges. Thestorm that set in 
to-night has dampened not only the flags 





and other decorations. and made _ the 
streets exceedingly sloppy, but it has 
also very seriously disappointed the 


owners of the 100,000‘ or more seats. on 
Pennsylvania-avenue, Should to-morrow be 
astormy day it would be impossible to find 
purchasers for these seats, for. which consid- 
erable sums of money have been expended by 
enterprising speculators. Sight-seers have 
thronged the Capitol and other public build- 
ings and overrun the White House, where 
President Hayes shook hands with several 
hundred persons who called upon him in his 
office. 

Among the arrivals were many military and 
political organizations that have come here to 
take part in the inauguration parade. These 
visitors, in uniforms more or less gay and 
handsome to look at, were constantly on the 
move along Pennsylvania-avenue. About 4:80 
o'clock, before the storm had set in, a good 
deal of attention was attracted by the appear- 
ance on the avenue of the John H. Starin Bri- 
gade, of New-York. It was met at the Balti- 
more and Ohio depot by an escort consisting 
of the Roscoe Conkling Brigade of Boys 
in Blue, consisting of uniformed clerks 
in the departments here, and numbering 50 


men, the Howard Carroll Cadets, a hand- 


somely uniformed body of colored men, 50 in 
number, most of them veterans of the rebel- 
lion, and the Marine Band of 50 pieces. The 
Starin Brigade comprised 48 men, Captains of 
the 4,800 who turned out in New-York on the 
night of Oct. 11, 1880, in honor of Gen. Grant, 
The body presented a fine appearance march- 
ing by Willard’s, and was frequently ap- 
plauded. At the Riggs House the three 
companies were drawn up inline, and 
the band serenaded Gen. Garfield, who 
could not appear, but sent his apologies 
in a letter of thanks for the honor extended to 
him. A marching salute was paid to the Hon. 
John H. Starin at his residence in Lafayette- 
square, as his well-known aversion to public 
appearance led him to decline the formality of 
a serenade. Gen. Hancock arrived here at 


7:50, in the midst of a pelting snow-storm, but 
there was an immense crowd at the depot to 


receive him, and he was followed to 7 orm- 
ley’s by a_ solid mass of edestrians, 
who cheered almost continually as they 


moved along. The escort to receive him 
and accompany him to his hotel was the 
National Rifles of Washington, and when the 
escort and the carriage passed the Riggs 
House the bear-skin hats of the Militia, the 
General’s carriage, and the heads and shoul- 
ders of the crowd that followed were glisten- 
ing with the heavy snow. From 8 o’clock un- 
til midnight similar scenes, lacking only the 
carriage and a Major-General asa central at- 
traction, were witnessed on the avenue, and 
the arrivals of the different organizations 
were witnessed by crowds at Willard’s and 
other hotels. 

Gen. W. T. Sherman has completed his ar- 
rangements for the parade to-morrow, and if 
the weather should turn out to be more 
agreeablo than it now promises to be the 
marching show from the White House to 
the Capitol and back will be a brilliant sight. 
The general plan of the parade is five divisions 
of military and citizens. The First Division, 
under Brejet Major-Gen. R. B. Ayres, United 
States Army, will include 12 companies of reg- 
ular artillery, four companies of the Marine 
Battalion, the President and President-elect, 
escorted by the Cleveland Troop, two horse 
batteries of the regular Army, the Naval Ca- 
dets, several other uniformed bodies, and the 
Ninth Regiment, N. G. S. N. Y. The 
Second Division, under Major-Gen. MHart- 
ranft, will consist principally of the FPenn- 
sylvania National Guard, which? will be 
represented by 18 regiments. In_ the Third 
Division, to ba commanded by Major-Gen. 
Thomas C, Fletcher, the Grand Army of the 
Republic and a number of independent com- 
panies of Militia from New-York will parade, 
including bodies from Brooklyn, Richfield 
Springs, Binghamton, Utica, Ilion, Syracuse, 
Rochester, Medina, Elmira, and Oswego. This 
division will also include citizen and military 
organizations from the District of Columbia, 
Pennsylvania, New-Jersey, Delaware, Ohio, 
Michigan, {Wisconsin,#Indiana, Illinois, Minne- 
sota, lowa, Kansas, Missouri, New-Hampshire, 
Connecticut, and Massachusetts. In the Fourth 
Division, under Major-Gen. Charles H. Field, 
will march the Maryland, Virginia, West Vir- 
ginia, South Carolina, ''ennessee, and Florida 
organizations, while the Fifth Division will 
comprise a variety of visiting bodies, cam- 
paign clubs, Militia, and civic societies. It is 
ikely that 15,000 men will be in line if the 
weather is favorable. 

The Police are instructed to have Pennsyl- 
vania-avenue clear at 10 o’clock to-morrow, 
and Gen. Sherman intends to have the line in 
motion before 11:30 o’clock. Street cars are to 
be stopped for the time being, and carriages 
are warned that they will not be permitted to 
cross Pennsylvania-avenue after 11 o’clock 
between the White House and Capitol 


Hill. The staging before the east front 
of the Capitol was completed to-day, 
and the canopy for the President 


and President-elect was raised, and acres of 


chairs put in their places. Everything has 
gone on so far with tolerable smoothness, and 
if the universal prayer for good weather is 
answered the ceremonies of inauguration 
day promise to be in some degree worthy, and 
will, at least, respectably maintain, the tra- 
dition that dictates that on this day there shall 
abound the music of the brass band, the march 
of shining Militiamen, and the discomforts of 
vast crowds. 

Gen. Garfield passed the day very much as 
he has done most of the time since bis arrival. 
He was up and busy at 8 o’clock, and after 
breakfast at 9 he and Mrs. Garfield were driven

THE BOERS’ WAR FOR LIBERTY. 


ONLY ONE BOER KILLED AND FIVE WOUNDED 
IN THE RECENT BATTLE—THE EX-FENIAN 
AT JOUBERT’S CAMP. 

Lonpon, March 3.—A_ dispatch from 
Mount Prospect says the Boers have sent a 
message to the British camp condoling with 
Lady Colley in her bereavement. 

Gen. Sir Evelyn Wood telegraphs from New- 
castle at 8:50 o’clock this morning, as follows: 
“T shall go to the camp on Mount Prospect at 
4 o'clock to-morrow.” 

A correspondent who has returned from the 
Boer camp gives an account of an interview 
with Joubert, the Boer commander, in which 
the latter said that the God of battles was with 
them. Their loss in the capture of the strong 
position of Majela and the rout of the British 
troops was, he said, only one killed and five 
wounded. Joubert also said that the people 
of the Transvaal were quite prepared to accept 
ascheme of African confederation, provided 
that they were left entirely to themselves. 
Upon this matter he said that he had also been 
misrepresented. 

Mr. Childers, Secretary for War, replying 
toa question in the Houss of Commons to- 


day, justified the appointment of Gen. Newdi-. 


gate over the head of Sir Evelyn Wood, on the 
ground of the large increase of force since the 
appointment of the latter. 

Mr. Gladstone, replying to a question, said 


Gen. Roberts had been informed that, in the 
event of negotiations with the Boers, the Gov- 
ernment would in all probability appoint civil 
Commissioners, and that Gen. Sir Evelyn 
Wood had been instructed to inform the Gov- 
ernment speedily how the aegotiations stood 
before the recent engagement. As far as is 
known, he said, Gen. Colley had sent a com- 
munication to the Boers and their answer was 
expected. 

Gen. Sir Frederick Roberts, who leaves this 
week to assume the command in Natal, had an 
audience with the Queen to-day. 

The Times gives the folowing account of 
the Irishman whois described by a correspond- 
ent as the chief adviser of Joubert, the Boer 
commander: “His name is Alfred Aylward. 
He was for some time connected with James 
Stephens, the Fenian Head Centre, A corre- 
spondent of the Times, who was in Natal 
after the Zulu war, met Aylward, who told 


him how he _ had severed his connec- 
tion with the Fenian movement in 
Ireland. His story was as follows: ‘‘ At a 


meeting of the Central Committee, Stephens 
presiding, at which Aylward was present, if 
was decided to assassinate Lord Mayo, then 
Chief Secretary for Ireland, as he passed out 
from the Castle-yard, in Dublin, and to at- 
tack Chester Castle for the purpose of procur- 
ing arms. Aylward disapproved these plans, 
as he thought the time for assassination and 
revolt inopportune, and informed the com- 
mittee that if they resolved to murder Lord 


Mayo he should inform him of his dan- 
ger. Aylward then sent a note to 
Lord Mayo telling him not to pass 
through the Castle-yard that evening. 


Aylward was that night shot by a Fenian as 
an informer, and was taken to the hospital 
wounded in two places. The Police discovered 
who wrote the letter to Lord Mayo, and when 
Aylward recovered he was placed under Police 
protection and accepted an offer of money 
from the secret service fund on condition of 
his leaving the country. Aylward then left 
Ireland and went to South Africa. He was 
for some time at the diamond fields. He has 
been long known in Africa as a strong 
sympathizer with the Dutch. When, in 1876, 
the Boers, being at war with Secoconi, 
wanted an officer, Aylward volunteered, At 
the fight at Mahera Kioof he was serving with 
the Lydenberg Volunteers, and on the death of 
their Captain he succeeded to the command. 
He is the author of ‘The ‘Transvaal of To- 
day,’ in which he gives a sketch of recent 
Boer wars and describes the habits of the peo- 
ple. He was, up to quite recently, editor of 
the Natal Witness, published at Pietermaritz- 
burg.” j 

A dispatch from Cape Town says: ‘‘ The 
Governor’s agent says he considers that the 
peace petition of the Basutos never had any 
genuine basis, as the Basutos do not feel them- 
selves beaten.’’ 

AMSTERDAM, March 3.—Great public interest 
is manifested here in a meeting in favor of the 
Boers, announced for Saturday next. All the 
tickets had been taken an hour after they were 
announced for issue. The Committee of Ar- 
rangements must hire a larger hall than was 
originally selected.

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MEASURES TO :RESTRAIN LAND 
LEAGUE VIOLENCE. 

THE COERCION BILL SOON TO BE IN FORCE— 
PARNELL’S VISIT UNSATISFACTORY TO 
MARSHAL MACMAHON—DILLON’S RASH 
WORDS IN THE HOUSE OF COMMONS. 

Lonpon, March 3.—A Dublin correspond- 
ent says: “ The Coercion bill cannot come into 
force for a day or two, An official copy of the 
act must be received here, and the forms of 
warrants for arrest and the proclamation of 
the districts to be subject to the act must be 
determined by the Lord Lieutenant and Privy 
Council and published in the Dublin Gazette, 
the official paper.” 

Mr. Parnell visited Marshal MacMahon in 
Paris yesterday. The latter spoke affection- 
ately of the country of his ancestors, but he 
declined to commit, himself concerning the 
agrarian agitation in Ireland. 

In the House of Commons to-night, on going 
into committee of supply on the Army esti- 
mates, Mr. Parnell will move that the Boers, 
by their gallant resistance, have proved the 
earnestness of: their desire for independence, 
and have earned the right to its restoration. 

The Daily News this morning says: ‘It is 
possible that a division on the second reading 
of the Arms bill in the House of Commons 


may be taken at 9 o’clock to-night. The Gov- 
ernment, however, will not resist any desire 
seriously to debate the bill at further length, 
but a division will certainly be taken to-mor- 
row. 

The Daily Telegraph says: ‘The new rules 
of the House of Commons leave a loophole for 
obstruction, by means of which Irish members 
may resist at length an adjournment of the 
debate on the Arms bill, which Mr. Childers, 
Secretary of War, will move in order to make 
a statement regarding the Army organization.”’ 

In the House of Commons, to-day, during 
the debate on the Arms bill, Mr. Dillon de- 
fended Mr. John Devoy, who, he said, was one 
of his friends. He also defended his own ad- 
vice to the Irish to arm, but, he said, in the 
event of their disarmament, they were re- 
solved to establish equality and disarm the 
landlords also. Mr. Dillon said if he were an 
Irish farmer he would keep a rifle to shoot 
landlords, [Shouts of ‘*Oh!"} He wished the 
Irish had proclaimed civil war. 

The Speaker called him to order. Sir Wil- 
liam Harcourt declared that his former attacks 
were fully justified by Mr. Dillon’s language 
in previous debate. The Right Hon. William 
Baxter, Liberal, member for Montrose, gave 
notice that he would ask Mr. Gladstone wheth- 
er, as despite the new rules the usual necessar 
business of the House was virtually stopped, 
the Government intended to propose measures 
which would effectually end obstruction. 

Mr. Healy was repeatedly called to order 
for charging Sir Wiliam Harcourt with utter- 
ing an untruth. He was eventually ‘‘named” 
by the Speaker, and his suspension was voted 
by 233 to 15. During this scene Mr. Parnell 
entered the House. 

Sir Wiltiam Harcourt said Mr. Dillon had 
uttered sentiments that would bring horror 
and disgust into the mind of every honest man. 
[Cheers.] The civilized world would be able 
to-morrow to pronounce on this vile conspir- 
acy. He was justified in saying that the Land 
League depended for support on Fenian con- 
spiracy, the Irish subscriptions being the cop- 
per, while the gold and silver came from 
America. Mr. Dillon had expressed the true 
spirit that animated the League. 

Mr. Dillon said he had never expressed ap- 
proval of assassination. 

Messrs. E. Dwyer Gray and McCoan, Home 
Rulers, regretted Mr. Dillon’s language, and 
disavowed any sympathy with illegal means 
for promoting the League agitation. Mr. 
Childers moved the adjournment of the de- 
bate at 9:15 P.M. Mr. Henry Chaplin, Con- 
servative, said he desired to callattention to the 
state of the public business. He wished to 
introduce motions on several important mat- 
ters. Lord Hartington said the state of affairs 
had been fully explained. Sir Stafford North- 
cote said that he and his friends only assented 
to supply being taken on the ground that their 
action was not to be considered a precedent. 

Mr. Parnell protested against such early 
adjournment of the debate. 
was urgent, he said the Government ought to 
proceed with it. The motion for adjournment 
was carried by a vote of 277 to 28. The Speaker 
said the debate would be resumed the next day. 

After the adjournment of the debate on the 
Arms bill, Mr. Childers made his statement 
concerning the Army, which was entirely con- 
fined to details as to terms of service, age of 
recruits, &c.

Lonpon, March 3.—A dispatch from Con- 
stantinople says: ‘‘The Albanians have late 
ly been so menacing in their attitude and in- 
solent in their language toward the Porte that 
it was found necessary to make an immediate 
display of military force. This is the real 
reason for the dispatch of troops a few days 
ago from Salonica to Uskup.’’ 

CONSTANTINOPLE, March 5.— Disturbances 
are reported from various parts of the Turkish 
dominions, such as fighting with the Arabs in 
Yemen, and difficulties between the Druses 
and the Pasha of Hauran. The Greek Govern- 
ment has protested against the imprisonment 
of some Rajahs in the Volo district who re- 
fused to pay the tax for exemption from mili- 
tary service. At Sistova riots have commenced 
against the municipality and the Bulgarian 
Ministry. The military fired upon the mob 
and two persons were killed. Further blood- 
shed is apprehended.

BRITISH RULE IN KANDAHAR. 
THE HOUSE OF LORDS DEBATING THE EX- 


EDIENCY: OF THE RETENTION OF THAT 
CITY. 

Lonpon, March 3.—In the House of 
Lords to-night, Earl Lytton, late Viceroy of 
India, moved that nothing in the information 
laid before the House justifies the announced 
policy of the Government in regard to 
Kandahar. He said all sections of 
native opinion approved the _ retention 
of Kandahar. Russian influence in India 
must be excluded atany cost. If Kandahar 
was held fearlessly and firmly, England could 
view with indifference the changing fortunes of 
the rulers of Kabul and Russia’s advance on 
Herat. 

Viscount Enfield, Under Secretary for War, 
maintained that the native Princes of India 
had the greatest dread of further annexation. 
Military opinions on the subject of Kandahar 


were divided. The commercial advantages of 
retention were doubtful. The political effects 
would be serious and the financial embarrass- 
ments onerous. 


Lord Waveney moved the anpointment of a

commission to inquire as to the best form of 
government for Kandahar. He advocated the 
creation of a crown colony. 

Lord Chelmsford, late commander of the 
British troops in South Africa, defended the 
abandonment of Kandahar from a military 
point of view. 

Lord Derby opposed the retention of Kanda- 
har, and said its a would not prevent 
Russian intrigues in Kabul. 

Lord Salisbury, after pointing out the Rus- 
sian intrigues in Kabul, said there was no sub- 
stantial difference of opinion among the highest 
authorities in regard to the military advantages 
of Kandahar as a position for the defense of the 
Indian Empire. 

The Earl of Northbrook, First Lord of the 
Admiralty, said he was satisfied that Kanda- 
har could not be safely held for less than 
£1,500,000 yearly, and spending that sum in 
that way must prevent the carrying out of 
works of public utility. The debate was ad- 
journed. 

BomBay, March 3.—A telegram to the Times 
of India, from Kandahar, says the Russians 
are either in possession of Merv or will bein a 
few days, in accordance with their arrange- 
ments with the Merv chiefs. 


CURRENT FOREIGN TOPICS. 





Lonpon, March 3.—Mr. Gladstone made 
his reappearance in the House of Commons this 
afternoon, and was loudly cheered. He wears 
a small cap and looks very well. 

Advices from New-Kaka, dated Feb. 26, 
state that Merv raiders have captured a large 
sum of money, which has been sent by Gen. 
Skohbeleff to Dereguez for the purchase of corn. 

Advices from Cape Coast Castle, dated Feb. 
5, are as follows: “ Everything is quiet, the 
prompt action of the local Government having 
for the present effectually checked any hostile 
movement on the part of the Ashantees. 


Means have been adopted for effectually pro- 
tecting the colony. An answer is expected 
from Ashantee on the 11th inst., on the tenor 
of which future movements will depend.” 

Dr. Joseph Redmond, a Dublin physician, 
writes to the Times as follows: ‘‘ The pres- 
ence of trichinzsin the muscles of the two 
corpses in the dissecting-rooms here is un- 
doubted, having been confirmed by the most 
eminent microscopists. Portions of the mus- 
cles are still preserved at the School of Medi- 
cine.” 

The President of the Board of Trade, Mr. 
Chamberlain, in receiving the deputation of 
British authors and publishers on Tuesday, 
said he saw the force of the arguments in favor 
of the extension of the time allowed for regis- 
tration from threemonths to twelve months; 
also, the reasons why authors objected to the 
modification, suggested by the Board of Trade, 
that the provisions requiring the manufacture 
of books to be in the country of their publica- 
tion should be confined to the United States, 
but the other modification, concerning the free 
admission of American reprints published with 
the author’s consent, seemed to him exclu- 
sively to concern manufactured books. 

MapRID, March 3.—It is said that the Con- 
servative members will not attend the sitting 
of the Cortes at which the estimates will be 
brought forward, in which case the Cortes 
will be dissolved. 

The Spanish Cabinet, in conformity with its 
expressed opinion in the controversy with the 
Canovas Cabinet, will propose to the King to 
confer upon the Infanta Mercedes the titie of 
Princess of Asturias. 

Sr. PETERSBURG, March 5.—Gen. Kasnakoff, 
Governor-General of Western Siberia, has 
been relieved from his post. Gen. Mestscheri- 
noff will succeed him. 

The New Time (newspaper) announces that 
a Senatorial inquiry into the Siberian Ad- 
ministration has been decided upon. 

The Golos says: ** The Russian Ambassador 
at Constantinople has received news from the 
Consul at Bagdad that the plague has ap- 
peared at Djaffar, in Mesopotamia, and that 
four persons have already died of it.”’ 

PaRIs, March 3.—In the Chamber of Depu- 
ties to-day, M. Haentjens, Bonapartist, called 


attention to the great disturbance to 
international trade by the prohibition 
of the importation of pork and_ the 
diminution thus caused in the supply 


of food for the working classes. The fears, he 
said, with regard to trichinosis were exagger- 
ated, and the prohibition should be re- 
moved. M. Tirard, Minister of Commerce, 
maintained the necessity of continuing the 
prohibition on sanitary grounds, and in conse- 
quence of the difficulty of sufficiently exam- 
ining the meat on its exportation to France. 
When the authorities found it possible to ex- 
amine it sufficiently in retail shops the Gov- 
ernment would remove the prohibition. 

LONDON, March 4.—The News says the 
rumor that the Privy Council had met to 
consider the subject of the importation 
of American pork is untrue. Forged 
letters and telegrams have reached Mr. 
Mundella, Vice-President of the Council, con- 
veying alarming statements designed to influ- 
ence the authorities to restrict the importation 
of pork from the United States. 

A dispatch from Bombay says eight of the 
Kolapore conspirators have been sentenced to 
transportation for life, three to transportation 
for seven years, four for five years, two for 
three years, and one for two years.

MINNESOTA’S BONDHOLDERS.

1, 1884, in new adjustment bonds, payable 
in 30 years, redeemable at the election of the State 
after 10 years, interest at 5 per cent.; the first 
coupon, maturing July 1, 1884, payable iu the City 
of New-York, with the election to the State to 
negotiate new bonds and pay cash instead; ali un- 
paid claims for supplies, &c., not to exceed $15,000, 
to be paid 50 per cent. on claims proved, and the 
amounts so paid deducted from the amount of new 
bonds issued in payment of old bonds issued to the 
road which ought to have paid such claims: all pro- 
vided that the tribunal created by the bill, which is to 
convene on the 23d of March, 1881, shall decide that 
the Constitutional amendment of 1840, prohibiting 
provision for payment without submission to the 
people. is void; otherwise, the bill to be submitted 
to the people at the next general election; all hold- 
ers of Minnesota State railroad bonds to file their 
bonds on or before March 23, 1881, with the State 
Auditor, accompanied by».an agreement to accept 
said new bonds in full satisfaction of old ones, (de- 
scribing them by number, &c.,) and an agreement 
under seal releasing the State from ali claim by 
virtue of old bonds. The bill provides for the pay- 
ment of interest from a tax on the gross earnings 

of railroads.

NEARLY READY TO ADJOURN: 


THE LAST *HOURS;:OF >THE BOUR- 
BON CONGRESS. 

CROWDS BESIEGING THE HALLS OF LEGISLA- 
TION—NIGHT SESSIONS OF BOTH HOUSES 
——AN APPORTIONMENT BILL PASSED PRO- 
VIDING FOR THREE HUNDRED AND 
NINETEEN MEMBERS—THE JAPANESE IN- 
DEMNITY BILL PASSED BY THE SENATE. 

Wasrineton, March 3.—Great. crowds 
besieged the Capitol to-day, the galleries of 
both houses remaining packed with people un- 
til 5 o’clock, when a recess was taken. The 
visitors were mostly strangers, who have been 
attracted to Washington by the extensive 
preparations made for the inauguration 
ceremonies of to-morrow. Not only were 
the galleries crowded, but the entire building 
was filled with people, who wandered abont 
in the marble halls and corridors of the na- 
tional edifice, A large number of those seen 
at the Capitol wore the uniform of the United 
States Army and that of the Militia of several 
States, their appearance recalling thedays of the 
rebellion, when Washington was an immense 
garrison, and when all the public property was 
guarded by the soldiers of the Union. To- 
night the crowds were even greater than dur- 
ing the day, and persons whose business re- 
quired them to pass between the two wings of 
the building experienced great difficulty in 
doing so. Thesnow and rain that began to 
fali early in the evening made sight-seeing 
about the city uncomfortable and added ta 
the throng at the Capitol. 

The conference cornmittee recently appointed 
by the House, and consisting of an equal num- 
ber of members of both political parties, ta 
reconcile the difference between the two sides 
in reference to apportionment, succeeded 


in coming to an agreement by which 
they were enabled to-day to _ bring 
the Apportionment bill before tha 
House again and secure its passage by that 
body. The basis of the agreement was that 
separate votes should be taken on four num- 
bers, namely, 322, 319, 315, and 307, 
in the order named, and that the num- 
ber which should receive a majority of 
the votes should be adopted as the 
ratio of representation. Accordingly, the first 
vote was taken on 322 and resulted in the re- 
jection of that number, by 23 majority. On the 
second vote 319 was adopted by 13 major- 





ity, all the Republicans and a num- 
ber of Democrats voting for this num- 
ber. The bill was immediately tran- 
scribed and sent to the Senate. Much 


credit is due to Mr. Cox for the passage of 
‘this important measure by the House. He has 
devoted much time and labor to the question, 
and for the last two years has worked at it 
with a degree of intelligence and faithfulness 
that deserves special recognition. The bill 
that was passed by the House was substan- 
tially the bill framed by Mr. Cox, except that 
the number of representatives is placed at 319 
instead of 307. The gains and_ losses 
of tho several States will be as fol- 
lows: Gains—Arkansas, 1; California, 2;

When the Senate reassembled at 8:30 o’clock 
to-night, every seat in the galleries was occu- 
pied, crowds stood in the doorways, and scores 
of persons were gathered outside trying to get 
a view of the Senate over the shoulders of 
those who were more fortunate. At the be- 
ginning of the night session a little routine 
business was done, and then, to the surprise of 
many, Mr. Vance. of North Carolina, moved an 
executive session. So tenacious was he of his 
purpose that he refused to yield, and called 
for the yeas and nays. The Senate refused to 
support him and so the spectators were not 
disturbed. The consideration of the bill for 
the restoration of the Japanese indem- 
nity fund was then resumed. Mr. In- 
galls said that if the money had 
been wrongfully taken, all of it ought to be 
restored and no part of it retained. The bill 
proposed to retain $245,000 to provide :for the 
relief of families who suffered by the at- 
tack of the Wyoming and to furnish 
prize money in recognition of the gal- 
lantry of the crew. Mr. Ingalls likened 
the exaction of the fund to the robbery of a 
powerless person by four foot-pads, and re- 
marked that one of these foot-pads, conscience 


stricken, proposed to make _ restitution, 
but wished to keep some of the stolen 
property to reward _ himself for the 
courage he ad shown in taking 


the whole. Mr. Eaton argued that it was right 
to withhold the sum named. Mr. Jones held 
that the fund had been obtained in ‘accordance 
with law, and urged that the interest, which 
he called imaginary, and which amounts to 
$1,000,000, ought not” to be restored 
with the principal. In order to close 
the debate, Mr. Harris moved to lay the bill on 
the table, saying that if passed it could not be- 
come a law. Mr. Eaton said it would be 

assed in the House if it should pass the Senate 
yefore 2 o'clock. _Mr. Harris withdrew his 
motion and the Senate proceeded to vote upon 
the bill. Mr. Kirkwood’s amendment, providing 
that only the principal should be restored. waz 
rejected, and Mr. Morgan’s, providing for tha’ 
distribution of the sum retained, was adopted. 
The bill was then passed by a yea and nay vote 
of 46 to 6. Those in the negative were Messrs. 
Coke, Harris, Jones of Florida, Maxey, Vest, 
and Withers. Mr. Sherman's resignation of 
his office as Secretary of the Treasury was read 
and the credentials of Senator-elect Sewell, of 
New-Jersey, were presented. 

The Senate for some time considered private 
and other unimportant bills on the calendar, 
and just before midnight resumed the diseus- 
sion of the bill to incorporate the Cherokee and 
Arkansas Railroad Company. This bill 
was in the hands of Mr. Lamar, and it 
was Sane at length by Mr. Conk- 
ling. t provides for building 2 
road through the Indian Territory. Mr. La- 
mar took a seat directly across the aisle 
from Mr. Conkling. In the debate neither made 
any reference to the other, and there were 
no indications of such a disagreement between 
these Senators as once enlivened a night 
session. Mr. Lamar accepted amendments 
offered by Mr. Blair and supported 
by Mr. Conkling. Mr. Burnside’s motion to 
lay the bill on the table was lost. At 1 o0’clock 
the bill was still under consideration.

THE WIDELY EXTENDED SOOPE OF 
THE BOSTON SCHEME. 

ROADS PROJECTED IN COMBINATION WITH 
THE ATCHISON, TOPEKA AND SANTA FE 
—LINES RUNNING THROUGH AND ACROSS 
THE COUNTRY—TEE CONCESSIONS AND 
THR COUNTRY TO BE DEVELOPED. 


Boston, March 8.—Eoston capitalists who 
are interested in the development of railroad 
schemes in Mexico, in connection with the system 
of the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fé Road and its 
various combinations, are pushing their enterprises 
with great activity, gradually developing and ex- 
tending their system, and at the same time watch- 
ful of other operators in the regions they desire to 
largely control. Atthe present time large gangs 
of men—surveying parties, mechanics, and laborers, 
in all at least 10,000-—are working along the Mexican 
Central line, locating, road-building, and track- 
laying, rapidly advancing the work from several 
points; material is going forward with dispatch, 
locomotives and cars are building, and there ap- 
pears to be every prospect that the several lines 
contemplated will be built and in operation within 
the prescribed time, and that the system now so 
actively developing will be completed according to 
present plans, forming one of the most important 
railroad systems in the country. 

The so-called Boston scheme—originally the com- 
binations of the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fé 
with the projected Mexican Central, running from 
Leon through the most populous portions of the 
country to Mexico, and the projected line from 
Tampico, on the Gulf of Mexico, across the country 
to the Pacific—has been of late much enlarged and 
extended, so that now it coversa large extent of 
country, touching many important points, finding 
several outlets along the Pacific and on the Gulf, 
and connecting with the great trans-continental 
lines and the most important combinations South 
and East. While the several Mexican schemes pro- 
jected by the Boston combination are independent 
enterprises, disconnected with the Atchison, 
Topeka and Santa Fé and other lines over the 
border of the United States side, and many of the 
holders of the stock and bonds of the company are 


not holders of Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fé stock, 
the combination is secure, and the relations are 
evidently destined to be as intimate and close as 
though the seyeral roads were one corporation. 
The controlling men and interests are those con- 
trolling the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fé and 
connecting combinations; and by them the valua- 
ble concessions from Mexico, which render the 
schemes so practicable and promising in future 
profit were secured. The several steps in develop- 
ing the enterprises have been taken with care and 
deliberation, but they have sped along with some- 
thing like the energy and spirit which are supposed 
to characterize the New-York rather than the 
Soston business man and operator. The con- 
cessions once obtained, the Mexican Cen- 
tral Company was organized under the gen- 
eral railroad law of this State, by which it 
is authorized to build and operate railroads and 
telegraph lines in any foreign country. The legal 
organization of the company was recognized by 
the laws of Mexico in September and November 
last, when the subsidy and exemption from taxation 
and duties were formally confirmed by the Mexican 
Government, and the provision made that no sub- 
sidy shall be given to anv parallel line which may 
be established within a zone of 25 leagues on each 
side of the company’s lines. Fortified with the 
charter, the provisions of the concessions fully 
confirmed, and the desired legislation secured, the 
building of the trunk line was promptly begun, 
and from the start the work has gone forward with 
energy. 

The company first acquired the right to build 
from Mexico to Leon: then it speedily obtained a 
franchise to extend the line to El Paso del Norte, 
where it will connect with the Atchison, Topeka 
and Sante ¥é combinations, and next it acquired, 
under the Mexican laws and by the trarsfer from 
the State of San Luis Potosi, the franchise for its 
cross country line from Tampico on the Gulf of 
Mexico, crossing the main line in the vicinity of 
Lagos, to San Blas, on the Pacific coast, with sub- 
sidies atthe same rate and exemption from taxa- 
tion and duties for the same periods as for 
the main line. These Mexican concessions, as 
is now quite well known, are exemption from 
all taxation, State and Federal, on the road and 
property of the company, including its stock and 
ponds, for 50 years; exemption from import duties 
on the materiai necessary for the construction and 
operation of the road for 15 years; the right of 
way through the public lands, and a subsidy of 
$9,500 for each kilométre of road constructed, It 
isacondition that the line between Mexico and 
Leon shall be completed to Irapuato at the end of 
the present year, and to Leon within the next year. 
The works once begun on the two lines—the main 
line to El Paso, and the cross line to the Pacific— 
must be prosecuted with all necessary vigor 
in order that 400 kilométres in the aggre- 
gate of both lines shall be constructed every 
two years. The authority to operate is for 
99 years, at the end of that time the lines passing, 
in good condition and free of debt, into the con- 
trol of the public, the Government purchasing and 
paying in cash for all the stations, warehouses, 
work-shops, rolling stock, &c., which the company 
may have for the use and operation of the roads. 
One important provision of the grants is that all 
deposits of metals, coal, salt, marbles, and all 
other workable mineral deposits which may be un- 
covered inthe works and excavations which may 
be made on the lines will-be the property of the 
company, without prejudice to the rights of other 
persons, on condition that they shall be worked 
subject to the mining laws of Mexico. 

The cost of constructing the railroad and tele- 
graph from Mexico to Leon, 262 miles, was esti- 
mated at $5,400,000. The company issued upon that 
line 7-30 bonds at the rate of $32,000 per mile, se- 
cured by first mortgage on all its property and 
franchise; 3 per cent. income bonds, convertible 
into stock at the option of the holders, at the rate 
of $6,400 a mile, and stock at par at the rate of 
$32,000 a mile. A subscription was asked of $5,397,- 
600, the company offering for $4,250 40 shares of 
stock at par, $1,000 in income bonds, and $5,000 in 
first mortgage bonds. The entire amount offered 
Was promptly taken up. On this subscription 35 
per cent. has thus far been calledin. After the right 
to extend the line to El Paso had been acquired, 
and permission obtained to begin with at that 
point, a subscription of $5,715,000 was offered; and 
to enable the company to begin work on the cross- 
country line without interfering with the main line, 
a further subscription of $5,715,000 was announced, 
the sum of $11,430,000 in all, on as liberal terms as 
offered in the first. subscription. This also was 
promptly taken up. Onit.10 per cent. has thus far 
been calledin. The subscribers include not only 
prominent and influential capitalists and business 
men of Boston, but New-York and Western 
men. Some Chicago subscriptions are quite 
beavy, and the Baltimore interest is 
large. The President of the company, Thomas 
Nickerson, was, as is well known, long the Presi- 
dent of the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fé, and 
saw that enterprise through from the beginning. 
The Vice-President is Robert R. Symon, from 
whom the assignment:of the Mexican concessions 
was obtained. Levi C. Wade, the Second Vice- 
President, and also attorney of the road,‘was, up to 
uis entrance into these Mexican schemes, a promi- 
nent and infinential young manin the Republican 
Party in this State, was Speaker of the House, and 
marked for further honors. He has made several 
trips to Mexico, a number before the ony ne ee 
of the enterprise, securing advantages forit, and 
ne isnow absent there in its interest. S8. W. Rey- 
nolds, the Clerk and Treasurer, is known as expe- 
rienced in railroad matters,.and the Directors are 
Thomas. Dana, William Rotche, Lucius G. Pratt, 
Warren Sawyer, K. M. Pulsifer, William O. Taylor, 
Levi C. Wade, George B. Wilbur, Benjamin P. Che- 
ney, Isaac I’. Burr, and Thomas M. Nickerson, all. 
of this city; Robert R. Symon, Charles Lanier, and 
Edward D. Adams, of New-York; 8. A. Kent, of 
Chicago, and Walter R. Symon, Sebastian Caman- 
cho, and Raymon G. Guzman, of Mexico. 

Another important scheme in this locality is the 
Sonora Railway Company, controiled ed largely the, 
same interests prominent in the Mexican Central 
enterprise, and favored with similar subsidies and 
egoncessions from the Mexican Government. It is 
organized for the construction of a line from the 
port of Guaymas, on the Gulf of California, in a 
yeneral nortb-easterly direction, traversing therich 
nineral State of Sonora, forming an outlet at Chi- 
puahua and Durango and rich mineral regions. 
fhe port of Guaymas has long been looked 
upon with favor as a South Pacific terminus by 
which it- is hoped to control a share of the South- 
ern Pacific commerce. Dr. Bell, the savarlt, who 
accompanied Gen. Palmer, Colton,.and others in 
their preliminary surveys of the country between 
the thirty-fitth and thirty-first parallels for a south- 
ern trans-continental railroad, speaks favorably of 
this harbor. The Sonora line is now in process of 
active construction. It was originally thought it 
might be well to build from Guaymas by a direct 
jine by way of Hermisollo, united with the Mexi- 
ican Central and the Atchison, Topeka and Santa 
6 at the railroad centre of El Paso; but the later 
policy of the company seems to favor following 
the course. of the Rio, Sonora in a more northerly 
lirection, and entering the mule pass south 
of the Dragoon Mountains, making a rail 
eonnection in Arizona in the  neighbor- 
hood of Tucson and _ the Tombstone Dis- 
trict. By this route it will assume an important 
relation to the Central Railroad system of Arizona, 
now in contemplation but not yet fully matured. 
A large force is employed at Guaymas and along 
the line, the road being graded as far as Hermo- 
sillo, about 28 miles of track having been laid from 
Guaymas, and iron being laid at the rate of three- 
yuarters of a mileaday. Some apprehension has 
»f late been felt of disturbances from tho Yagui 
indians, but experience has shown that the native 
nostile Indian tribes can at the most interpose only 
wransient obstacles to the march of civilization, 
hese Yagui Indians are numerous throughout the 
‘tate of Sonora, and have the reputation of being 
jhe quietest and most frugal in the whole of Mexi- 
:0. They are the hewers of wood and drawers of 
water, relieving the native Mexicans from all servile 
Jomestic work. They are largely engaged in the 
pearl fisheries in the Gulf of California, and are 

’ gmong the best divers in the world, often bringing 
up shells from eight fathoms of water. 

The mineral weaith of Sonorais great, it being 
the seat of many of the richest of the silver mines 
worked by the Spaniards for centuries. _Coal- 
fields are found on the Upper Yagui River. On the 
lands susceptible of n, two crops of cereals 
can be raised ina year; wheat is sown from No- 





harvested. Were Sonora, however, to become a 
populous country, and traversed by railroads, cere- 
als would only be raised for domestic consumption, 
for cotton, sugar, and tobacco would prove to be 
far more remunerative and thrive throughout the 
State. Besides the great staples of agricultural 
wealth, the luxuriant profusion of the mul- 
berry tree makes it possible to develop a large 
industry in raising silk-worms. The great excess 
of the female population in the cities, notably in 
Hermosillo, where the females outnumber the males 
in the proportion of seven to one, ne a large 
working force for the production of silk. Other re- 
sources of the country are its fruit, and for stock- 
raising it offers superior advantages, the grasses 
and shrubs on which cattle thrive being common 
and the climate favorable, while the colder moun- 
tain regions are me for the raising of fine wool- 
bearing sheep. While the natural richness of all 
these Mexican States is great, and so acknowledged 
to be by all who have given the subject attention, 
the full value of these and the other railway enter- 
prises there will not be reaped until the lazy and 
vicious systems and methods of the native Mexi- 
cans are replaced by the thrift and steadfastness of 
the American settler. Lands now useful only as 
stock ranges, utilized only to a tenth of their ca- 
pacity, may by the introduction of new methods 

@ made to support a population vastly greater, 
and to provide staples for export in the shape of 
bullion, cereals, and cattle which shall make Mexico 
rival in richness its parent State of Spain in its 
palmy and most !uxuriant days. 

While pushing their own enterprise and develop- 
ing their system, the Boston interests are not un- 
mindful of the operations on the southern side of 
Mexico by the Palmer and Sullivan and elsewhere 
in the republic by other New-York combinations, 
and the development of these enterprises may ac- 
count for the rapidity with which the Boston 
people are pushing the work on their lines. It is 
proposed, after the Atcheson, Topeka and Santa 
Fé is completed to El] Paso, which is expected to be 
accomplished about the 1st of next month, to begin 
track-iaying from Il Paso south on the Mexican 
line, with the gang now working of the former 
line, and thus the work will be prosecuted with 
greater speed. The Atcheson is very near its con- 
nection with the Southern Pacific, which is at a 
point 60 miles north-west from Fort Thorn, where 
the Santa Fé leaves the Rio Grande, and about 65 
miles north-west of El Paso. The Atlantic and 
Pacific, also now in the Atcheson combination, is 
rapidly building, so that in many directions the 
system is rapidly developing and the activity is 
great.

GENERAL RAILWAY NOTES. 

San Francisco, March 3.—A dispatch from 
Tucson says the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fé 
Railroad will connect with the Southern Pacific on 
March 7. 

Sr. Louris, March 3.—The annual report of the 
St. Louis, Iron Mountain and Southern Railway 
shows the gross receipts of the road for the year 


1880, from all sources except lands, to have been 
$6,265,097, an increase over the previous year of 
$922,986. The operating expenses were $4,075,226, 
or about 65 per cent. of the receipts. Over 160 miles 
of the road have been laid with steel rails, and 
nearly $8,000,000 expended in the improvement of 
the roadbed, reconstruction, &o. A large amount 
of new rolling?stock has been added to the equip- 
ment of the road. About 66,000 aores of land in 
Arkansas were sold during the year, and a smaller 
amount in Missouri. A special meeting of the 
stockholders of the road will be held here on March 
7 to take action on the proposition to increase the 
stock of the company to $35,000,000.

THE RAILROAD QUKSTION TO BE 
OUGHLY DISCUSSED, 

The Chamber of Commerce yesterday elect- 
ed Mr. George R. Blanchard, Vice-President of the 
New-York, Lake Erie and Western Railroad Com- 
pany, a member, so that hereafter, when questions 
of railroad policy come up, there will probably be 
music. Mr. F. B. Thurber, the anti-railroad cham- 
pion of the Chamber, arose and welcomed Mr. 
Blanchard, who, he said, was one of the ablest as 
well as the fairest of the railroad men. The Presi- 
dent was authorized to appoint a committee of five 
to make arrangements forthe annual banquet of 
the Chamber in May next. Mr. Elwell, from the 
Committee on Foreign Commerce and the Revenue 


Laws, to whom had been referred the alleged fraud- 
went inspection and sampling of tobacco at this 
port, made a report, in which he said that the 
attention of the tobacco trade having been called 
to the accusations of the Bremen. merchants, 
they caused certain changes to be made in 
the methods of sampling hogshead tobacco, and 
these changes have been adopted by the New-York 
Inspectors, and are being carried out to the satis- 
faction of the exporters. The report was adopted 
and the President was instructed to communicate 
with the United States Consul at Bremen and in- 
form himof the action that had been taken. Mr. 
Elwell also reported that, in accordance with the 
recommendation of a resolution adopted at a pre- 
vious meeting, in response to a suggestion of Secre- 
tary Evarts, the committee had printed for distribu- 
tion a circular warning ship-masters against the 
onerous interpetration by the Spanish authorities 
of the Customs duties at the ports under their 
control. 

Mr. F. B. Thurber presented a report from the 
special committee on railroad transportation criti- 
cising the bill introduced in the Assembly by the 
Hon. I. I. Hayes. The committee do not see the 
necessity for more-than three railroad Commission- 
ers,and they regard the absolute appointment of 
these by the Governor as inexpedient. They think 
the provisions of the bill less satisfactory than 
those of the Hepburn bill last year, which, they 
say, could have been improved by embodying in it 
the feature of the Massachusetts law which makes 
it the duty of the Commissioners to investigate any 
complaints which may be made by shippers or 
other citizens regarding the methods of railway 
management. They are also of the opinion 
that ‘the compensation of Commissioners 
should be _ fixed  sutticiently high to se- 
cure the services of men of character and ability; 
that if the railroads can afford to pay their Com- 
missioners and arbitrators $10,000 each, the com- 
pensation of the State’s railroad Commissioners 
should not’be less than that sum; that this position 
requires both judicial and practical business ability 
of a high order, and supervising as it does upward 
of $100,000,000 in railroad earnings, it will bear a 
larger expense than if the business was of small 
magnitude and impertance.” The report was 
adopted, and copies were ordered sent to the Goy- 
ernor and each member of the Legislature. 

Secretary Sherman's letter, already published, in 
reply to the strictures of a special committee of 
the Chamber on his action in the:sugar question 
was read and ordered on file. The Chamber then 
adjourned.

WHAT CONGRESS IS DOING 


THE LAST DAY’S WORK OF THE 
BOURBON MAJORITY. 

AN APPORTIONMENT BILL PASSED FIXING 
THE BASIS OF REPRESENTATION AT 319 
—THE FUNDING BILL VETO—ALL THE 
APPROPRIATION BILLS ACTED UPON. 

Wasuincton, March 3,—The VIcE-PRESI- 


DENT presented a memorial of citizens of Brooklyn 

commending the clause in the treaty with China in 

relation tothe opium trade. Temporarily tabled. 
THE DEFICIENCY BILL. 

On motion of Mr, Wauace, of Pennsylvania, the 
Deficiency Appropriation bill was taken up. In 
Committee of the Whole the bill was read and the 
amendments of the Senate committee agreed to. 
The amendments include the following items of 
increase: $10,000 to the Commissioner to China; 
$245,000 to the Internal Revenue service, with’ $55,- 
009 additional for dies, paper, and stamps; $20,000 
to the Quartermaster's Department ; $375,000 to the 
Naval Bureaus of Construction and Repair and 
Steam Engineering, and $16,250 to the Government 
Insane Hospital. The committee provide for the 
withholding of annuities to the Kiowas, Co- 
manches, and Sioux tribes to reimburse the 
Government for money paid by this Congress for 


depredations by that tribe, and recommend the 
striking out of the sections in regard to the Miami 
Indians. The amendments appropriating $165,000 
to indmnify the Ponca Indians for losses in their re- 
moval, with additional sums for those of the tribe 
in the Indian Territury of $50,000 for purchase 
of land, and $10,000 for distribution, per 
capita, and for those of the tribe in Dakota, as 
follows: For the erection of dwelling houses, $5,- 
000; for agricultural implements, stock, and seed, 
$5,000; for school purposes, $5,000; for distribution, 
per capita, $10,000, and $70,000 to be held as a per- 
manent fund, and the interest thereon (at5 per 
cent.) to be distributed annually in cash among all 
the Poncas, gave rise to a discussion devoid of 
special interest upon Ponca Indian affairs, 
which was participated in by Messrs. Teller, Alli- 
son, Kirkwood, Plumb, Dawes, Hoar, Morgan, and 
Saunders. 

Mr. Hoar’s amendment fora 3 per cent. loan, 
with a modification proposed by Mr. Morrrtz, em- 
bodying the substantial features of the Refunding 
bill without the compulsory (fifth) section, was 
taken up on motion of Mr. Morriiu. 

Mr. Wauuace and other members of the Commit- 
tee on Appropriations raised the customary points 
of order against the amendment. It wasalternately 
asserted and denied that by a unanimous agreement 
alleged to have been made on the previous day, 
when notice of the proposed amendment was given, 
the restrictions of the rules were to be waived to 
permit the proposition to be entertained in connec- 
tion with the Deficiency bill. 

The Vice-PresipEnt overruled the amendment, 
but withdrew his decision and submitted the ques- 
tion of order to the Senate. 

During the vote Mr. Hoar said that asthe Demo- 
cratic side had manifested no disposition to regard 
the amendment with favor, he would not press it 
further. 

Mr. Morr. made a like statement as to his pro- 
posed modification. The amendment was accord- 
ingly withdrawn and the matter dropped. 

The bill was then reported to the Senato, read a 
third time, and passed. 

At5 P. M. the Senate took a recess till 8:30 P. M. 

EVENING SESSION. 

At the evening session, the Chair announced as 
be regniar order the Japanese Indemnity Fund 
bil. 

Mr. Eaton, who had charge of the bill, yielded 
the floor temporarily to Mr. Wrrurers, Chairman of 
the Pensions Committee, who called up a number 
ot private Pension bills, whieh were passed. 

SECRETARY SHERMAN’S RESIGNATION, 

A communication from the President was re- 
ceived informing the Senate that the resignation 
of the Hon. John Sherman as Secretary of the 
Treasury had been received and accepted, to take 
effect at the end of this. day. 


THE: JAPANESE INDEMNITY. 


The Japanese Fund bili was proceeded with. 
After debate Mr. Kirkwood’s amendment to reduce 
the total to be paid to $785,000 was rejected and 
the bill passed—yeas 46, nays 6. Messrs. Coke, 
Harris, Jones of Florida, Maxey, Vest..and Withers 
voted no. The bill directs the payment to the Gov- 
ernment of Japan of $1,463,224, and out of this 
fund $248,000 as prize money to the officers and 
crews of the United States ship Wyoming, and 
steamer Takiang, or their legal representatives. 

THE SUNDRY CIVIL BILL. 


Mr. Breck submitted the conference report on the 
Sundry Civil bill, and explained that an sgree- 
ment had been reached upon all the points 
at issue, with the single exception of the 
one for the payment of one month's 
extra compensation to officers and employes on the 
roll of the House on July.1, 1880, inserted by the 
House. If the report now made was con- 
curred in by the two houses, the enrollment 
of the bill could proceed and the item referred 
to passed upon at a subsequent meeting of the 
conference. He then enumerated the results ar- 
rived at by the conference, these being as follows: 
The items in the Senate amendments retained in the 
billare the appropriation of $100,000 for a large 
office building in New-York; the proviso limit- 
ing the cost of the Government building at 
Toledo, Ohio, to $400,000; the increase of $5,000 for 
Life-saving stations; the appropriation of $75,000 
for a revenue steamer for the southern coast; the 

rovision for a report to Congress upon har- 

or, pilot, and other charges upon Ameri- 
can vessels; the appropriation of $15,000 
for the pleuro-pneumonia investigation; the 
item of $10,000 for a survey of the Delaware and 
Chesapeake Bays Canal; the $250,000 for a site for a 
new building for the Pension Bureau in the city of 
Washington; the $75,000 for the Pensacola Navy- 
yard, and the items for buildings at Annapolis. The 
section inserted on motion of Mr. Bayard allowing 
the Secretary of the Treasury at any time toapply 
the surplus money inthe Treasury not otherwise 


epropmated, or so much thereof as he may 


consider proper, to the purchase or ae go 
of United States bonds, which bonds shall be 
canceled, is also retained in the bill. The follow- 
ing provisions inserted by a vote of the Senate are 
stricken out of the bill: The $30,000 for the Assay 
Office, New-York; the increase of $50,000for the Bu- 
reau of Engraving and Printing, (the total for which 
is left at $850,000;) the item of $200,600.for prepar- 
ing granite forthe wings of the new State, War, 
and Navy Department Building; the item of $200,- 
000 for a fire-proof hall of records, (a bill for this 
having passed the Senate and being now before the 
House ;) the item of $175,000 for the charter and 
equipment of a vessel to search for the steamer 
Jeannette Inthe Arctic seas; the item of $33,744 
for the Hot Springsreservation improvement; the 
item of $175,000 for the purchase of land from the 
Creek Nation for the Seminoles; the item of $25,- 
a for a Mexican Embassy. The report was agreed 
oO. 
THANKS TO THE VICE-PRESIDENT. 


Mr. Wnuyter submitted a resolution which, he 
said, he was sure would meet with the hearty and 
unanimous approval of the whole Senate. The 
resolution was read, declaring that the thanks of 
the Senate are due. and tendered to the Vice-Presi- 
dent for the courtesy, ability, and impartiality 
with which he had presided over the deliberations 
during the present session. Adopted by a unani- 
mous yote. 

A RAILROAD BILL. 


The Senate then ,consumed several hours in the 
discussion of the House bill to incorporate the 
Cherokee and Arkansas River Railroad Company. 

Meanwhile a message was received from tho 
House announcing its non-concurrence in the Con- 
ference report:on the Sundry Civil bill. The Sen- 
ate then reversed its former action. non-concurred 
in the report, and ordered a new conference. 

Subsequently, a final report was made (signed by 
two of the three members) repeating the recom- 
mendations of the previous report, with two ex- 
ceptions, viz.: the Senate amendment appropriating 
$175,000 for a search for the steamer Jean- 
nette, and the House provision for one 
month’s extra pay for House’ employes. 
These items, before committed, were reinstated in 
the bill. 

THE DEFICIENCY BILL. 


Mr. WALLACE presented the conference report on 
the Deficiency bill, which was agreed to without 
explanation. 

The discussion of the Cherokee and Arkansas 
River Railroad bill occupied, with occasional 
interruptions, the entire evening and un- 
til 2 o’clock <A. M., when Mr. Lamar, 
who had been especially conspicuous in pushing 
the measure, said he was grateful for the patience 
with which the subject had been considered, 
but that as it was not now probable 
the bill could possibly pass the House he would not 
trespass further upon the time and attention of the 
Senate. : 

Mr. Conkiina said he desired to assure the 
the friends of the measure that his own 
criticisms upon, and_ efforts to amend, 
the bill were made in good faith 
and with a view to a full understanding of it, par- 
ticularly of the provisions which had been added 
by the committee from which it was reported. 

Mr. BurnsipE made a similar statement, and the 
bill was laid aside. 


HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES. 
THE FUNDING BILL VETO. 


The President’s veto Message, at 12:20, was 
taken from the Speaker’s table and read by the 
Clerk. The reading having been concluded, Mr. 
TuckER, of Virginia, moved that the Message be 
printed and laid on the table for future considera- 
tion. Mr. Ropgson, of New-Jersey, moved to pro- 
ceed to the consideration of the Message immedi- 
ately. The yeas and nays were ordered on Mr. 
Tucker's motion, and it was agreed to—yeas 138, 
nays 116; so the Message remains on the Speaker's 
table. 

AN APPORTIONMENT BILL PASSED. 


Mr. Cox, of New-York, moved to suspend the 
rules and pass an apportionment bill on the basis 
of 307, Thies meeting with opposition on the Re- 

ubl can side, Mr. Cox so amended his motion as to 
bring up for consideration the Apportionment bill, 
and to have votes taken on the numbers 822, 319, 
815, 307, and when a majority shall agree on any 
number, to have the bill, with the second and third 
sections of the original bil!, put on its passage 
without debate or dilatory motions. 

Mr. Concer raised a point of order against the 
proposition, and Mr. Cox modified it by striking 
out the words ‘or dilatory motions.” 

Mr. Coneer, reserving the right for himself and 
friends to refuse to vote if desirable, made no fur- 
ther objection to the proposition, and the rules 
being suspended in accordance therewith the 


‘House first proceeded to vote upon 322%. and that 
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number was rejected—yeas 119, nays 132. A vote 
was then taken on 319. This number was agreed 
to—yeas 136, nays 128. The result was received 
with applause on — ha Amer side. Mr. Killin- 
ger was the only Republican who voted in the 
negative, while the following Democrats voted in 
the affirmative: Messrs. Beltzhoover, Bicknell, 
Coffroth, Felton, Hill, Hutchins, New, Richardson 
of South Carolina, Ryon of Pennsylvania, Tillman, 
Wise, and Wright. 

r. Cox stated that he intended to abide by the 
will of the majority, and though he would vote 
against the bill he would perform his duty and 
present it in proper shape. 

The bill was then passed—yeas 145, nays 118, and 
is as follows:

PUBLIC BUILDINGS. 


Mr. Van Voonrnts, of New-York, moved to sus- 
pend the rules and pass the bill appropriating 
$100,000 for the erection of a public building at 
Rochester, N. Y. This bill was on the public calen- 
dar, in company with 54 other bills of a similar 
character, and 54 gentlemen were immediately on 
their feet protesting against one building being 
preferred to another. The confusion and noise 
were consequently great, the Speaker declarin 
that an agreement had been entered into by wiles 
gentlemen were to be recognized according to the 
order of their bills on the calendar. This Mr. 
BiLAckBurnN denied, and the SpeaKer said he would 
examine the record, pending which, the House, at 
4:80, took a recess until 8 o’clock. 

THE EVENING SESSION. 

On motion of Mr. McManon, of Ohio, the Senate 
amendments to the Deficiency Appropriation bill 
were non-concurred in anda committee of con- 
ference ordered. Messrs. MeMahon, Cobb, and 
Hiscock were appointed as such committee. 
PENSION BILLS, 


Mr. Frerpon, of New-York, moved to suspend the 
rules and proceed to the consideration of the Sen- 
ate pension bills on the Speaker's table and on the 
private calendar. This motion met with a good 
deal of opposition on the Democratic side, many 
members showing a strong desire to 
go on with business on the private 
calendir in regular order. There was 
great confusion in the chamber, and some very 
sharp words passed between the SPEAKER and Mr. 
Srneieton, of Illinois. The motion was finally car- 
ried on a yea and nay vote, but on {the first pension 
bill being taken up, several Democrats refused to 
vote, and left the House without a quorum. 

Mr. Hooker, of Mississippi, made one or two fill- 
bustering motions, but had not a sufficient follow- 


ing to call the yeas and nays, and the first bill, 


granting a pension to H. H. Helper, was tassed. 
The same tactics were pursued upon the second 
pension bill, and it was 10:30 before it was passed. 


THE SUNDRY CIVIL BILL, 


Mr. Brount, of Georgia, submitted the confer- 
ence report on the Sundry Civil Appropriation bill. 
Jt states an agreement on allthe items in the 
bill, with the exception of a small item rela- 
tive to the extra pay of the House 
employes. The Dill, as it came from the 
Senate, appropriated $2,000,000 more _ than 
when it passed the House. The Senate conferees 
had yielded $200,000 and the House conferees 
$800,000, The bill as agreed to aggregates; $21,- 
513,000. The Senate conferees recede from the 
Senate amendment appropriating $175,060 to prose- 
cute the search for the Jeannette. 

Mr. Hawnry, of Connecticut, criticised the action 
of the conference committee in striking out the 
Senate amendment relative to the search for the 
Jeannette. The men who had gone on that expe- 
dition were probably alive, somewhere, waiting 
and hoping (as they had a right to hope) that 
the Government would come to their relief. 
If it were stricken out on the ground of economy, 
he was ashamed of that economy. The relief ex- 
ae ought to have been equipped long ago. 

{fe could not understand how this House could 
bear to strike out the appropriation on the shame- 
fulidea of economy. [Applause.] He would at the 
proper time move to instruct the conference com- 
mittee to agree to retain that item in the bill. 

Mr. Arxrns, of Tennessee, hoped that that in- 
struction would not be given, It was high time that 
this bill was passed and enrolled. 

Mr. Buounr, of Georgia. demanded a yote on 

agreeing to the report, expressing the hope that it 
would be agreed to. 
{The House refused, 51 to %, to agree to the report. 
Mr. Biounr then said that he accepted that vote 
as an instruction to the conference committee to 
recede from its disagreement to the Senate amend- 
ment relative to the Jeannette. 

On motion of Mr. Krerrer, of Ohio, a resolution 
was adopted instructing the Conference Committee 
to insist on the disagreement to Senate amend- 
ment relative to the extra pay of House employes. 
A further conference was teen ordered. 

Mr. Sinaueron, of Llinois, at a few minutes past 

2, raised the point of order that the 4th of 
March having arrived the Forty-sixth Congress 
had expired by limitation. There was not a 
gentleman on this floor who could say that the 4th 
of March had not arrived. He proceeded to argue 
rather excitedly in support of his point, and his re- 
mares were received with great laughter and con- 

usion. 

‘The SepeaKER said that? this question had been 
raised in 1851, and it had then been decided that 
Congress expired at noon on-the 4th of March. 

Mr. Srycteton moved that the House adjourn 
sine die, and this being voted down—his vote being 
the only one cast in the affirmative—gave notice 
that he would bring before the Supreme Court 
every bill passed by this Congress after this time.

The Illustrated London News states that the 
will (dated May 6, 1880,) of Mrs. Mary Ann Cross, 
the wife of Mr. John Walter Cross, who died on 
Dec. 22 last, was proved on the $th inst. by Charles 
Lee Lewes, the sole Executor, the personal estate, 
limited’to the property she had a power of appoint- 
ment over by virtue of a settlement, (dated May, 
1880,) and under the will of Mrs. Mary Evarard, be- 


ing sworn under £40,000. By the settlement re- 
ferred tonct only was the property she then pos- 
sessed settled, but also any she might thereafter 
acquire by the exercise of her literary skill. The

A SHORT-HAND MACHINE. 

A Paris dispatch to the London Standard 
of Feb. 18 says: ‘“ Aninteresting trial of a new 
stenographic machine was made in the Chamber 
this morning in the presence of M. Gambetta and a 
number of other oefiiciais and members. The 
mechanism, which is an Italian invention, is worked 


by a kind of key-board similar to that of asmall 
piano, and the stenographic signs, not unlike those 
used in the ordinary French short-hand, are auto- 
matically printed on a continuous ribbon of paper. 
The signs registered, of course, represent sounds, 
irrespective of spelling, and the machine can be 
used by a person unacquainted with the language 
spoken. The daughter of the inventor worked the 
machine this morning successfully, taking down a 
speech read, at average speed, in Italian, and one 
read in French by M. Gambetta, she being ignorant 
of the latter language. A comparison between the 
speed of the machine and that of the short-hand 
writers of the Chamber proved favorable to the 
former. Further experiments will be made with a 
view to a possible adoption of the apparatus, which 
is already in use in the Italian Chambers.

STANDARD OIL'S OF FICK BURNED OUT. 

About 1:30 o’clock this morning, fire was 
discovered in the office of the Standard Oil 
Company, on the first floor of No. 142 
Pearl-street. Before the engines arrived

through in places to the floor above. 
The fire was quickly subdued, but 
the firemen were compelled to make a sad wreck 
of the elegant office furniture and elaborately fig- 
ured plate glass partitions.

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LETTERS 10 THE EDITOR 
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VARIOUS SUBJECTS DISCUSSED. 


HOW A CLUB-HOUSE WAS BUILT. 
To the Editor of the New-York Times: P 

Some interesting criticisms having recently 
appeared in Ture Tnores upon the above subject— 
notably by reference to the Union League Club 
and the Produce Exchange—and having had con- 
siderable experience in the consideration of the 
club-house plans, I deem it not out of place for me 
to offer a few suggestions which may be of some 
value to others. 

At the outset of this new enterprise, the Commit- 
tee on Design decided to invite five architects of 
well-established reputation to submit competitive 
plans, but, under the stimulus of outside pressure, 
the number was finally increased to nine. This I 
now regard asa mistake. In addition to/the in- 
vited designs, there were volunteer plans, but in 
each of these the defects were so obvious that it 
did not take the committee long to find them ont. 
That there were merits in these plans I do not 
deny, but their authors had not the advan- 
tage of preliminary consultation with the commit- 
tee, who well understood the varied wants of the 
club. ‘This point is an important one to be remem- 
bered by architects whovolunteer plans,especially in 
a structure so complex as the Union League Club- 


house. It should also be borne in mind that, as a 
matter of honor, the committee would feel bound 
to give every possible advantage, by way of hints 
and suggestions, to architects invited to compete 
for the work. 

It was considered important that each architect 
should be furnished with a carefully prepared sum- 
mary of the “ probable wants of the club;” at the 
same time, the caution was given that these hints 
should not be regarded as instructions or limita- 
tions as to the distribution and location of rooms. 
The architects found these suggestions of great 
practical value, as nothing necessary to a complete 
club-house was omitted so far as the interior vlan 
was concerned. No important suggestions were 
made as to the exterior design. A house con- 
venient in every respect was the prime considera- 
tion. As soon as the plans were all in, the commit- 
tee gave to each of them a most careful study, and 
their final Judgment was confirmed by a large Gen- 
eral Building Committee. By a resolution of the 
club all the plans were posted upon tho walls of the 
art gailery for the inspection of the members. And 
now the fun begins: ‘The club convenes in a body, 
town meeting opens, discussion waxes warm, 
critics are not wanting. And why should not the 
members criticise and talk with the utmost free- 
dom about all that concerned their own futuro 
home? Most clearly it was their undisputed right 
to do so, and certainly it was very interesting to 
hear how intelligently members talked about archi- 
tecture, and also how widely at variance were the 
views expressed, It did not take very long to 


_ demonstrate the fact that it was to be no easy task 


to build a club-house to suit the tastes and whims 


of 1,500: pretty smart men. The discussion also clear- 
ly settled the-fact that the club, as a body, could, 


not build a club-house, and it was finaily 
moved that the whole business be referred back to 
the committee with instructions to go ahead. The

ready stated. Third—Furnish the competing archi- 
teets with a well-digested. summary of all that is 
wanted in the pregcasts building. Fourth, and 
most important of all, is, if the undertaking is for 
an association of owners‘the committee selected 
to carry out the work should have full power over 
the whole matter, otherwise delay and vexatious 
interference will surely ensue. oe 

In making contracts I would limit competition to 
a small number of builders capable of handling a 
large work, and with the distinct understanding 
that the towest bidder should have the-contract. 
The practice now somewhat in vogue of inviting 
competitive bids, with a _ reservation in favor of 
some one contractor, is dishonorable. ? 

I would also embrace in one proposal just as 
much of the work as the contractor would be 
willing to undertake—except the plumbing. In 
this way you would avoid the annoyance of having 
to employ and deal’ with a number of persons who, 
like Rip Van Winkle’s whisky and water, “don’t 
agree together.” In giving out proposals to build 
the club-house, the pressure to bid was very great, 
the doors were thrown too widely open; it was 
**bediam let loose.” and the result was confusion 
and vexatious delay, to say nothing of the danger 
of being saddled at the outset with an irresponsible 
contractor. Permit me to say in closing that the 
committee have nothing to regret in the choice of 
architects and contractors.

To 
this end, however, the Italian Committee has every 

ear contributed, and in this good work Mr. Fabbri 
ve always been foremost. He has taken great 
personal interest in the school; he has provided 
means when means were deficient, and in every 
way promoted the welfare of the institution. Aided 
in that beneficent work by afew friends, promi- 
nent among them his brother, Mr. Ernesto G. Fab- 
bri, he has become a Kind Providence to the 
school, and it is chiefly due to him that more than 
600 Italian children, boys and girls, rescued from 
the streets, receive now daily and nightly instruc- 
tion, and are trained to become useful and worthy 
citizens.

ADOLPHE LAURENT: JOANNE. 


A Paris dispatch announces the death, in the 


68th year of his age, of M. Adolphe Laurent Joanne, 
the French geographer and. publisher of ' guide- 
books. M. Joanne was born at Dtjon, Sept, 15, 1813. 
He studied in Paris, first atthe Charlemagne 
Lyceum, and afterward at the “Law School.: 
He was admitted to the Bar in Paris, 
in 1836, but practiced his profession only a 
very short time. Literature had more charms 
for him than the law. He began to write 
for the Journal of Public Instruction, and followed 
this up with anticles in the Law Journal, in the 
National, and in the British Review. In 1843 he 
founded L’J//ustration, the first _ilhustrated weekly 
published in France. This journal gained 
an immediate success, and made ithe 
fortune of its founder. Since the beginning 
of the publication of J Jilustration M. Joanne 
has published several cuide books of the countries 
in Continental Europe. He was a great traveler, 
and nearly all his works are devoted to the pone. | 
tion of the countries over which he has passe 
Among the moro popular of his books 
are, “ Switzerland,” “Baden-Baden,” and 
“ The Black Forest,” “A Souvenir of 
the Alps,” ‘‘ A Journey in Scotland,’ “* Travels in 
Northern Germany,” “From Paris to Bordeaux,”’ 
‘* Fontainebleau, Versailles, and the Two Trianons,”’ 
“The Banks of the Rhine,’ ‘Voyages Through 
France,” and ‘‘ The Environs of Paris.” Ail these 
books were in the nature of guide-books, and they 
were recognized as the best that could be found in 
France. In 1869 M. Joanne published *‘ A General 
Guide-book for France,’’ and in 1870 he made a 
collection of all his books of travel, which he 
b “The Diamond 
Guide-book.”’ In 1866 he organized_ the movement 
against the destruction of the Garden of the Lux- 
embourg, and the result of this movement was that 
strangers to-day are enabled to see this magnificent 
collection. M. Joanne’s guide-books are the only 
ones recognized as authority in France to-day, and 
without them the American traveler would be lost 
in the gay capital.

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SMALL-POX AFTER ALL. 
REVERSAL. OF THE DECISION THAT BOWERS 
ONLY: HAD THE MEASLES. 

William . H.. Bowers, the young man em. 
ployed at Smith & McNell’s Hotel, in Washington- 
street, who was sent from the Chambers-Street 
Hospital on Wednesday to the Health Department, 
on the’ presumption that he was suffering from 
small-pox, was yesterday removed to the River~ 
side Hospital. It was admitted by the officials of 
the Health Department yesterday that the disease 
was small-pox, although Dr. J. B. Taylor, chief of 
the vaccinating corps, and his assistant, Dr. Pur. 
cell, had stated positively that the case was a case 
of measles. Dr. Taylor, who has had great experi- 
ence, and who is looked upon as an expert in small- 
ox, not oaly said that Bowers had_the measles, 
ut that he had been permitted to go home. As- 
sistant Sanitary Superintendent Jares, however, 
said from the first that the disease was smail-pox, 
and that instead of being permitted to go home, ag 
stated by Dr. Taylor, Bowers was taken to the Re- 
ception Hospital, at the foot of Sixteenib-street, 
Hast River, where he was cared for during the 
night. Yesterday morning he was seen by Dr. 
Chapin, who pronounced the disease small-pox, 
and the patient was removed to the Riverside 

Hospital. 

Sanitary Superintendent Day when asked ~d0 
the case yesterday said he was absent from tae 
fice when Bowers came there, and, therefore, di 
not see him; but from what he had league o? the 
case he thought it was undoubtedly smail-pox. lie 
could not explain why Drs. Taylor and Purcell tad 
pronounced it measles, as the first official notice he 
had had of the case was the report made by Dr. 
Purcell of his examination of the patient, in which 
he gave the disease as small-pox. When Dr. Yur- 
cell was spoken to about the case yesterday ty a 
Tues reporter, he still insisted that it was unmis- 
takably a case of measles until confronted with the 
Statement made by Dr. Janes and his own official 
report, when he said: ‘I would have stuck to it 
through thick and thin, but Dr. Janes gave it away. 
It’s a good rule to follow your leader,” doubtless in- 
timating thereby that he nad followed the iead 
of his superior in «#filce, Dr. Taylor. The latter gea- 
tleman said yesterday that Bowers came to his 
office complaining of sickness, and stating that a 
doctor had told him he thought it possible he had 
smali-pox. “I examined him,” continued Dr. Tay- 
lor, *‘ and thought it advisable to send him to tue 
Reception Hospital, as he was developing some 
contagious disease which was going to be 
either measles or smali-~ox. I couldn't tell which 
at that time positively. Ue denied yesterday that 
he had been-exposed in any way to small-pox, but 
I learned to-day that an intimate friend of his ig 
now at the Riverside Hospital. I saw Bowers 
again to-day, and think he has small-pox, though 
the disease is in its early condition. He was notin 
a contagious condition yesterday.”

THE FUNDING BILL KILLED

A VETO MESSAGE FROM PRESIDENT 


HAYES. 


PAILURE OF THE LAST ATTEMPT TO PROVIDE 
FOR MATURING BONDS—THE FIFTH 8EC- 
TION OF THE BILL OBJEOTED TO BY THE 
PRESIDENT—SENATOR HOAR’S SILLY 
AMENDMENT TO THE DEFICIENCY BILL, 

WasHINGTON, March 3.—The Refunding 
pill was returned to the House to-day by the 
President, accompanied by a Message in which 
reasons were given for withholding his ap- 
proval from the bill. The Message was re- 
ceived soon after the House convened, but was 
not presented by the Speaker until several re- 
ports from committees of conference on some 
ef the appropriation bills had been disposed of. 
At about 12:30 the veto Message was handed to 
the Clerk by the Speaker, who at once pro- 
needed to read it, as follows: 

To the House of Representatives; 

Having considered the bill entitled “An act to 
facilitate the peraneing of the national debt,” Iam 
constrained to return it to the House of Represent- 
atives, in which it originated, with the following 
statement of my objections to its passage. The 
imperative necessity for prompt action and the 
pressure of public duties in this closing week of my 
term of office compel me to refrain from any at- 
tempt to make a full and satisfactory presentation 
of the objections to the bill. The importance of 
the passage at the present session of Congress of a 

suitable measure for the refunding of the national 
debt, which is about to mature, is gen- 
erally recognized. It has been urged upon the 
attention of Congress by the Secretary of the 
Treasury and in my last annual Message. If suc- 
cessfully accomplished, it will secure a large de- 

rease inthe annual interest payment of the Na- 

ion, and I earnestly recommend, if the bill before: 
me shall fail, that another measure for this pur- 
ose be adopted before the present Congress ad- 
ourns. While, in my opinion, it would be wise to 

authorize the Secretary of the Treasury in his dis- 
cretion to offer to the public bonds bearing 314 per 
vent. interest in aid of refunding, I should not 
deem it my duty to interpose my constitutional ob- 
jection to the passage of the present bill if it did 
not contain in its fifth section provisions 
which, in my judgment, seriously impair the 
value and tend to the destruction of the pres- 
ent national banking system of the country. This 
system has now been in operation almost 20 years. 
No safer or more beneficial banking system was 
ever established. Its advantages as a business are 
free to all who have the necessary capital. It fur- 
nishes a currency to the public which, for conve- 
gience and the security of the bill-holder, has prob- 
ably never been equaled by that of any other bank- 
ing system. Its notes are secured by the deposit 
with the Government of the interest-bearing bonds 
of the United States. The section of the bill before 
me which relates to the national banking system 
and to which Seen is made, is not an essentla 
part of arefunding measure. It is as follows: 

Sro. 5. Fromand after the Ist day of July, 1881, the 
B per centum bonds authorized by the first seotion of 
this actshall be the only bonds receivable as security 
for netional bank circulation or as security for the 
iafekeeping and prompt payment of the public money 
leposited with such bank, but when any such bonds, 
fleposited for the purposes aforesaid, shall be desig- 
nated for purchase or redemption by the Secretary 
of the Treasury, the banking association depositing 
the same shall have the right to substitute other issues 
pf the bonds of the United States in lieu thereof; pro- 
vided, that no bond upon which interest has ceased 
shall be accepted or continued on deposit as security 
for circulation or for the safekeeping of the pub- 
ic money; and in case bonds so _ deposited 
shall not be withdrawn as provided by law, 
within 30 days after interest has ceased thereon, the 
banking association depositing the same shall be sub- 

ect to the liabilities and proceedings on the part of 
he Controller provided for in section 5,234 of the Re- 
vised Statutes of the United States; and provided 
further, that section 4, of the act of June 20, 1874, en- 
titled “An act fixing theamount of United States notes, 
providing fora redistribution of the national bank cur- 
rency. and for other purposes,” be and the same is 
hereby repealed, and sections 5,159 and 5,160 of the 
mevtecs Statutes be and the same are hereby re-en- 
acted. 

Under this section it is obvious that no addition- 
al banks will hereafter be organized, except, possi- 
bly, ina few cities or localities where the prevailing 
rates of interest in ordinary business are extremely 
low. No new banks can be organized, and no in- 
crease of the capital of existing banks can be ob- 
tained, except by the purchase and deposit of 3 per 
cent. bonds. No other bonds of the United States 
can be used forthe purpose. The $1,000,000,000 of 
other bonds recently issued by the United States 
and bearing a higher rate of interest than 3 per 
cent., and therefore a better security for the bill- 
holder, cannot after the Ist of July next, be re- 
ceived as security for bank circulation. This is a 
radical change in the banking law. It takes from 
the banks the right they have hitherto had under 
the law to purchase and deposit as security for 
their circulation any of the bonds issued by the 
United States, and deprives the bill-holder of 
the best security which the banks” are 
able to give by requiring them to deposit bonds 
having the least value of any bonds issued by the 
Government. The average rate of taxation of 
capital employed in banking is more than double 
the rate of taxation upon capital employed in other 
legitimate business. Underthese circumstances, to 
amend the banking law so as to deprive the banks of 
the advantage of securing their notes by the most 
valuable bonds issued by the Government will, it is 
believed, in a large part of the country be a prac- 
tical prohibition of the organizing of new banks, 
and prevent the existing banks from enlarging 
their capital. : 

The national banking system, if continued at all, 
will bea monopoly in the hands of those already 
engaged in it who may purchase Government bonds 
bearing a more favorable rate of interes: than the 
8per cent. bond priorto next July. To prevent 
the further organization of banks is to put in 
jeopardy the whole system by taking from it that 
ates a that makes it, as it now is, a banking sys- 
tem, free, upon the same terms to all who engage 
init. Even the existing banks will bein danger of 
being driven from business by the additional disad- 
vantages to which they will be subjected by this 
bill. In short, I cannot but regard the fifth section 
of the bill as a step in the direction of the destruc- 
tion of the national banking system. 

Our country, aftera long period of business de- 
pression, has just entered upon a career of unex- 
ampled prosperity. Withdrawal of the currency 
from circulation by the national banks, and the en- 
forced winding up of the banks in consequence, 
would inevitably bring serious embarrassments 
and disaster to the business of the country. Banks 
of issue are essential instruments of modern com- 

1erce, If the present efficient and admirable sys- 
em of banking is broken down, it will inevitably 
be followed by a recurrence to other and inferior 
methois of banking. Any measure looking to 
such 2 result will be a disturbing element in our 
financial system. It will destroy confidence and 
surely check the growing prosperity of the country. 

Believing that a measure for refunding the na- 
tional debt is not necessarily connected with the 
National Banking law, and that any refunding act 
will defeat its own object if it imperiled the na- 
tional banking system or seriously impaired its use- 
fulness, and convinced that section 5 of the bill be- 
fore me would, if it should become a law, work 
zreat harm, I herewith return the bill to the House 
of Representative, for,that further consideration 
which is provided for in the Constitution.

When the Clerk h&d concluded, Mr, Tucker 
moved that the Message be printed and laid 
on the table for future consideration. It is 
usual, when a veto Message is received, to pro- 
ceed at once to consider the question whether 
the bill shall pass notwithstanding the objec- 
tions of the President, and a motion imme- 
diately to consider the Message was made by 
Mr. Robeson, but as Mr. Tucker's was a 
prior motion, the vote was! taken on that, 
resulting yeas 138, nays 116.33) This practi- 
cally disposed of the bill, as: there is no 
purpose on the part of the majority to 
do anything further about it. Why the House 
postponed the Message for future considera- 
tion, instead of{ following the usual parlia- 
mentary course and voting directly on the 
passage of the bill over the veto, was not ex- 
plained, and cannot be accounted for except 
upon the theory that those who advocated the 
measure indulged the hope that they might be 
able to gain to their side a sufficient number 
of converts to pass the bill over the veto, and 
moved for postponement in order to develop 
their antagonists’, as well as to ascertain their 
own strength. If they proceeded on such a 
theory the vote dispelled it. 

The Republicans are well pleased with the 
veto, and the Democrats also professed to be 
pleased, for the reason that they believe the 
action of the Republicans in Congress and the 
veto of the President will place the Repub- 
lican Party in the attitude of standing between 
the banks and necessary legisiation to deprive 
them of a dangerous power over the business 
interests of the country. Mr. Randall and 
other leading Democrats believe that the issue 
raised on the fifth section of the defeated bill 
will become a leading one in future polit- 
ical campaigns, and that the result will 
restore a Democratic majority in the lower 
branch of the Forty-eighth Congress. Demo- 
cratic leaders say that the defeat of the bill at 
this session will not insure the passage of a Re- 
funding bill by the next Congress without a 
section similar to that on which the President 
based his veto; that the minority in the next 
Congress will beas strong in every sense as 
the minority in the present Congress, and that 
they will permit no refunding bili to pass in 
the Forty-seventh Congress that does not con- 
tain a provision to repeal the fourth section of 
the act of June 20, 1874. 

After the House had disposed of the vetoed 
bill, interest in the question was to some de- 
gree transferred to the Senate, where an 
amendment had been offered to the pending 
Appropriation billin the form of a proposition 
to refund the maturing bonds. Those ac- 

uainted with the rules and methods of the 

nate were not disturbed by Senator Hoar’s 
siliy offer to provide for refunding on a gen- 


eral Appropriation bill, for the reason that the 
rules ofthe Senate forbid the pernicious prac- 
tice of en legislation on bills of this kind 
that has no ible relevancy to the icu- 
lar a tion peing considered. In addi- 
tion to this Ht magma even could Mr. Hoar in- 
duce the Senate to do what he proposed, the 
House would not consent to a revenue measure 
of this kind originating in the Senate. The 
utter absurdity of Mr. Hoar’s effort was appar- 
ent to — mator, and it failed, therefore, 
to-excite the slightest interest. Mr. Morrill, 
however, to-day reported a substitute for Mr. 
Hoar’s crudity of yesterday, and, when 
he offered to make it a part of the 
Deficiency Appropriation bill, remarked that 
if the amendment should not be adopted there 
would be no refunding provided for by this 
Congress. ‘“‘ Why not,” asked Mr. Harris, of 
Tennesseo, savagely, in this way manifesting 
his dissatisfaction with the action of the Presi- 
dent. Mr. Morrill did not explain. It was a 

arent that there was no expectation in the 
Renate that the amendment would be adopted 
and that those who supported it did so only in 
aformal way. Under the Senate rules the 
raising of a pointof order against such an 
amendment must throw it out, and nothing 
but a unanimous agreement not to raise 
such a _ point could. secure for the 
amendment a vote upon its merits. For some 
time Mr. Hoar maintained that there had been 
such an agreement, but it was shown that the 
Chairman of the Committee on Appropriations 
had reserved the right to make any point of 
order against theamendment. By the instruc- 
tions of that committee Mr. Wallace raised the 
fatal point of order, and the Vice-President 
decided that the amendment could not be con- 
sidered. Mr. Hoar asked that the guestion be 
submitted to the Senate. The Chair complied 
with the request, and,;the yeas and nays were 
ordered. Before the roll could be called sev- 
eral Senators arose and declared that while not 
opposed to the substance of the amendment 
they must vote that its consideration in con- 
nection with the Appropriation bill was out of 
order, because it was clearly so under the 
rules, Thereupon, Mr. Morrill, at the request 
of Mr. Hoar, withdrew the amendment and 
thus failed the last attempt to provide for re- 
funding at this session of Congress. 

The so-called Supplemental bill that was 
passed yesterday by the House is now bofore 
the Senate Committee of Finance, and it would 
be competent for that committee so to recon- 
struct it that it would resemble the vetoed bill 
in every particular except that the fifth sec- 
tion week be omitted. This course, however, 
is not likely to be taken, for the reason that it 
would be an inexcusable waste of time for the 
Senate to act on a measure at this stage 
of the session, which, it is well known, 
would not even be recognized by the House as 
@ proper proceeding under the constitutional 
clause which requires that all measures for 
raising revenue shall originate in the House. 


The House has always held that bills of this: 


kind are revenue measures within the meaning 
of the Constitution. _ 

It is stated here to-night among Gen. Gar- 
field’s friends that President Hayes vetoed the 
——s bill after a consultation about the 
matter between Gen. Garfield and himself, and 
that both were agreed that it would in every 
way be wiser to have the new Administration 
free from the provisions of a bill that had 
given rise toso much complaint, and the pro- 
visions of which were likely to cause infinite 
trouble and repeated demands for explanation.

THE EFFECT IN WALL-STREET. 
STOCKS IMPROVED AND MONEY EASY—WHAT 
BANKERS SAY. 

The stock market opened weak yesterday 
on the news that the Funding bill had been passed 
by the House exactly as it came from the Senate, 
and prices declined from 4 to 14 per cent. Shortly 
after 10 o’clock information was received of the 
President’s veto, and the general list advanced 
promptly to 8 percent., the latter, however, 
being in Western Union Telegraph, which was spe- 
cially affected by the news of Judge Blatch- 
ford’s decision. A few minutes later a 
dispatch arrived at the Sub-Treasury from Sec- 
retary Sherman anuthorizing Gen. Hillhouse 
to accept offers on Wednesday, the 9th inst., for 
$5,000,000 for 5s or 6s of 1881, either called or un- 
called, and this also did much to strengthen the 
market, which continued to improve until the close 
of business, when money was quoted as low as 4 
per cent. Government bonds advanced during the 
day 7% in the 4s, 3¢ in the 44s, 3¢ in the 5s, and 3¢ in 
the 6s. The large rise in the 4s was due to the ex- 
pectation of ademand from the banks which will 
wish again to take out note circulation. On this 
point, in response to a letter from Vice-President 
Thompson, of the Chase National Bank, Cc mntroller 
of the Currency Knox wrote the following, which 
was made public yesterday: 

Wasuincton, March 2, 1881. 

Srr: I have received your letter of lst inst. The 
Treasurer will, | inderstand, return greenbacks to 
those persons who may have deposited them, pro- 
vided the bonds which secured their circulation still 
remain on deposit and none of the circulation of the 
bank has been redeemed from the deposit. He de- 
clines, however, to surrender greenbacks upon a re- 
deposit of bonds, If 5 per cent. bonds are again de- 
posited, new certificates must be issued. Very re- 
spectfully, JOHN J. KNOX, Controller.

This, it is thought, will permit the withdrawal of 
from one-third to one-half the money recently de- 
posited to retire circulation. Yesterday the Sub- 
Treasury received $95,245, of which $22,500 was 
from the Knox County National Bank of Mount 
Vernon, Ohio, to reduce capital, and therefore can- 
not be counted asa deposit to retire circulation. 
The total sum received at the Sub-Treasury to date 
is £16,073,710. The City National Bank of Selma, 
Ala., and the Second National Bank of Louisville 
deposited $185,000 and $180,000, respectively, early 
yesterday morning, on hearing of the passage of 
the Funding bill, but withdrew their deposits as 
soon as they learned of the veto. The Sub-Treas- 
ury purchased yesterday $14,500 of bonds. 

The action of President Hayes was variously Te- 
ceived on the Street, according to the prejudices 
of the persons interested. Mr. H.C. Fahnestock, 
of the First National Bank, which has jbeen re- 
garded as the champion of the opponents of the 
Funding bill, said yesterday afternoon that the bill 
would have been favored by banking men, not- 
withstanding the doubts of many as to its ultimate 
success, had it not been for the fifth section. With 
that clause, it could not but have been a fail- 
ure. Mr. Fahnestock rave Mr. Carlisle credit 
for honesty of intention, but thought he 
had certainly made a mistake in fathering 
any such measure. Tho misfortune was that 
this brought the bill into politics, so that it became 
a party issue. The Democrats wereshrewd enough 
to take advantage of it to put themselves on record 
as favoring a low rate of interest, and to throw the 
onus of its defeat upon the Republicans. On the 
passage of previous funding bills the Government 
was glad to accept the assistance of the national 
banks In selling the higher-priced bonds, and now 
when an important and hazardous experiment was 
to be tried it was bad policy to antagonize the 
banks, without whose co-operation the placing of 
a 3 per cent. bond would be a failure in any event. 
If such a funding bill with such provisions as were 
contained in the objectionable fifth clause had been 
passed, say a year ago,to take effect to-day it 
would be adifferent matter, but the notice given 
was too short, and the banks were compelled in 
their own defense to fightits passage. Should an act 
be passed to-day to fund the debt on the basis of a 
814 per cent. bond there would not be the slightest 
doubt of its suecess, As to whether, on the pas- 
sage of a funding bill by the next Congress, the 
placing of a 3 per cent. bond would succeed, Mr. 
Fahnestock would not venture any opinion, be- 
cause no one could tell what the condition of the 
country would be a year hence. He considered 
that the result of the President's action would be 
favorable, and that the general finances would be 
placed in a better condition than before, because 
all doubts on the subject are now settled and capi- 
talists have been reassured that they will not be 
subjected to fluctuations. Mr. Fahnestock ex- 
pressed the opinion that the majority of the banks 
which have deposited money to retire circulation 
will now withdraw it. 

Mr. A. 8. Hatch, of Fisk & Hatch, who have been 
the strongest advocates of the bill, said that Presi- 
dent Hayes had committed the greatest mistake of 
his Administration, The only objection that had 
been made to the bill outside of the opinion—held 
by very few—that a 3 per cent. bond would not 
float was to section 5. his section consisted of 
two separate requirements. One oe na- 
tional banks to use 8 per cent. bonds exclusively to 
secure circulation issued after June 1, and was de- 
signed to provide for the placing of part of the 
loan at least. The loan could have been floated 
without it, and it ought not to have been put 
in, because it was unwise and undignified for the 
United States Government to take steps to force 
part of one of its loans. Still, it would have done 
no harm, because the banks would have been 
under no obligation to withdraw their4 per cent. 
bonds now on deposit and replace them by 3 per 
cent. bonds. The other clause, repealing so much 
of the law of 1874 as gives national banks the right 
to retire bonds deposited to secure circulation with 
any kind of lawful money, ought to have 
been passed, either in the bill or as an in- 
dependent measure, because at present 
the banks may sieze upon any pretext 
to rush in deposits to the Treasury and thus create 
a stringent money market, disturbing not only 
speculation, but the legitimate business of the 
country. It was true thata pretext had been fur- 
nished them last week for their action, and this had 
been the only occasion on which they had done so, 
but the power in their hands was too great to be 
intrusted to any organization or set of organ- 
izations. The b refrained from  disturb- 
ing that portion of the law of 1874 
which allows banks going into liquidation 
to deposit any kind of lawful money to retire 
bonds; so its enactment could not have worked 
much of a hardship. As to whether a3 per cent. 
loan could have been made a success all any 
doubter had to do to be convinced was to stand in 
front of the speaker’s bond counter and watch the 
number of persons that Pec | purchase 4 per cent. 
bonds at 114, which, if held for 26 years, would 
only return them 344 per cent. per annum. 
A 3 per cent. bond at par would be 
taken with avidity. The delay that, must 
now necessarily ensue will cost the Government 
from $15,000,000 to $20,000,000 in interest, and when 
the next Congress does meet there will not be a 


man in it fool enough to suggest a 344 an cent, 
loan. As for the effect.of the veto, Mr. Hatch said 
it woula have been gene in either case. The dis- 
turping element in the market had been the threat 
held over it by the national banks. Had the Dill 
been signed the power of the banks would have 

taken away, and money would haveremained 
as plentiful as it is now.

THE FRENOH CONSCRIPTION. 


ANNUAL DRAWING OF RECRUITS FOR THE 
ARMY—HOW THE CONSCRIPTS TAKE IT. 
A Paris dispatch to the London Standard 

of Feb, 17 says: ‘An annual drawing for the con- 

scription of the yearly military contigent—the 

French call it the Tirage au Sort—is now going on 

in Paris. The drawing in Paris lasts about three 

weeks. The young men of each of the 20 arron- 
dissements of the capital are called out in their 
turn. The ceremony takes place on the ground 
floor of the Palace of Industry, in the Champs 

Elysées. A large temporary salle is formed for the 

reception of the recruits. At the end of it risesa 

platform on which the Mayor of the district, with 
his tri-colored scarf, and the military authorities in 
mufti, are seated round a large green-baized table. 

The Tirage takes place in alphabetical order, so 

many letters being called up at the same time. 

Each young man has his paper containing hisname, 


address, profession, &c., and as he ascends the plat- 
form he hands it to an official. On his name being 
called out, the youth passes in front of the Presi- 
dent, advances toward a kind of urn, thrusts his 
hand into it and draws out a number, which is at 
once proclaimed by another official standing by, 
who takes good care that the youth shall not draw 
two numbers or replace the one drawn by any 
sleight-of-hand trick—a manceuyre which is some- 
times attempted. As the number is announced, a 
feeling of sympathy, whether it be a bad 
ora good number, is expressed by the other 
youths who are waiting. Formerly those who 
drew the good numbers, which are the low ones, 
were exempted from the service, and only 
the bad numbers, or high ones, had to serve; but 
now ali of them have to enter the army. with this 
difference, however, that the good numbers serve 
only one or two years, whereas the bad ones are 
bound for the whole five years with the active 
army. A proposal now before Parliament would 
abolish the Zerage au Sort, by making all the re- 
cruits serve three years anda half. As the youths 
descend from the platform they nehereny emon- 
strate their good or bad luck; those who draw low 
numbers wave their caps with delight; the others 
manifest their despondency, not to say despair. 
These feelings, however, are calmed down and 
blended together as the conscripts emerge from 
the buildings, 

‘*The scene outside is even more curious than in- 
side. Here the friends and families of the future 
soldiers congreate in large numbers, for they are 
not allowed to enter the conscription-room. 
Fathers and mothers are waiting for their sons, 
sisters for their brothers, and sweethearts for their 
lovers. Many a touching episode may be witnessed 
as the young man returns and announces his fate 
to those near and dear to him. The first emotion 
over, the conscripts throw care to the winds and 
prepare to celebrate the day which is to mark such 
an important epoch in their lives. They be- 
deck themselves with tri-colored ribbons 
and rosettes, and pin the number they 
have drawn, painted on colored paper, on 
their breasts and caps. .Some of them, 
who belong to musical societies, bring down their 
instruments and enliven the crowd with patriotio 
airs. They next adjourn to the wine shop, where 
pene baptize their colore and drink to the corps to 
which they will ere long belong. The flow of soul 
often goes on till dusk sets in, and then they re- 
solve to return home. Headed bv a flag-bearer, 
they march through the streets singing the ‘* Mar- 
seillaise’? and similar songs. Others who live fur- 
ther off club together and hire a van, which they 
decorate with bunting, and as they drive along the 
boulevards, singing, shouting, and laughing, the 
passers-by stop and gaze and, may be, ask them- 
selves where these gay recruits will lead the flag of 
France when the irrepressible revanche comes on.”’ 

PELOSI LG SO I 
OPENING PRIVATE LETTERS. 
From the St James Gazeite. 

A terrible charge hung over the Govern- 
ment yesterday. It had been rumored that the 
Government had resorted to the practice of open- 
ing letters addressed to members of the Land 
League; and not only so, but that ‘it had even 
descended to the depths of intercepting American 
remittances to the funds of the League;’’ thus 
compelling Mr. Parnell to go to the Continent, 
there ‘‘to arrange for receipt of remittances 


through a Post Office whose officials would not vio- 
late the secrecy of correspondence at the mandate 
of Dublin Castle.’’ Accordingly, the Government 
was interrogated on this subject in the House of 
Commons. One part of the accusation, however, 
was dropped. Sir William Harcourt was not asked 
how much money he had “pilfered on the part of the 
State,’ (in such delicate language was the accusa- 
tion couched,) and thus Sir William was spared the 
humiliation of offering to be searched by the 
Sergeant-at-Arms. But as to opening the 
letters of Land Leaguers he was sharply 
interrogated, and he _ gave, very shortly, 
the right reply. He would. not say 
whether such letters had been opened or not. He 
had by law a right to open them, and he had also 
the privilege of securing the object of such proce- 
dure by declining to say at any particular time 
whether he was exercising his rightful authority in 
thatmatter. Of course, everybody agrees that the 
right of Government to open letters at the Post Of- 
fice is one which ought to be exercised with very 
great caution, and only in exceptional cases, It fs 
to secure these conditions that its exercise has been 
made contingent on the order of a Secretary of 
State, expressed in a formal! and recorded warrant. 
But the right has existed ever since the Post Office 
became a department of the State, and has been 
sanctioned by several acts of Parliament during the 
last 200 years. As Sir William Harcourt said, it 
now exists by virtue of a statute passed in the 
first year of her Majesty’s reign. But that enact- 
ment Was no novelty, ard inasmuch as the opening 
of letters was concerned was merely a re-enacting 
and consolidating measure. Nor is it true, as 
seems to be assumed in various quarters this 
morning, that the ;right applies merely to politi- 
cal corrospondence. The las tinquiry into the 
subject was made by the Secret Committee which 
was appointed by reason of Sir James Graham’s 
notorious escapade in 1844. It was then shown 
that been 1806 and 1844 warrants for opening letters 
had been issued on 872 occasions by the Secretary 
of State, and that they affected the correspond- 
ence of 724 persons. The grounds for issuing the 
warrants are thus specified: Bank of England, 13; 
bankruptcy, 2; murder, theft, fraud, 144; tre 
sedition, 77; prisoners of war, 13; revenue, ! 
eign correspondence, 20; letters returned, 7; 
dress copied, 1; forged frank. 1. and uncertain, 89. 
it will be seen, therefore. that the opening of let- 
ters at the Post Office is neither a new thing nor, if 
that is any consolation, a departure from ‘“ ordi- 
nary law.”

THE TELEGRAPH CONSOLIDATION 


TO BE COMPLETED. 

JUDGE BLATCHFORD DISSOLVES THE TEMPO- 
RARY INJUNCTIONS OBTAINED BY THE 
CABLE COMPANIES—TEXT OF HIS DE- 
CISION—THE SUIT OF MR. WILLIAMS, 

Judge Blatchford, in the United States Cir- 
cuit Court, yesterday dissolved the temporary in- 
junctions granted by himself about two weeks 
ago in the suits brought by the Direct United 
States and French Cable Companies against 
the Western Union, American Union, and 
Atlantic and Pacifico Telegraph Companies. 
In substance, the Direct Cable Company 
sought to restrain the land telegraph tompanies 
from consolidating, on the ground that the com- 
bined companies could not carry out the terms of a 
contract which the plaintiff has entered into with 
the Atlantic and Pacific, and which has 15 years to 
run, for the interchange of business. The French 
Cable Company based its suit on a similar contract 
between itself and the American Union Company. 
The Western Union has for many years had a like 
contract with the Anglo-American Company. But 
itismainly feared by all the cable companies that 
the whole of the business of the consolidated com- 
panies will be given to the two new cable lines re- 
cently contracted for by Jay Gould. Judge Blatch- 
ford’s opinion rendered yesterday reads as follows: 

“T do not intend now to express any opinion on 
any other question except the propriety of contin- 
uing the restraining orders already granted herein. 
Iam clear that they ought not to be continued. 
They are unnecessary to secure to the plaintiffs 
their rights under the contracts, even to the extent 
to which those rights are claimed by the plaintiffs. 
Any proper pn orev ag can operate to all proper 
extent in the plaintiffs’ favor against the Western 
Union Company alone, and as well after the trans- 
fer of the properties to it as before. These proper- 
ties will remain in its hands. It has_ its 
own property besides. It has placed itself 
already in the position, in these suits, of 
stipulating with the court, by its resolutions 
passed pending the suits, that under the 
purchase agreement and as successor to the other 
two companies, and as the owner of all the shares 
of stock of those two companies, it recognizes its 
obligation to observe the contract rights of the 
plaintiffs to the same extent to which the vendor 
companies would have been lawfully held 
to observe those rights if the purchase 
agreement and the purchases had never been 
made. This is all the plaintiffs can domand. What 
sort of an injunction, if any, the court will issue 
against the Western Union Company in place of 
the one asked for in the notice of motion is another 
question. Butican find no principle or authority 
to justify any injunction in the terms of the 
present restraining orders, in view of all the 
matters presented. The case before Judge Mc- 
Crary was the case of a partnership or joint inter- 
est in property. Here there is nothing of the kind. 
In the case before Judge Lowell there were two 
weighty considerations moving the granting of tho 
injunction which donot exist in the present case, 
namely, that if the injunction were not granted the 
rights of innocent third persons as purchasers 
might intervene and cut off the plaintiffs 
from ultimate relief, and that the EP erty of the 
other party could not otherwise be held to respond. 
Here the purchaser is a party to the suit, made so 
before the purchase is perfect, and the property it 
acquires is sub judice in its hands. Under these cir- 
cumstances, to compel the stockholders of the sell- 
ing companies, when their sale is authorized by law, 
to forego the benefits of a sale valuable to 
them and to submit longer to the sacrifices and ex- 
penses of a business less advantageous to them 
than the sale,is to put the power of acourt of 
equity and the province of an injunction to uses 
which are not warranted by reason or precedent. 
The present restraining orders must be dissolved, 
and the motions for injunctions in the terms of 
those orders must be denied. The question as to 
injunctions under the amendments to the bill as 
already made is held under advisement, as also is 
the question as to any other form of injunction 
than that contained in the restraining orders, anc 
the counsel for the respective parties may make 
any suggestions they'desire as to those subjects.” 

Messrs. Choate, Delafield, and Da Costa seated 
themselves at a table and drafted a form of injunc- 
tion which in substance commanded the Western 
Union or consolidated companies not to close any 
of the offices which prior to Jan. 19 were open as 
Atlantic and Pacific offices, and to operate all the 
lines of that company in every respect as they then 
existed. . 

Gen. Swayne, ex-Judge Porter, E. P. Wheeler, 
and the other attorneys for the telegraph combina- 
tion sat quietly and picked their teeth. Once Gen. 
Swayne remarked to ex-Judge Porter in an under- 
tone, “We've got them, and we can’t yield any- 
thing.’’ His colleague nodded a very vigorous 
assent to this proposition. When Mr. Choate read 
his proposed order to the court, Judge Porter and 
Mr. Wheeler attacked it briefly as unreasonable, 
andthe court said it would notthink of making 
any such order. After a few minutes’ further dis- 
cussion, Judge Blatchford said he had made the 
offer to hear suggestions, and the acceptance of 
the offer had failed and nothing further could be 
done, but he would be at all times available to 
counsel if any further or new proceeding was in- 
stituted. The parties then left the court-room. 

The effect of Judge Blatchford’s decision and or- 
der is, according to Gen. Wager Swayne, the at- 
torney of the telegraph companies, to place tho 
Western Union Company in precisely the same 
position which it held before the suits of the cable 
companies were brought. The consolidation 
which was to have been perfected on the 24th of 
February, can now, Gen. Swayne says, be com- 
pleted at once. The new land company can no 
more afford to be unjust to the cable companies, 
said counsel, than the latter could afford to act un- 
justly toward the land companies before the con- 
solidation. The representatives of the interests of 
the cable companies, while they are not, as a mat- 
ter of course, entirely satistied with the decision, 
feel confident that the rights of the cable com- 
panies will be protected. ‘ I suppose,” said one of 
them, “that the consolidation will now be per- 
fecied, but, consolidation or no consolidation, the 
rights of the cable companies under their contracts 
will be maintained.”’ 

A meeting of the Directors of the Western Union 
Company was held yesterday afternoon, but Presi- 
dent Green said no action was taken toward per- 
fecting the consolidation. 

Chief-Justice Sedgwick, of the Superior Court, 
decided, yesterday, that the bond which the West- 
ern Union Telegraphic Company proposed to file 
to indemnify William S, Williams for any damage 
he may prove in his suit would not properly secure 
the plaintiff. He therefore signed an injunction 
order restraining the Western Union Company 
from issuing, pending the litigation, the $15,526,590 
of its increased capital stock to its stockholders, in 
accordance with the contract of consolidation. 
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OPPOSING THE MONOPOLY. 
A CONCERTED MOVEMENT TO ESTABLISH A 
MERCHANTS TELEGRAPH COMPANY. 

The joint committees of the Produce, Cotton, 
and Petroleum Exchanges on improved telegraph 
facilities have united upon an address to the vari- 
ous commercial organizations throughout tho 
United States, and it has been approved by the 
Boards of Managers of the three Exchanges, It is 
as follows: 


“The commercial 


community of the country 
views with grave 


suspicion the action of the 
prominent telegraph companies in consolidating 
their interests into one vast monopoly, which con- 
solidation their Directors say is Intended to con- 
serve the public good, but which we believe, based 
as itisona largely swollen and fictitious capital, 
cannot be otherwise than hurtful and in the high- 
est degree injurious to every interest employing 
the facilities of telegraphic communication through- 
out the length and breadth of the land. Tothe 
question of their right to consolidate we offer no 
argument, and we oppose the plan only because 
we believe our interests demand such opposition, 
and because we believe further the power to over- 
come such monopoly is resident in the people. And 
our purpose is to see whether or not the power of 
the people can be mobilized in such manner as to 
make it effectualagainst the efforts of gigantic 
monopolies to absorb and crush out of existence 
every effort to oppose their schemes. To this end 
we advocate the creation of a new telegraph com- 
pany, whose constitution shall embrace such pro- 
visions and conditions as will preclude its consoli- 
dation or absorption by any Tival interest. We 
propose, therefore, that the voting power on over 
one-half of its stock shall be permanently vested 
in a Board of Trustees, of whom a majority shall 
be selected from among the Presidents of such com- 
mercial associations or Exehanges as shall be here- 
after designated, and who shall be ex officio mem- 
bers of the said board. This plan of Trusteeship will, 
it is believed. prove an effectual barrier against any 
effort to subyert the company we propose to create 
by any act or plan alien to its interests or foreign 
to the purposes hereinset forth, It is believed that 
$10,000,000 properly expended will give us ultimately 
as perfect a system of telegraphy as that now rep- 
resented by $86,000,000. If this estimate is reason- 
able, as we believe it is, how unappreciative of the 
common sense of the business communities of the 
United States isit for a monopoly to claim that 
its consolidation into one company with an enor- 
mously watered capital is in conservation of the 
public good. We do not desire, however, to be un- 
derstood as advising so vast a project as that of 
establishing a new telegraph company on any basis 
of sentimentalism. _We propose, while conserving 
the objects we have in view, that it shall be a profit- 
able investment to its stockholders, and we believe 
it would at once on its completien, by reason of its 
connection with the commercial bodies of the coun- 
try as proposed, command such volume of patron- 
age as would insure its financial success. It should 
be a part of the plan also, after providing for rea- 
sonable dividends and such contingencies as might 
arise in administering the affairs of the company in 
the interest and for the convenience of the public, 
that a percentage of any surplus earnings, the 
amount to be determined by its Board of Directors, 
should be divided pro rata among its patrons who 
are stockholders. Itis not deemed necessary at 
this time to cover by further detail the by-laws 
that should govern the organization. Itis suffi- 
cient to say that they will be intelligently framed 
by our commercial brotherhood, with such legal 
aid as may be necessary, /ooking to honest adminis- 
tration, low rates of service, and reasonable profit. 
On this basis we invite your co-operation in our de- 
sire to be relieved from the bondage of a monopoly 
that is destructive not only of our commercial in- 
terests, but isin its policy of absorption of ail ri- 
valry and through the medium of its swollen gains 
exhausting the patience and energies of the people. 
Should our purpose meet with your approval. we 
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respectfully suggest the appointment of a commit- 
tee of conference from your body with the view of 
erfecting the plan herein foreshadowed, and that 
ks of subscription to the stock of the proposed 
company may be opened at as early a date as pos- 
sible the ter upon the commercial Exchanges 
throughout the country.” 


FISH WITH AN OVARIUM IN THE HEAD. 
From the London Field. 

In the piscatorial line I was fortunate enough 
to make avery strange discovery. Noticing that 
the back-waters of the River Mangar and an adja- 
cent brook contained quantities of fish, I set about 
capturing some, and obtained nine different species. 
Among them was one which, I was assured, did 
not deposit its eggs, or even lay them at all. The 
ova, I was told, were contained in the head of the 
fish, where they were incubated, the young finding 


their exit through the mouth of the parent. Tosay 
that I was skeptical of this fish with an ovarium in 
its head is but to feebly express my feelings; but, 
noticing a strange development and discolora- 
tion of the head in several specimens I had 
obtained, I determined to investigate the mat- 
ter thoroughly. Accordingly, I selected a living 
individual as favorably conditioned as_ possible 
and confined it in a glass vessel. On the secon 
day after the Incarceration, surely enough, to my 
inexpressible delight, three tiny fish made their ap- 
pearance, but from whence it was impoasible to 
say. The following day three more made their ap- 
pearance, and it was easy to seo, from the troubled 
movements of the fish and its continued gas ing, 
that a busy time was at hand. On the third day 
the young appeared in greater numbers. which 
caused me to institute a watch. After no great 
length of time I was rewarded by seeing the fish 
commence gasping furiously, and I noticed, through 
the transparency of the lower jaw, a something 
that had the appearance of a membrane, but 
which might have been the young fish it- 
self, working about inside. After about 
10 convulsive movements, out shot the newly 
born individual from the exact centre of the mouth 
of the parent fish, thus definitely settling the ques- 
tion. Altogether, the number of young produced 
was about one hundred, of which some forty were 
dead. After the fourth day no more made their 
appearance, and the head of the fish was a pitiful 
sight to behold, it being almost transparent and 
very much shrunk. ‘The fish is avery small one, 
not exceeding 2 inches in length. which perhaps 
accounts for its being overlooked by others. It has 
four or five black horizontal bands, which, while the 
fish isin what I presume it is not incorrect to call 
the parturient state, are illuminated by tiny spots, 
having a_ brilliant phosphorescent appearance. 
Besides the ovarium, the whole of its organs 
are contained in the fore part of the 
body, the posterior portion being nothing but flesh 
and bone. The vent is situated as nearly as pos- 
sible in the cetre of the belly. Whether it isthe 
female that incubates the ova, or whether the case 
is repeated of the Spanish batrachian, where the 
female deposits the spawn in the mouth of the 
male, there to be hatched, I cannot say definitely, 
but, judging from the change of color in the fish 
during the incubating period, I should say that the 
maie had little to do with it. I secured several 
specimens of the fish, which will be forwarded in 
due course from Bilton to England for thorouga in- 
vestigation, and I am in hopes of being able, at 
some later period, of once more observing the fish 
in its living state. I shall also endeavor to bring 
home some live specimens, as the fish seems to be 
pretty hardy.

A HOUSH-OWNER BURIED AS A PAUPER.

A case has just come to light out at the 
County Poor-house that promises to prove very in- 
teresting. Some two months ago ‘a man, probably 
70 years of age, was admitted to the Poor-house as 
aninmate. It appears that he had been picked up 


on the street when suffering from some kind of fit, 
and taken to the institution. Whenhe came to 
himself so as to speak, he said that his name was 
Michael Hambrecht, and furthermore he avowed 
that he wasinno way a pauper, but the owner 
of much valuable property, including town 
lots at Washington Heights, and one or two stores. 
Little attention was paid to his statements, how- 
ever, as his appearance went toward disproving 
them, and they were passed as the ravings of a crazy 
man. A few days ago, however, he died, and 
among his effects was found a deed for 20 lots, the 
same being from1 to 20 inclusive, in block 
2, in Sheridan Park subdivision of the north-east 
quarter of the north-east quarter, section 10, town 
37, range 18, the same being in the settlement 
known as Washington Heights. The deed was 
dated Oct. 1, 1877, and was from William Rintel- 
mann and his wife, Mina, to W. Michael Hambrecht, 
the consideration being $10,000. With the deed 
was found a letter from his daughter in Germany, 
which made reference to several hundred dollars 
that had been supplied by the old gentleman to his 
family. The old man lies buried at the county’s ex- 
pense, and the case exciting, as it has, considerable 
curi sity among the Commissioners, will be investi- 
gated,

BISMARCK AND HIS CRITICS. 
From the Pall Mail Gazette. 

It would be a great mistake to attribute the 
enormous increase in German emigration from 
22,000 in 1879 to over 106,600 in 1880, as the Berlin 
correspondent of the Times did the other day, 
entirely to Prince Bismarck’s protectionist policy. 
That, no doubt, has influenced people by render 
ng life harder for the poorer classes, and the con- 
acription presses with increasing severity upon all. 
Gut the chief cause for this sudden expansion must 
ne sought in the great industrial improvement in 
the United States. Up to last year Germans in 
America warned their friends at home that unless 
they had some means to tide them over the bad 
period they had better stay at home. Herr Kitter’s 
criticisms on Prince bismarck’s proposals for further 
ndirect taxation show clearly, however, that the 
turiff has had its influence in hastening the departure 
of many of the best of the German population. He 
showed plainly that the rise in the cost of food, of 
artificial light, and other necessaries was due to the 
Chancellor’s mistaken policy. Now it was pro- 
posed for eléctioneering purposes to make a re- 
duction of direct taxes, but to raise an ever- 
increasing amount by the objectionable enhance- 
ment of taxes which crippled the welfare of the 
people, All the while, too, a system of centraliza- 
tion was being fostered in matters, many of which 
could be better treated by local authorities. Of 
course this elaborate exposure was useless. Prince 
Bismarek has determined to carry out his policy to 

the uttermost tension.

report from Pau, in the Basses Pyrenées, 
announces a dreadful catastrophe to some work- 
men ina lime-kiln. Two men, while watching the 
kiln, perceived something balf way down the side 
of thefurnace which required remedying. One of 
them, in trying to reach it, became asphyxiated 
and felt to the bottom. His companion, in attempt- 
ing tosave him, met with the same fate. Three 
others lost their lives in endeavoring to save the 
two men, and a sixth was only saved by his wife, 
who prevented his descending into the furnace.

As to the fitness of the lat 
ter selection there can be no room for dis- 
pute, and, if made, it will, doubtless, have 
she unique distinction of being unanimously 
tpproved by men of both political parties. 
Phe reported choice of Mr. Wrinpom, of 
Minnesota, as Secretary of the Treasury will 
excite a good.deal of criticism on the ground 
that his financial record is neither very sound 
oor very consistent with itself. But that 
might be: said of almost any of the West 
ero men who have talked of in 
connection with the position, and if 
the ‘Treasury must.g0 to a Western man, the 
President might go further and fare worse 
than in his selection-of Mr. Winpom. That 
gentieman’s recent letter to the Anti-Mo- 
nopoly League in this City will recommend 
his appointment to those who desire to see the 
Treasury in-the hands of a man not likely 
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to be manipulated by Wallstreet specula- 
tors. Mr. Krerxwoop, of lowa, would 
make a respectable Secretary of the Interior, 
however:much he would suffer in the com 
parison of his executive ability with that of 
Mr. Scuurz, aud Mr. Wayne MacVxEacuH 
would make an Attorney-General very much 
above the average ability of his immediate 
predecessors. 


An interesting question in regard to the 
circulation recently surrendered ‘by some of 
the national banks is settled by a communi- 
cation from the Controller of:the Currency 
addressed tou Mr. THompson, of the Chase 
National Bank. ‘he Controller understands 
that the Treasurer will returmthe greenbacks 
deposited, provided the bonds have not been 
Withdrawn, and provided, further, that none 
of the notes of the bank requesting 
the return have been redeemed from the de- 
posit. , It is estimated that this will release 
about/one-third—or some $5,000,000—of the 
United States notes recently deposited. In 
this connection the views of Mr. A. §. 
Hsvcw in regard to the privilege of with- 
drawing circulation, now possessed by the 
banks will be found of interest. 





The liberal policy which Mexico has re- 
cently’adopted in granting concessions and 
subsidies for the construction of railways 
within her territory is producing a degree of 
activity among the rival companies which 
bids fair to bnild up a system of communi- 
cation thromghout that republic in a 
wonderfully short time. The Mexican 
Central, of which an account is given 
in our columns, is in the hands of 
Boston capitalists, who are working with 
great energy. It is to connect with the 
Atchison, Topeka-and Santa Fé at El) Paso, 
on the-border, and the two systems will be 
practically under one control. The Mexican 
Central Line will run from near the middle 
of the northern boundary of the republic 
Btrayzht down. through its territory to 
the’ capital,, with branches to the Gulf 
coast at Tampico and the Pacific at San 
Blas. The whole line is little short of 1,800 
miles, through a country capable of being 
very productive, and it will have connec- 
tions wiih our railway systems on both sides 
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of the Rocky Mountains. ‘Tributary to the 
same combination is the Sonora Railway, 
also under construction, which is to traverse 
the State of Sonora from Arizona to the 
Gulf of California. ‘hen there are the pro- 
jected lines under the Sullivan and Palmer 
charters, from the capital north-east to the 
borders of Texas at Laredo, with a con- 
templated connection through Texas by the 
International and Northern, and from the 
capital westward to the Pacific coast at 
Manzanillo. South of the capital are the 
projected lines of the Mexican Southern, 
traversing the country from Gulf to ocean 
and connecting with both Vera Cruz and the 
City of Mexico, to say nothing of the Te- 
huantepec, which is progressing rapidly 
across the narrowest part of the country. 





Were the cause of the Irish Land League 
a stronger one than it is, it could hardly sur- 
vive such advocacy as that of Mr. Diiuon, 
who said in the House of Commons yester- 
day that if he were an Irish farmer he 
would keep a rifle to shoot landlords. 
Mr. Driton’s wish that the Irish 
had proclaimed civil war is much 
less repugnant to the moral sense of the 
world than his idea that Irish wrongs can 
be righted by shooting at land-owners from 
behind hedges. Even the Mazzinists who 
Gefended assassination drew the line at 
Kings and royal Dukes, or the official 
representatives of tyranny, and the Russian 
Nihilists have confined their use of the 
weapons for secret murder within somewhat 
similar limits. The Irish-Americans who 
as Molly Maguires took Mr. DILLOoN’s 
method of redressing their grievances, 
were brought to the gallows without 
exciting any appreciable amount of public 
sympathy. and certainly without doing the 
cause of trades-unionism anything but 
harm. No better defense of the Arms bill 
could be desired by the English Government 
than such insane protests against it as that 
made by Mr. Druton. 


The Governor’s commission on the re- 
vision of the tax laws are evidently disposed 
to confine their efforts to perfecting and ex 
panding legislation already in force rather 
than to the discussion of any new and com- 
prehensive scheme of tax reform, Consid- 
ering the time at their disposal, and the 
tentative character of all such legislation, 
their decision is a wise one. To the joint 


committee of the two houses will apparently 


be left the task of presenting the modifica- 
tions required to make existing laws intelli- 
gible and workable; the commission will 
take charge of the work of revision and 
final criticism. The first proposal emanat- 
ing from the joint committee is in the form 
of a definition of the meaning of the term 
‘‘land”’ for the purposes of taxation. It is 
made to include all buildings erected on, un- 
der, above, or affixed to the land, wharves, 
and piers, bridges, telegraph lines, wires, 
poles, &c.; surface, undergrourd, and ele- 
vated railroads, with all structures thereto 
appertaining; gas, oil, steam, air, or water 
mains and pipes, together with tanks for oil 
or gas, laid on, over, or under any public or 
private street or place. The definition certain- 
ly appears to be sufficiently comprehensive, 
and presents a tolerably secure basis on 
which to construct a comprehensive scheme 
of real estate taxation. It has been present- 
ed to the Senate with the approval of the 
Governor’s commission. 

THE VETO AND ITS CONSEQUENCES. 

The objections of Mr. Haygs to the Re- 
funding bill are directed to the fifth section 
only, and to the single provision which 
makes the new bonds alone receivable as se- 
curity for the circulation of the national 
banks. ‘The President regards this require- 
ment as tending to destroy the national 
banking system, which he, very justly, 
appreciates highly. He believes that if 
the bill were to become a law 
no new banks of issue could be organized 
except where the ordinary rate of interest is 
very low, and that even existing banks 
would be driven from business. This would, 
he thinks, in effect, give a monopoly for the 
time being to the banks now in operation, 
while it would finally overturn the sys- 
tem entirely. He objects, moreover, to 
the policy of compelling. the banks 
to deposit as security the least valua- 
ble bonds of the Government as an 
injury to the bill-holder. These arguments 
are at once candid and ingenious. They 
meet the authors of the peculiar features of 
the Refunding bill on their own ground, 
and to the plea that they were seeking to 
place restraints upon monopolies opposes 
the very pertinent reply that the effect of 
their action would be to make a monopoly 
of privileges which are now open to all. 
This view’ of the ‘probable working of 
the bill is, so .far as we have ob- 
served, advanced for the first time by 
Mr. Hayes, and it is presented by himin a 
manner which will undoubtedly fix the 
attention of the great body of the people, 
and confirm the favorable judgment which 
they have already formed of his sagacity 
and independence in financial matters. The 
veto is a courageous and statesman-like act, 
and forms a fitting conclusion to the policy 
which the President has pursued from the 
first in this important branch of public 
affairs. 

The Democrats in Congress profess to be 
exceedingly pleased with the veto, and to 
regard it as making up an issue between 
their party and the Republicans on the ques- 
tion of the national banks, on which they 
can fairly hope’ to win before the people. 
Mr. RANDALL particularly is reported as 
having expressed great satisfaction with 
the situation. But we do not imagine 
that this expression, on his part 
or on that of his associates, is 
altogether sincere. Mr. RANDALL is proba- 
bly aware that he is not regarded as a very 
safe leader by either the Eastern or Western 
wings of his party. Only the other day the 
leading Democratic paper of the East 
gave notice to the believers in ‘‘ Randall- 
that the party would be the 
stronger if they were thrown overboard, 
and a campaign against the national banks, 
led by him, or by the much abler and more 
upright Mr. CaruisLz, could only prove 
successful through the inexcusable blunder- 
ing of the Republicans. But it cannot be 
denied, and it ought not to be ignored, that 
recent events have given extraordinary 
prominence to the whole question of 
finance, and that neither the national banks 
nor the Republican Party in its attitude to- 
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ward these institutions have escaped some 
prejudice from the course which has been 
pursued, The error of the Republicans in 
Congress was in opposing the Carlisle 
amendment unquelifiedly and uncondition- 
ally, instead of offering to accept it in such 
a form as would make it just to the banks. 
That the banks possessed a privilege a8 to 
the surrender of their notes which was an 
extraordinary one and. liable to abuse was 
a fact which should have been recognized. 
It would undoubtedly have been more just 
and prudent to have withdrawn _ this 
privilege only upon reasonable notice, but 
it was at once unreasonable and impolitic on 
the part of the Republicans to insist that it 
should not be withdrawn at ail. 

Again, the requirement that only the new 
bonds should be received as security for 
bank ecirculation—though it is against this 
that the President directs his objections—is 
not in itself unreasonable, and would not 
have been so regarded by the banks them- 
selves had it been accompanied with 
some fair reduction of taxation, and 
had it not been enforced by the 
most arbitrary and impracticable provi- 
sions. But the Republicans in the House 
and in the Senate, with one or two excep- 
tions, made no effort to secure a modifica- 
tion of this feature of the bill. They 
contented themselves with denouncing 
it without stint as oppressive to the 
banks and designed to overthrow them. 
The restriction to 3 per cent. bonds as secu- 
rity for circulation is undoubtedly oppres- 
sive while the taxes on banks remain as 
high as they now are. But it would have 
been wiser in the Republicans to have 
worked for areduction of taxation, which 
they would very probably have obtained, in- 
stead of doggedly demanding the removal of 
this restriction, which there was not at any 
time any hope of their obtaining. 

Fortunately, the question of the national 
banks, and that of refunding as well, now 
pass into the control of the Republicans, and 
if they are treated with reasonable care there 
is no danger that the new crusade on which 
the Democrats wish to embark will do 
much harm. It is of the utmost importance 
that in this crusade 
advantage should given to the 
party, whose ultimate aim is the de 
struction of the banking system and the 
substitution of legal tenders fur bank-notes. 
To prevent this the Republicans should 
show themselves as ready to remedy the de 
fects of the banking system as to protect it 
from unwarranted assaults. Nor need any 
antagonism be awakened on the part of the 
bankers themselves. Itis quite possible by 
a fair amount of forethought and prudence 
to pass a workable refunding bill, to relieve 
banks of undue taxation, and to restore 
them to a normal and proper position with 
reference to the redemption of their circulat- 
ing notes. Within these limits the Repub 
licans will find ample opportunity to bring 
to naught the plan of the Democrats for 
making political capital from recent events. 
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THE NEW AFPORTIONMENT. 

By dint of agreeing to vote successively on 
the several numbers proposed for the total 
membership of the House of Representatives 
under the new apportionment, beginning 
with the highest, and to adopt that which 
received a majority of votes, the House has 
succeeded in passing a bill providing for the 
distribution of Representatives among the 
several States under the census. of 
1880. A majority was somewhat un- 
expectedly obtained on the second num- 
ber put to the test, which was 319, that so 
strenuously contended for by the Republican 
caucus. While 3807, the number proposed 
in the bill as amended, was entirely equita 
ble, and better than that adopted in so far as 
it is smaller, there is no serious ground of 
objection to 319. The whole contest over 
the subject has been frivolous, and the 
small Republican victory, if such it is 
to be called, does not justify the spirit dis- 
played in fighting the committee’s bill. All 
the Republican members but one voted for 
the caucus number, and the method of deal- 
ing with the subject induced a sufficient 
number of Democrats from the States mak- 
ing gains to join them to give it the support 
of amajority. The House of Representa- 
tives, therefore, will consist of at least 319 
members in the Forty-eighth Congress, and 
thereafter until another census is taken. 
The second section of the act provides that 
whenever a new State is admitted its Repre- 
sentative or Representatives shall be added 
to the number. 

The first apportionment was made by the 
Constitution itself and gave to the 13 States 
then constituting the Union 65 Representa- 
tives. Virginia had the largest number, 10, 
which is precisely that which it will have a 
hundred years later, though in the meantime 
its representation has been up to 23 ina total 
number of 181. Massachusetts and Penn- 
sylvania had each 8. The. old Bay State 
reached 20 in 1818, when Virginia had her 
23, and will have 12 under the new appor- 
tionment. Pennsylvania’s maximum in the 
past was 28 in 1883, and it will have that 
number again fifty years later. New-York 
had but 6in 1789, and ranked with Mary- 
land. It reached 40 as its maximum in 1833, 
and will have 83 in 1883, the same that it has 
had during the last four Congresses. Dela- 
ware has never had but 1 Representative ex- 
cept under the apportionment of 1813, when 
it bad 2. Rhode Island had but 1 at first, 
but has never since varied from 2 as its 
number. The apportionment under the 
first census in 1793 raised the total 
number to 105, and applied to 15 
States, Vermont and Kentucky coming in 
with 2 Representatives each. ‘The new law 
will send Vermont back to its original num- 
ber, though it has had as many as 6 Repre- 
sentatives, and will place New-Hampshire 
for the first time on the same level. Under 
the second census, in 18038, 141 members 
were apportioned among 16 States, Ten- 
nessee coming in with 3. ‘Ten years later 
the total was raised to 181, and the only new 
State was Ohio, to which 6 Representatives 
weré allotted, 1tsmumber increased to 21 in 
1843, and that it will have again two years 
hence. In 1823, the total was put up to 
213, but by that time there were 24 
States. Alabama had been admitted, and 
had 8 Representatives, Llinois came in with 
1, Indiana with 8, Louisiana with 8, 
Maine with 7, which Massachusetts lost, 
Mississippi with 1, and Missouri with 
1. The most remarkable growth has 
been exhibited by Illinois, which will 
have 20 Representatives under the new 
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apportionment, In 1833 another advance 
was made, to 240, though no new State had 
been admitted during the previous decade. 
In 18483 the number was put back to 223, 
and Arkansas and Michigan appear in the 
list of States for the first time, the former 
with 1 and the latter with 3 Representatives. 
In 1858 the number was fixed at 233. The 
new States were California, with 2; Florida, 
with 1; Iowa, with 2; Minnesota, with 2; 
Texas, with 2; and Wisconsin, with 3. 
Oregon was admitted in 1859, and raised the 
total to 284. When the apportionment was 
made in 1863 the number was fixed at 241. 
Kansas appeared as a new State, with 1 
member, and Nevada, in 1864, and Nebraska, 
in 1867, added 1 more each, increasing the 
total to248. The last apportionment brought 
in West Virginia as a new State, with 3 Rep- 
resentatives, and Colorado was admitted in 
1876, with 1. 

The bill just passed increases the mem- 
bership of the House from 293 to 319. The 
changes in the several States, with the ex- 
ception of Kansas and Texas, are fewer and 
smaller than usual. ‘The ratio is increased 
from 131,425, under the census of 1870, to 
154,764. There are fifteen States, nine North- 
ern and six Southern, in which there will be 
no change in the number of Representatives. 
The only States that lose members are Maine, 
reduced from 5 to 4, New-Hampshire from 
3 to 2, and Vermont from. 8 to2. Five 
Northern States—lIllinois, lowa, Massachu- 
setts, Ohio, and Pennsylvania—and nine 
Southern States—Arkansas, Georgia, Ken- 
tucky, Mississippi, Missouri, North Carolina, 
South ‘Corolina, Virginia, and West Vir- 
ginia—gain 1 each. California, Minnesota, 
and Nebraska gain 2 each. Kansas gains 3 
and Texas 4. Thus, the 26 additional 
members are evenly divided between 
the North and South, and the two sec- 
tions stand 200 to 119 in their representa- 
tion. New-England’s total falls from 28 to 
26. That of the four Middle States, count- 
ing Delaware as such, is increased from 68 
to 69, the gain being in Pennsylvania. The 
three Pacific States will have 8 instead of 6 
members. So the whole of the great West 
this side the Rocky Mountains absorbs 12 of 
the Northern gain of 18, and has 98 Repre- 
sentatives out of 319, while the South has 119. 





INAUGURATION DAY. 

There is no reasonable explanation of the 
unusual interest which is felt throughout 
the country in the inauguration ceremonies 
in Washington to-day. When James Bu- 
CHANAN, the last Democratic President of 
the United States, was inducted into office, 
in 1857, there was an imposing military 
parade, and there was a successful attempt 
to bring together as many representatives of 
the youth, beauty, chivalry, and wealth of 
the Republic as could be gathered. Dele- 
gates and committees of numerous societies 
and organizations, North and South, were 
in attendance. The cortége was a brilliant 
one, and those who were in Washington 
will long remember the affectation of aristo- 
cratic hauteur and self-satisfaction which 
characterized all of the proceedings. Bu- 
CHANAN’S Administration may be said to 
have represented the last of the slave hold- 
ing, imperialistic dynasties. WASHINGTON, 
who was inaugurated in the City of New- 
York, came into power while the idea of 
republicanism was yet young. Accus- 
tomed as our people were to the forms 
of’ regal, or vice-regal, state, it was 
assume at once the se- 
vere simplicity of 
The grumblers who object to the pomp and 
pageantry of the inaugurations of later 
Presidents would be dismayed if any of 
these later successors of the immortal Wasz- 
INGTON should imitate the grandeur and 
punctiliousness of the Father of his Country, 
who rode in a state coach, drawn by six 
splendidly caparisoned steeds, to the place 
of ceremonial. It was a new business to 
the founders of the Republic; and, in feeble 
imitation of an Old World custom, Chancellor 
Livineston, when WASHINGTON had kissed 
the Book, advanced to the edge of the plat- 
form and cried, in a loud voice, ‘‘ Long live 
GEORGE WasHIneron, President of the 
United States!’ This was a faint echo 
of the ‘‘ Long live the King !’’ to which our 
forefathers had been accustomed. 

THomas JEFFERSON, on the other hand, 
represented the severest and most ascetic 
variety of republicanism. If he had worn 
the bonnet rouge of the French Republicans 
he could not have been more pronounced in 
his opposition to everything that smacked 
of royalty. Joun Apams, who had pre- 
ceded him, greatly modified the cumbrous- 
ness of the ceremonial which the found- 
ers of the Republic, naturally copying from 
old England, had adopted. JEFFERSON rode 
to the Capitol on horseback, and he tied his 
horse with his own hands to the picket fence 
which surrounded the public grounds. Ultra 
Republicans commenting on the extrava- 
gance of our later days, have said that JEr- 
FERSON rode a sorry horse on this-occasion. 
This is a libel. JEFFERSON never rode a 
mean horse, although he was a stingy man, 
and loved to turn an honest penny, as he 
subsequently did when he sold the 
sweepings of his library to the Govern- 
ment for a tidy sum. But we must 
bear in mind that JEFFERSON, besides 
being an economical man, had been elected 
President by the House of Representatives. 
He was not even ‘‘a minority President.” 
He was, in some sense, a makeshift, and it 
did not become him to put on any grand 
airs when he rode into Washington, the 
first President to be sworn into office in 
what is now the capital of the Republic. 
Things were very much at sixes and sevens 
in Washington in those days. A swamp lay 
betwixt the Executive Mansion and the 
Capitol, and the public buildings which now 
bear these names were very humble in com- 
parison with those which now house Con- 
gress and the President. 

Republican simplicity, which seems to 
have disappeared from the inauguration cere- 
monies, from the time of JEFFERSON to the 
time of BUCHANAN, was revived when ABRA- 
HAM LINCOLN took the oath of office, in 
1861. His first inauguration was in the Sen- 
ate Chamber, where he read the address 
which has since become historic. The mili- 
tary that day was not posted for display, but 
for use. Threats of assassination were 
openly made, and it was not certain when the 
morning of the 4th of March came whether 
the President-elect was in the city. Whatever 
may have been the secret rejoicing of those 
who felt that the greatest danger. to the Re- 
public bad nassed when weak old BucwasaNn 
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went out of office, there was not much 
open jubilation. Men felt that they were 
living under the shadow of indefinable calam- 
ities. The second inauguration of LINCOLN 
Was more pompous. Through the sea of 
mud which then inundated Pennsylvania- 
avenue, Lrxcoun rode to the Capitol attend- 
ed bya large military force. Washington 
Was a camp, and a legion of soldiers was 
at any time attainable. LiNcoLNn took the 
oath, administered by Chief-Justice Cuasn, 
on the great portico of the Capitol, and 
in the open air, exposed to the draughty cur- 
rents of araw March day. It had rained in 
the early forenoon, but, as LINCOLN rose to 
begin his inaugural address, the sun burst 
forth from the clouds and flooded the cheer- 
less scene with splendor. Ltncoun ac- 
cepted the happy omen, and afterward said 
that it might be a sign that the storms were 
overpast and the sun of peace had returned. 
The augury might have been favorable to 
the Republic, but not to the good President, 
who died by an assassin’s hand before two 
months had passed. 

Make the most of it though we may, the 
inaugural ceremony is a very simple matter. 
The President-elect journeys from his com- 
monplace country home with less parade 
than is lavished on the President of any 
great railway corporation. To-day, a large 
number of Militia organizations will amuse 
themselves by escorting him to the Capitol, 
and to-morrow he will lodge in the shabby 
old White House, more dingy and cheerless 
than any first-rate club-house in this City. 
There will be bunting, gunpowder, fire- 
works, a ball, and some parade. But, con- 
sidering how great is this Nation, and how 
conspicuous the Presidential office, all that 
can be said and done is simplicity itself, 

SPRING BIRDS. 

‘* As true as the needle to the pole’’ is, as 
every sailor knows, a proverb wholly lack- 
ing in the important element of truth. So 
far from being true to the pole, the mag- 
netic needle never points to it of its own 
free will, but sets its affections on an insig- 
nificant spot of ice many degrees distant 
from the pole. Were the proverb to read 
‘‘As true as the bird to the almanac,” it 
would be far more truthful and forcible 
than it is in its present shape. The fidelity 
with which birds observe times and seasons 
is apparently unswerving, and in this respect 
they setan example of regularity of conduct 
which all men might imitate to advantage. 

It is loosely held by everybody that mi- 
gratory| birds fly North in the Spring, and 
build their nests. This is true enough, but 
few, if any, people know what a careful ad- 
herence to schedule time as fixed by the al- 
manac birds display. In this latitude Spring 
and the bird season begin promptly on the 
ist of March, and whatever Mr. VeEnnor 
may prophesy or the Weather Bureau may 
accomplish, the birds put their faith in the 
almanac, and their conviction that the 1st of 
March is the beginning of Spring cannot be 
shaken. 

The English sparrows are not migratory 
birds. They stay with us all Winter, but 
they lose their spirits under the influence of 
the cold. ‘They do not sing a single note 
from the 1st of December to the last day of 
February, and they rarely take interest 
enough in life to fight. But on the Ist of 
March the sparrows begin house-hunrting, 
and xnnounce that Spring has arrived by an 
incessant and joyful twittering. On Tues- 
day last the weather was of the most 
atrocious character, but the sparrows 
did not pay the least attention to it. They 
flew about in spite of the snow, hail, and 
rain, and fought for the choice of building 
spots with great enthusiasm. How they 
knew that according to the almanac Spring 
had arrived is a question which may, for the 
present, b2 waived. ‘The simple fact is that 
the sparrows did know that last Tuesday 
was the 1st of March, and no amount of 
weather could convince them that they were 
mistaken. 

The chicken, like the sparrow, is nota 
migratory bird, except in latitudes where 
colored camp-meetings thrive. The Ist of 
March is welcomed by the chicken with 
singing and fighting, much after the manner 
of the sparrow. No matter where a chicken 
may be on that day, he will scratch for 
worms, not, of course, with any expectation 
of finding them, but asa ceremony appropri- 
ate to the season. No one can watch a 
chicken on the ist of March, scratching 
violently on a surface of frozen ice and 
singing at the top of his lungs, without com- 
prehending that the bird has a knowledge 
of the almanac which is superior to all the 
vagaries of the weather. 

On the 5th of March, at 6:35 A. M., the 
bluebirds arrive. Undoubtedly they start 
from their distant Winter residence on the 
1st of March, and fly at a uniform speed, 
scorning to arrive here in advance of the 
hour at which they are due, or a minute 
later than that hour. -So far as their own 
comfort is concerned, they unquestionably 
reach this latitude at least three weeks earlier 
than prudence would suggest. Last year, 
for example, there was a great deal of 
cold weather and snow after the blue- 
birds arrived, and they suffered greatly 
from lack of food. Moreover, they were com- 
pelled to fight daily battles with the sparrows, 
and were welcomed with bloody claws to 
hospitable stomachs by the cats. Neverthe- 
less, they will, beyond any doubt, arrive 
this year precisely on schedule time, as 
every one can prove who will watch for 
them at 6:35 to-morrow morning. 

The robin is a later bird than the sparrow. 
He is not due here until March 25, at 1:10 P. 
M. Even then he is altogether too early. 
He lives principally upon caterpillars, and 
with the exception of a few high-priced 
caterpillars raised in hothouses, no cater- 
pillars make their appearance in this part of 
the world until the first week in April. As 
in the case of the bluebirds, the cats seem to 
be chiefly benefited by the early advent of 
the robins. The early Spring robin who 
has feasted sumptuously cn tropical worms 
is a most appetizing morsel, and as he be- 
comes weak from want of food on the third 
or fourth day after his arrival here, he falls 
an easy victim to the feline destroyer. 

Of course, birds cannot read and have no 
access to the almanac. It would be the 
height of folly to suppose that bluebirds, 
robins, orioles, thrushes, and other migra- 
tory birds, gravely study the almanacs or 
consult the calendars displayed in Southern 
bar-rooms and thus know when the day for 
their departure North arrives. Birds are 
intelligent. but they are not intelligent 


enough to read, to comprehend the intrica- 
cies of almanacs, and to separate the truths 
of the calendar from the observations on the 
use of quack medicines. From whence, then, 
do the birds gain their knowledge of the 
dates on which they are due in their North- 
ern Summer homes ? 

It cannot have escaped the notice of nat- 
uralists that on the approach of March cats 
display an activity and a calm confidence in 
the future which they do not manifest dur- 
ing the Winter. On the 1st of March the 
pussy’s fancy lightly turns to thoughts of 
birds—as the poet has remarked. The cat 
knows when the birds are due, and it will 
be found impossible, even with bribes of 
fish, to keep a cat in-doors after 6 o’clock on 
the 5th of March. She knows that there are 
bluebirds in the air, and her whole mind is 
absorbed in the contemplated pleasures of 
the chase. 

Now, if we suppose that the Northern cat, 
living as she does in the society of men, 
knows when Spring is at hand, and trans- 
mits through a chain of associated cats in- 
formation of the fact to birds in the South, 
we can understand how it is that the birds 
start for the North on fixed dates, all of 
which are too early for their own safety. 
With their confiding natures they never 
dream of doubting that the stories told in 
their hearing by unprincipled cats of warm 
weather accompanied by large areas of cat- 
erpillars in the North during the early part 
of March are strictly true. Accord- 
ingly, they fly North and find when it is too 
late that they have been deceived. ‘This 
hypothesis fully explains the mystery of the 
early and regular arrival of birds, and saves 
us from the folly of imagining that birds 
can read and can understand almanacs. 


It would be difficult to imagine a more ab- 
surd argument than that commonly advanced by 
those who are interested in preventing our mer- 
chants from buying ships builtin England. When 
Mr. Joun Roacu is asked his reason for wishing for 
acontinuance of the Registration law, his reply 
almost invariably is that if we remove this protec- 
tion our market will be flooded by the old hulks 
and sea-coftins which have been condemned in 
England, but which their owners would gladly sell 
tothe Americans. Mr. Roach may have good au- 
thority for taking this position; it may be that he 
knows by experience that the American purchaser 
can be hoodwinked and in this way beguiled into 
the purchase of badly built and unserviceable ships, 
but, as a builder and seller of vessels, it would at 
least have been modest, not to say prudent, in him 
to have disclaimed such an experience. We had 
supposed, and, in spite of Mr. Roacu’s confessions, 
are still disposed to believe, that the American ship- 
owners had a very good knowledge of what consti- 
tuted the essential points of a sound and seaworthy 
ship. They certainly did in the days of wooden 
hulls, before Mr. Roaca’s American experience be- 
gan, and thouga he has done his best to prevent 
them from gaining much practical knowledge of iron 
hulls, we can hardly believe that their native 
shrewdness would desert them if the Registration 
law was repealed, and that they would purchase 
English built vessels with their eyes shut. If our 
ship merchants have fallen into the mental con- 
dition that Mr, Roacn’s hypothesis supposes, there 
is no hope for them to take a share in the carrying 
trade of the world. Their weakness could only be 
protected in some institution for persons of en- 
feebled wits. 
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How is that question of social ethics ever to 
be settled as to the initiative in the matter of rec 
ognition when a man meets a woman in the street? 
A Herbert Spencer might solve the question by 
going back to the origin of ceremonial worship. 
Should the man bow first to the woman or the 
womantotheman? Different people have different 
manners. Lhe Paris Figaro, who may be rather 
demi-mondane, says that in France the rule is posi- 
tive that the man shall first bowtothe woman, 
providing their social relations are the same. In 
England it is the opposite. The lady bows first, 
the inference being that by her act she grants 
permission to the gentleman to return her salute. 
Both customs have, however, the same advantage, 
and that is that the woman remains mistress of the 
situation. When in a drawing-room a man is pre- 
sented to a woman, he may converse With her by 
the hour, and when she meets him next day in the 
street she may be supposed to be near-sighted, and, 
though he may sue for recognition in the most im- 
ploring manner, she may give him the go-by. On 
the other hand, the man might bow to the ground 
and be snubbed by having no return made to his 
respectful homage. In either case the weaker 
sex has the advantage of the stronger one, and 
this is exactly as itshould be. Of course, a man 
who does not return a woman’s recognition, save 
under the most exceptional circumstances, is both 
acad and asnob. Itis, then, quite evident thata 
woman alone holds the right of recognition, and 
eustom accords her the privilege to do according 
to her good pleasure. Any pother about this mat 
ter is hardly worthy of consideration. It is rare 
that a well-bred man or woman cannot tell in- 
stinctively whether a recognition is to be mutually 
avreeable. A man is utterly deficient in observa- 
tion who does not appreciate by intuition whether 
his second acquaintance with a woman is to be ac- 
cepted by her. There was a very eccentric ducal 
lady in England, who, when she rode through Lon- 
don parks, because she was near-sighted, never 
could recognize any one, though people took off 
their hats to her. The newspapers took it up, and 
taxed her with want of courtesy. Then this lady, 
having read the charges made against her, deter- 
mined to try and do better, and her three footmen 
were instructed to take off their hats whenever 
any one bowed to their mistress. Very unfor- 
tunately, this made matters worse, for people 
would not accept return bows by hired interme- 
diaries. Still, if it were possible to pay for the ser- 
vices of some one who would stand in the place of 
Kings, Emperors, or even Presidents, on certain 
occasions, their services would be in great demand. 
As for the President-elect of the United States, if 
only a subordinate could shake hands for him Mr. 
GARFIELD would, for the next week at least, be 
without a stiff shoulder or excoriated fingers. 
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Journals are like men in this respect, that 
they frequently are unfortunate enough to outlive 
their reputations. The Hzaminer, one of the best- 
known of the steady, old-fashioned kind of Len- 
don weeklies, is a case in point. After passing 
into its octogeniad, it has subsided out of the list 
of things that are. The event has not been unex- 
pected for many years past by its friends and well- 
wishers. They have seen vigorous attempts to 
regalvanize it intoa healthy, vigorous existence, 
and seen them fail with heartfelt regret. They 
had to admit, sorrowfully, that it was not like 
Cleopatra. Age could wither it and custom 
stale its infinite variety. In its time the 
Examiner had a brilliant reputation. Founded 
by Leie¢a Hunt, it passed onward tranquilly 
with the stream of contemporary evanescent 
journalism, and at last came into the possession of 
ALBANY FonBLANQUE. Then it reached the zenith 
of itsfame. Its reviews of political events showed 
wonderful balance of judgment, keenness of pre- 
vision, and caustic powers of condemnation; 
while at the same time its style was 
marked by astraightforwardness that never lost 
sight of elegance. Its literary criticisms were sym- 
pathetic, sharp, and polished. Its tone was free 
from vulgarity, and its manners bore on their face 
a detestation ofall flippancy. When FoneLanquEe 
died the soul of the Zvaminer departed with him. 
Speculators boughtit, and dreamed of making ita 
financial success and continuing it as a power in 
the land. They failed. Lord Rosrgerr, possessed 
of a desire to have a literary organ at his beck and 
call, bought it, put soon found it too expensive a 
toy to retain upon his hands. Its last purchaser was 
a Hungarian speculator in newspaper properties. He 
believed that by working it cheaply he could make 
it a remunerative investment. He had no higher 
aim. He felt he was only a plain business man and 
that fostering a taste for high-class weekly litera- 
ture did not lie within his province. It has died 
upon his hands. Its last editor was Mr. CHarues 
Wiuiams, a gentleman who was simultaneously 
sonnected with the Morning Advertiser as a leader 


writer. Mr. Wittiams, as aspectal correspondent, 
had seen much of the world; as editor of the Stands 
ard, some years ago, he acquired a rough-and- 
ready experience as a journalist; but he was not 
the kind of man who could make the Zraminer 
Jook as it did when Forstaneun was its life and 
soul. So it has died. Up to its last moments it still 
possessed a reputation for sound and honest litera- 
ry criticisms, and now that it is no more its memo- 
ry will be fondly and regretfully cherished by many 
an old-fashioned lover of the hebdomadal liter- 
ature of the English metropolis.

The case of WILLIAM H. BowErs, whose story, 
briefiy given in Tue Times yesterday, is continued 
with some additional disclosures to-day, is one 
which certainly exhibits a surprising amount of ig* 
norance and incapacity on the part of some ; hysi) 
cians who, unfortunately, hold public offices. Bow, 
ERs, it seems, was suffering from small-pox, the dis 
ease having reached what is knewn as the papular 
stage. He walked from his place of employment in 
Washington-street to the Chambers-Street Hospital, 
Arriving there, he told one of the physicians that 
he wished to be sent to the small-pox hospital: 
Instead of being detained and kept isolated 
until a suitable conveyance could be obtained 
to take him to the small-pox hospital, 
he was directed to go tothe Board of Health. Thia 
he proceeded to do by getting on board a crowded 
horse car. After arriving at Police Head-quarters; 
in which the offices of the Health Board also are, 
he wandered about for some time before he em 
tered the proper office. Dr. J. B. Taytor, the chiet 
ofthe Vaccinating Corps, and his assistant, Dr. 
Purcett, both pronounced the disease measles, 
and Bowers would undoubtedly have been per- 
mitted to return to his place of employment—a 
hotel, by the by—if Dr. Janes, the Assistant Sani- 
tary Superintendent, had not interfered and sent 
the man to the reception hospital. The marvelous 
feature about the whole story is that physicians 
whose official positions ought to guarantee the 
possession by them of adequate professional 
knowledge as well as a littl common sense— 
should have acted with such reckless disregard 
of consequences. Apparently. asa kind of pallia- 
tion of their remarkable conduct, the physicians at 
the Chambers-Street Hospital say that the disvase 
was not sufficiently developed in Bowers to be con- 
tagious. Admitting this to betrue—although there 
are good authorities to show that the disease is 
in all its stages contagious—it would certainly hava 
afforded the physicians a good reason for detain- 
ing the man in the hospital until the proper vehicle 
for his transportation to the small-pox hospital 
could be obtained in obedience to a telegraphic 
signal. With curious inconsistency, the same phy- 
sicians are reported as saying thatif the case had 
been one of small-pox in a contagious state they 
would have placed the patient in the reception- 
room, detained him there until the Health Board's 
wagon came, and then have fumigated the room, 
Taking the two explanations together, it is very 
evident that, no matter what the stage of the dis- 
ease, the physicians at the Chambers-Street Hos 
pital were able to grapple withit; that the horse 
car ride of Bowers and his wanderingsin the cor 
ridors of Police Head-quarters were superfluous 
and entirely unnecessary incidents in his career, 
and that the general public might very easily hava 
been spared the disquiet and anxiety naturally 
aroused at learning the circumstances of the case. 
The conduct of Drs. TayLor and Purcetn, who are 
paid to assist in preserving the public health, and 
who'ought to be held toa stricter accountability, 
was even more deplorable. 
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Mr. John Kelly did not stay in Washington 
to see the inauguration. 

A hundred guns will be fired in Trenton, N.

The Baltimore Gazette is responsible for the 
assertion that three colored men, who had missed a 
train at Hopewell, on the Eastern Shore Railroad, a 
few days since, ran four miles to Marion, and, 
having overtaken the train, purchased their tickets 
and got on board.

superstructures, tracks and the iron thereon, 


branches, switches, and other fixtures per- 
mitted or authorized to be made, laid, or placed 
in, upon, above, or under any public or private 
voad, street, or ground; all gas, oil, steam, air.

THE BEST PEDESTRIAN RECORD BEATEN— 
THE SCORES LAST NIGHT. 

Six miserable wretches toiled wearily around 
the sawdust track in Madison-Square Garden yes- 
terday, intent on winning the O’Leary belt and a 
share of the gate-money which will be paia by the 
citizens of this great Metropolis to witness a con- 
test of legs. It is somewhat to the credit or the 
people of this City that the mania for walking- 
matches has decreased very materially during the 
last year, and the gate-money, at the present match 
at least, will fall far short of the expectations of the 
managers who arranged it. The attendance since 
the first night has steadily fallen off, and, with the 
disappearance of Hart and Hughes from the track, 
all public interest in the walk seems to have dis- 
appeared. The attendance yesterday was not 
such as to encourage the managementin future 
ventures of this kind, and it certainly was 
not sufficient, either in numbers or enthusiasm, 
to encourage the six men who have sustained 


the burden of the walk for 96 hours, 
during which time they have achieved most 
wonderful feats in pedestrianism. The record of 
Panchot is something astounding, if it has been 
fairly made, and nobody has yet cast the slightest 
doubt on the authority of the dials. He has not 
only beaten the record of Rowell, but he has 
beaten that of Hughes, so far as the walk 
has progressed. But notwithstanding the great 
record which is being made _ the _ public 
do not patronize the match in which Panchot is 
striving so vigorously to place himself at the head 
of the pedestrians of the world.

The performance of ‘*Ii Trovatore’’ last 
might was a singular, polyglot representation. 
There were occasional passages that were effec 
tively rendered; there were some really meritorious 
scenes, and several times there was a genuine ar- 
istic exhibition of ability, but the performance 
was disappointing on the whole. The opera is not 
Uy adapted to the English tongue, and, recog- 
nizing this fact,some of it was sung in Italian. 
Though the English words were generally so poorly 
pronounced that it made very little difference as to 
the language in which the work was supposed tobe 
given, the mixture of two languages was not pleas- 
ant. It suggested the familiar cry of the small 
boy who selis the libretto in ‘English and 
Italiana.’ Mlle. Torriani was the Leonora, and gave 
a powerful representation in certain parts of tie 
work, while she seemed to be at other times un- 
nerved. Her voice has improved in quality and 
pow-r since she last sang in New-York, and she 
only needs more erce and decision to bea 
leading soprano. Miss Aunandale was fairly good 
as Azucena, but, judged by the inevitable com- 
parisons with the great artists who have sung 
in the rdle since the opera was first pro- 
duced in New-York many years ago, she cannot 
be said to have achieved any pronounced success. 
The réle of Manrico was assumed by Mr. Byron. 
His voice is well adapted to the work of such an 
opera as ‘* Trovatore,” and occasionally he sang 
well, but much of his performance was of from 
pitch, and though he sang the third act in Itailan, 
he did not succeed in making an impressionas an 
artist and sorely confused the confiding auditors 
who had paid for their English versions. Mr. Carle- 
ton’s Count di Luna was by far the best part of 
the’ performance, His voice is suited to the 
yousic, apd he sang “Ii balen’” with great 
taste and skill. It was so good that the 
audience, which was not inclined to be enthusias- 
tic, insisted on its repetition. and certainly the artist 
deserved the tribute of approval. The chorus was 
generally good, but the orchestra played in a siov- 
enly manner, and the conductor did not seem to 
have them under good control. The result was 
that there were some noticeable inaccuracies. The 
general effect was, however, uot disappointing. It 
cannct be expected that an English version of “li 
Trovatore,”’ mixed with Italian and presented on 
the stage of a smaiitheatre with the chorus limit- 
ed tothe capacities of the establishment, can be 
particularly effective. It was as good as one might 
have a right to claim, and certainly above the 
average of similar or more pretentious companies. 
To-morrow evening ‘“‘ Mignon” will be performed, 
with Mme. Marie R6ze in the title rdle.

SWITCHED OFF AT BLIGH SPEED. 
tint esiaenstat 
GROSS CARELESSNESS LEADS TO A FATAL 
ACCIDENT ON THE JERSEY CENTRAL. 
An accident occurred on the Central Railroad 
of New-Jersey early yesterday morning at West- 
field, and resulted in the death of a faithful en- 
gineer of the road, and the almost total demolition 


of anengine and two freight cars, An open switch, 


situated at the Broad-street crossing, about 500 
vards from the passenger depot, was the direct 
cause of the accident, and there is no doubt what- 
ever that it was primarily due to negligence on the 
part of one or more of the company’s em- 
ployes and to a wretched system of switch- 


tending, The wrecked locomotive and cars 


constituted a part ofthe fast eastward bound 
freight train from Phillipsburg, N. J., consisting of 
30 cars. The engine, No. 75, was only recently taken 
from the repair shop. Its engineer was J ames Kins- 
man, a careful, efficient man, who had been in the 
service of the company several years. The fireman 
was Edwin Coolbaugh, and the conductor, William 
C. Staples. Having left Phillipsburg on Wednes- 
day night, the train stopped at Bound Brook, 
where it was considerably delayed 1n waiting for the 
eastward-bound ‘owl’ passenger train. While at 
Bound Brook Engineer Kinsman received orders 
to takea siding at Fanwood. After passing that 
place he was to proceed rapidly on the main track 
to Communipaw. The order was obeyed, and when 
his train regained its position on the main tracx it 
went ahead at afast rate of speed, Kinsman and 
Conductor Staples confidently believing that it had 
“straight track” for the remainder of the jour- 
ney. They knew that an earlier train, bound for 
Roselle, was to take the es at Broad-street, 
Westtield, and that it was the duty of one of the 
bands on beard or of the track-walker at that 
point to close the switch for ‘** straight track”’ af- 
ter its passage. 

Frank McCune, the track-walker, says that he 
carefully examined the switch about 4 A. M., after 
the first train had diverged into the siding, and 
found it all right. If his story is true, which, in 
view of the circumstances, is rather doubtful, some 
one must have misplaced it some time between 
that hour and 4:45 A. M., when the fast freight 
came within sight of Westfield. Totally uncon- 
scious of the terrible snare that lay in his path, En- 
gineer Kinsman did not deem it necessary to slack- 
en speed. The locomotive, on striking the open 
switch, jumped the track, and tumbled over 
an embankment distant afew yards beyond the 
flagman’s cabin, leaving the rear of the tender pro- 
jecting at right angles over the nearest rail. Two 
of the forward cars must have leaped completely 
over this obstacle, for when the wreck was exam- 
ined soon after they were lying upturned at the 
base of the embankment, a short distance ahead of 


the engine. The upper works of the latter were 


buried in the soft turf, with poor Kinsman lying 
orvshed and dead in the dismantled caboose. He 
remained at his post of duty after the engine hed 
been switched off the main track. endeavor- 
ing to stop it. Coolbaugh, the fireman, es- 
eaped unhurt by jumping off, but Conductor 
Staples. who was seated near the unfortunate en- 
gineer, received a painful wound on the head. A 
deep hole had to be dug to extricate the body of 
Engineer Kinsman. The task was not accomplished 
until nearly 8A. M. On the face were evidences of 
sealding, anda deep wound in the head showed 
the immediate cause of death. The body was re- 
moved early in the day to Elizabethport, where the 
Gead man had resided. 

A dispateh, received early this morning from 
Westfield, saya that, after a thorough investigation, 
there is no doubt that the accident was caused by 
the negligence of the conductor of the coal train 
that preceded the freight. He locked the west 
switch of the siding and neglected to close the east 
switch. Kinsman was 44 years old, aud leaves a 
widow and six children.

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MORE SNOW IN THE WEST 


A°FURIOUS STORM RAGING BE. 
TWEEN DAKOTA AND CHICAGO. 
SNOW AND SLEET AND HEAVY WINDS — 
TRAINS ABANDONED ON THE TRACKS— 
TRAVEL AND BUSINESS NEARLY SUSPEND- 

ED--THE STORM MOVING EASTWARD. 

CuicaGo, March 8.—Another heavy snow- 
storm is reported to be prevailing throughout the 
North-west, extending from this city to Dakota, and 
moving eastward. It reached here about midnight, 
and the very high wind was accompanied by driving 
sleet. If there is any meaning in the phrase the 
“worst storm of the season,” used so repeatedly 
this Winter, it applies truth‘ully to the present one, 
It is impossible to get at how much snow has really 
fallen, as it has rested in no two places alike. In 
Wisconsin, Iowa, and Illinois, where the rail- 
roads have not recovered from the storm 
of Saturday end Sunday, it is feared the 
present snow will prevent travel for a week. 
Thero is a most hopeless blockade of the 
traffic in this city, and the incoming trains 
this morning were delayed seven to eight hours. 
Two trains on the Illinois Central Road are snowed 
in between here and Kensington, Ill., and the Chi- 
cago, Milwaukee and St. Paul Railroad has been 
obliged to abandon all its trains between Chicago 
and Milwaukee, until the cessation of the storm, 
of which, at present, there is not the slightest in- 
dication. Trainsonthe Chicago, Burlington and 
Quincy Road, in addition to the snow, are delayed 
by the burning of the station at Galesburg, IIl., 
which occurred this morning, and which involves a 
loss of $6,000. Nothing like the present storm has 
been seen in Chicago this Winter. The snow is 
falling and drifting so fast that all efforts to keep 
the sidewalks passable to pedestrians has been 
abandoned, and they plunge along through drifts 
with difficulty. Upto noon no trains arrived this 
morning from the West, and only two from the 
East. 

Milwaukee reports: ‘‘The railroad blockade 
throughout Wisconsin is more complete than at 
any time during the Winter, and railroad men say 
that the tracks will be much harder to clear this 
time than before. The Chicago, Milwaukee and 
St. Paul Railroad has suspended all its trains.” 
Elkhorn, Wis., says: ‘‘ Never before has the work 
of snow-plows seemed more futile, as the tracks 
are covered in some places for hundreds of yards 
with water and snow, so that shovels are the only 
means available to bail out the slush.”” Dubuque, 
Iowa, reports: ‘ A furious storm israging, insuring 
another railroad blockade, during which no trains 
can be expected, as those west and east were all 
abandoned last night.”’ A dispatch from Sioux City 
says: ‘* The present storm {fs particularly discour- 
aging. Snow has been blown by the wind so that 
it has filled all the tracks leading to the city. All 
the roads within 200 miles east, north, and west of 
Sioux City are blockaded, some of them since 
New Year's Day.”’ 

At nightfall there was no apparent abatement of 
the storm, andthe streets were almost deserted, 
except by snow-plows, which are kept moving in 
order to keep the tracks clear for to-morrow. Dis- 
patches from Western Iowa note the cessation of 
the storm there, but in Wisconsin and Illinois it 
continues with remarkable persistency. A special 
from Elgin, li., summarizes the situation thus: 
‘** No trains; no mails; no Chicago papers; no busi- 
ness.” A special from Madison, Wis., speaking of 
the storm, says: ** Nothing like it has ever been 
known in this section. About three feet of snow 
has fallen, and the drifts are from 16 to 18 feet 
high.” 

At 10 o’clock to-night the force of the storm in 
this city was about spent, although light snow 
continued to fall. No mails have been received 
from or sent to the North-west from the Post Office 
to-day. alltrains going in that direction or coming 
being crippled or abandoned. The latter is the state 
of the trains on the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. 
Paul, the Chicago and North-western, and the 
Chicago, Burlington and Quincy Roads. Nearly 
all the trains on the Eastern roads are badly de- 
layed, and those on the Michigan Centra! have 
been abandoned and none has been sent out since 
morning. The loss by the storm to this city in the 
stoppage of trains and detention of business is esti- 
mated at $250,000. The State-street branch of the 
North ivision-street car system was aban- 
doned during the day, and only a_ few 
cars were run on the other lines, the horses being 
concentrated at the snow-plows. The most north- 
erly point from which a report of the storm comes 


is La Crosse, W1s., where it began last night and con- 
tinued the greater part of to-day. 

A special to the Jnter-Ocean from St. Paul, Minn., 
says: “The Fort Dodge train on the Minneapolis 
and St. Louis Road to-day was suspended. This 
division of the road is buried beneath the snow 
from Forest City to Fort Dodge. A dispatch to the 
same paper from Watertown, Wis., says business 
is entirely suspended there on account of the 
storm, and if it continues all night people will not 
be able to leave their houses in the morning. 
The main streets are lined with drifts from 15 
to 20 feet deep, At Meattoon, Ill., the storm is re- 
ported to be increasing in force. At8 P. M. the 
storm at Fon du Lac, Wis., showed no signs of 
abating, and had then continued for nearly 30 hours. 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., March 3.—There was another 
heavy snow-storm last night. The blizzard is gen- 
eral throughout the southern half of Wisconsin. 
North of Stevens Point, in the centre of the State, 
the snow-fall has been less heavy. All the railroad 
trains are suspended and side-tracked where they 


happen to reach way stations, The Chicago mail 
is stuck at Racine. No effort will be made to get 
trains out of Milwaukee to-day. Some lines in this 
State will be blockaded a week. It is the worst 
—— of the season. The telegraph wires are all 
zht. 
7 The storm, which began last night at 8 o’clock, 
was generrl all over Wisconsin. It has raged with- 
out a moment’s cessation, and is the heaviest snow- 
fall ever known in Wisconsin and the North-west. 
Reports from all the telegraphic points in Wiscon- 
sin show that the snow is from three to six feet on 
the level, and drifts are reported covering houses, 
telegraph poles, trains, &c. The cuts on ail the rail- 
roads are filled full. A dispatch to the Daily Re- 
publican states that there is great inconvenience in 
all places in obtaining food and fuel, and in some 
laces actual suffering. Nota single railroad train 
srunning in the entire State, every line being 
effectually blocked and all business suspended. 
No attempt to clear the tracks will be made 
until after the storm ceases, and _ to-night 
it is raging as bad as ever. Railway men estimate 
that fully a week must elapse even with favorable 
weather before trains can be resumed regularly. 
Mails allover the State are stopped. Telegraph 
wires continue to work to most points. The oldest 
inhabitants of Milwaukee and throughout the 
State say nothing even approaching the 
present storm has ever been known. From 
almost every interior town come dispatches 
announcixg distress among the people, and stating 
that unless the storm ceases, so that supplies can 
be got in within a few days, there will be great 
suffering and actual danger of starvation among 
people isolated from neighbors and assistance. All 
of the railroads have passenger and other trains 
snowed in at various points on their lines. In Mil- 
waukee there is a genuine coalfamine. There is 
but Httle coalin the city, ana it is impossible for 
dealers to deliver. 

All business is suspended. Managers of street 
ear lines do not even attempt to clear their 
tracks. Railroad companies have ceased at- 
tempting to send out snow-plows. Last 
night a snow-plow train, with 70 shovel- 
ers aboard, on the Wisconsin Central, 

ust north of Sherman, Wis., 40 miles from Milwau- 

ee. broke through asmall bridge, and the snow- 
plow, eugine, and several men fell several feet. 
Only one man was injured, he having ribs broken. 
The American Express Company here has tons of 
freight on hand, and refuses to take money from 
the banks for. transportation. The compa- 
nies have entirely suspended business. Dispatches 
from the interior of Wisconsin to the 
Daily Republican state that the snow is absolutely 
burying everything smaller than large buildings. 
Railroad trains are buried out of sight, buildings 
are snowed over, and the storm still continues. All 
reports say the blizzard is unprecedented. 

East Sacinaw, Mich., March 8.—The most severe 
storm of the season thus far prevails here. It is 
snowing and blowing furiously. The snow is from 
20 inches to 3 feet in depth in Northern Michigan. 
The trains north are blockaded. Six inches of 
snow bave fallen in the past four hours. 

Detroit, Mich., March 3.—A furious snow-storm 
prevails here. The street car railroad travel is 
seriously impeded. 

CrncinnaTi, Ohio, March 3.—The disheartening 
news of the approach of the storm trom the West 
comes by frequent telegrams. Itis cold and furi- 
ous, with wind and snow. At noon, itis fully 75 
miles east of the Mississippi River, and presents a 
front extending from Minnesota to far south of the 
mouth of the Ohio River. 

Toronto, Ontario, March 3.—A beavy snow-storm 
set in to-night, and railway trafiic is likely to suffer. 
Dispatches from north and west of here report the 
storm as the most severe of the season. 
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MILD WEATHER FOLLOWING, 


Sr. PauL, Minn., March 8.—The Fioneer- 
Press has just received special advices from Miles 
City, Montana, to the effect that the town is three 
feet under water. The Missouri is open at Benton. 
The Tongue, Big Horn, and other tributaries of the 
Yellowstone have broken up, and as the weather 
is mild throughout the extreme North-west a disas- 
trous flood seems imminent. Whenever the un- 
precedented snow-fall dissolves there will be a 
tiood, and the indications are that the time has ar- 
rived. The thermometer indicates 35° above all 
along the military telegraph lines.

OUTGOING TRAINS, IN MANY SECTIONS, 

CROWDED MORE THAN ON WEDNESDAY. 

The ferry-boats connecting with Washing- 
ton trains were crowded on every trip yesterday, 
and although many of the travelers had provided 
themselves with tickets at the City agencies, yet 
there was a demand at the depots which kept the 
agents employed all day. It was still noticeable 
that comparatively few ladies were among the 
excursionists, and, of those that did go out, a 
great part were very young—many fathers being 
accompanied by their daughters. Not a few 


colored persons bought tickets, and in almost all 
cases they had thoughtfully provided against Wash- 
ington extortions, supplying themselves with food. 
The waiting-rooms of the depots were filled nearly 
all day long, and a very small percentage of the 
great crowd purchased any tickets except for the 
national capital. It was frequently found absolute- 
ly impossible for the officers at the waiting-room 
doors and train gatesto even attempt an examina- 
tion of tickets, and in more than one instance per- 
sons bound for local points, and wanting seats in 
accommodation trains, were carried along by the 
crowd until they found themselves in Washington- 
bound coaches. Then they had to struggle back as 
best they could, generally handicapped by well- 
developed market-baskets and ponderous bundles. 
It was just such experiences that tried tempers 
and evoked language move forcible than elegant, 
though, in the main, the crowd was in excellent 
humor. 

Officers of the Pennsylvania Railread announce 
that the rush reached proportions realiy astonish- 
ing to them, although, in preparation for an un- 
usually large demand for accommodation, all the 
power and equipments necessary were within reach, 
The fast mail train, leaving at 4:30 o’clock A. M., 
ran out in two sections, Attached to this train was 
a palace car employed to convey Gov. Bigelow, of 
Connecticut, and his staff—the party consisting of 
27 persons. The 8:45 o'clock Southern express was 
forwarded in two sections, each comprising six 
cars. In the forward section were the Burnside 
Guards, of Providence, R. 1., 55 strong. At Trenton 


a car containing officials from that city was at- 


tached, and two or three other cars were picked up 
with organized bodies at other points on the line. 
The limited express ran out on time at 
10 o'clock in two sections of seven cars 
each. In the first section Gen. Winfield S. 
Hancock, with a small geety of friends, was given 
accommodation. Gen. Hancock moved about in 
the great crowd in the waiting-room, and for some 
time stood in front of the ticket office of the Pull- 
man Palace Car Company, but he was in citizen’s 
attire, and the crowd did not appear to be aware 
of his presence. The limited express was one car 
shorter than on Wednesday, but in the entire 14 
there were few vacant seats, At Philadelphia it is 
usually customary to attach to the limited one pal- 
ace car for the use of passengers from that city. 
Yesterday it was found necessary to make upa 
special section of 10 cars. The 3:45 P. M. Washing- 
ton express was delayed a half-hour by reason of 
the tremendous crowds that wished to go on 
it. It went out in four sections, each sec- 
tion averaging six cars, The first was used 
for regular business, and had attached the car of 
Vice-President Garrett, of the Baltimore and Ohio 
Railroad, bound for Baltimore. In the second sec- 
tion was the Ninth Regiment of New-Jersey, num- 
bering 350 men and occupying eight cars. The 
Union Battery of Jersey City, 90 strong, were in 
the third section; they carried with them a small 
field-piece. A special palace car was_ set 
apart in* another section for the _ follow- 
ing pn. who have engaged Welcker’s 
Hotel for their use till Sunday, when they 
will return to this City: M. W. Cooper, L. W. Win- 
chester, W. A. Paton, John F. Plummer, Horace 
Porter, Chauncey M. Depew. William Dowd, O. K. 
King, William Post, W. L. Pomeroy, E. M. Town- 
send, D. G. Rollins, J. Bell, George M. Van Nort, 
D. Paton, J.P. Kingsford, R. P. Lounsberry, Elihu

The 10 o'clock night Washington express was di- 
vided into three sections, and carried 60 Boys in 
Blue of Brooklyn, the Thirteenth Ward Club, of 
Brooklyn, and organizations of lesser note, in addi- 
tion to great numbers of other passengers. The 9 
o'clock A. M. Southern express, over the Central 
Railroad of New-Jersey went out in two heavy 
sections, having a total of 17 cars all filled to their 
utmost capacity. The 1 o’clock P. M. train was 
likewise large. Among the military organizations 
going to Washington by this route yesterday were 
the Boston Fusileers, the Utica Citizens’ Club, the 
Remington Rifles, of Mohawk, in all numbering 
several hundieds. Each body was provided witha 
brass band, ' 

The Ninth Regiment last night, under command 
of Col. $. Oscar Ryder, marched with well-filled 
ranks and fine bearing from their armory down to 
the ferry of the Central Railroad of New-Jersey. 

The line of march was from the armory through 
Twenty-sixth-street to Fifth-avenue, thence to 
Fourteenth-street, and down Broadway to the foot 
of Liberty-street. Gen. Sherman has arranged 
to have the Ninth placed in the First 
Division of the inaugural parade. It will be 
the only militia organization in that division. 

Juartered in a special train of 15 cars, in two seo- 
tions, the regiment began their journey at 9:30 
o'clock.

JOSEPH L. LEWIS'S MONEY. - 
THE EXECUTORS GRANTED DELAY IN EXE- 
CUTING THE COMPROMISE. - 


TRENTON, March 3.—The Lewis will case 
was again before the United States Circuit Court 
this afternoon, upon the bill filed by the United 
States to compel the Executors, Messrs. Gillespio 
and Wolfe, of New-York City, to fulfill the trust 
given them in the will.’ They could not be served 
with process, and last September they filed a peti- 
tion asking that the bill be taken from the files of 
the court as irregular and oppressive, and alleging 
that they should not be compelled to answer until 
the appeal to the New-Jersev Court of Errors was 
decided. This was done on Tuesday last by the 


decree of the Chancellor establishing the will be- 
ing affirmed. District Attorney Keashbey represent- 
ed the Government, and ex-Attorney-General Gil- 
christ and the Hon. Cortlandt Parker the Executors. 
Mr. Gilchrist asked for a postponement for one 
week, ae that although the Chancellor’s decree 
was afiirmed there was trouble about the form of 
rule which had been entered. The trust was a 
peculiar one, and the question of the construction 
of the will of great importance to the Executors. 

Mr. Kaesbey replied, reviewing the history of the 
case. He said that on Jan. 22 last, after much nego- 
tiation withthe contestants, a compromise was 
made by the Attorney-General and Secretary of 
the Treasury, under the act of Congress, on terms 
which they thought fair and reasonable, These 
terms, in brief, were that the United States was to 
have three-fourths of the residue and the contest- 
apts one-fourth. “This is the agreement,’ 
he said, ‘“‘against which the counsel of 
the Executors so earnestly protested in 
the Court of Errors, being unwilling even 
to accept a decree of affirmance without 
importing into it an expression of the disapproval 
of the Executors of the action of the Attorney- 
General and Secretary in the fulfillment of the duty 
imposed upon them by the actof Congress. Re- 
membering that the Executors were fully advised 
of the negotiations for compromise, and did not 
avail themselves of the opportunity of urging any 
reasons against it, lam at a loss to know their rea- 
sons for volunteering now, in a proceeding having 
no relation to it, to denounce it and proclaim their 
hostility. 1 cannot suppose that gentiemen of such 
high standing and character can have any desire to 
prolong a litigation already extending over four 
years, contrary to the wishof the residuary legatee 
and against the policy indicated by Congress, and 
I trust, ~ promptly appearing to this court and 
seeking the speedy decree of this court as to the 
proper mode of executing their trust, they will 
make it evident that no such imputation can justly 
be made in any quarter. Ihope, therefore, that 
the present motion to postpone will be refused. If 
they do not at once appear to this suit and answer 
the bill, I must cite them by publication.” 

Mr. Parker replied, urging the granting of the 
adjournment asked for, and styling the bill a most 
extraordinary one. The Executors in such an im- 
portant case, he said, only desired time to consult 
as to what was best tobedone. They had not 
been in laches, and the $1,000,000 in their hands had 
grown to nearly $1,500,000. The case had assumed 
anew feature. There were certain forms—that of 
advertising notice to creditors, &c.—to be done 
under the State laws, and until the debts were paid 
there was no residue. An adjournment was grant- 
edto March 14. _ District Attorney Keasbey took 
an order for publication for a citation, to prevent, 
he said, further delay.

THE SEVENTY-FIRST’S TRIP. 
HONORING THE CONFEDERATE DEAD—FARE- 
WELL FESTIVITIES. 

New-OrR.eEans, March 3.—Reveille sounded 
an hour earlier than usual in the quarters occupied by 
the Seventy-firet Regiment this morning. As soon 
as the rations had been served, line was formed for 
atrip to Greenwood Cemetery. It had been de- 
cided by the officers on the arrival of the battalion 
that a day should be assigned to the decorating of 
the Soldiers’ Monument, and yesterday was chosen 
forthe purpose. The command took the cars in 
Canal-street direct for the cemetery, and arrived 
there at 10:30 o’clock. The band played the dead- 
march in Saul as the command, with reversed arms, 
marched into the cemetery and around the monu- 
ment. There were several thousand spectators 
present. Chaplain Carlos Martyn ascended the 
steps leading to the monument, and offered a brief 
prayer, after which the band played ‘ Nearer, my 
God, to Thee,’’ the large audience supplying words 
to the music, Atits close the Chaplain delivered 
an address, in which he paid a tribute to the valor 
of the unfortunates who died fighting for what 
they believed was right. Another dirge by the 
band brought the ceremonies to a close, aud the 
battalion returned to the city to engage in more 
cheerful exercises, 

During its absence from the boat the saloon had 
been brushed up, and a reception lasting three 
hours was held by the officers and men. Dancing 
was to have been a feature of the affair, but so 
many invitations had been sent out that there was 
scarcely space to move, and the band was sent on 
the forward deck, to supply additional room. The 
leading citizens of the Crescent City were present, 
with their wives and daughters. Gen. Beauregard 
and Gen, Buford were among the first to 
arrive. and the former had hardly been re- 
ceived’ by” Col. Vose when several of the 
privates, who had served with the Seventy-first in 
the war, crowded around him and requested his 
autograph. The old gentleman obligingly wrote 
his name forall who had autograph-books. One 
old veteran in his excitement forgot the rela- 
tions formerly existing between the General and 
the Seventy-first, and shouted, “I was there in 
61, General.’ There was a general laugh, in which 
Gen. Beauregard heartily joined. Orders have 
been issued directing the battalion to form line 
at 6 o’clock to-morrow morning, preparatory 
to its departure for home. The superfluous bag- 
gage has already been sent to the station, and 
most of the men are bidding their friends farewell 


to-night. The officers and men are unanimous in 
the assertion that they were never so well treated 


before. In addition to the customary civilities, the 


regiment has received much attention trom the 
local Militia, which its members could not recipro- 


cate in New-York on account of the attendant ex- 


pense.

CRUSHED BY A MASS OF FROZEN EARTH.

ING OFFICERS FOR SIGNAL INSTRUCTION. 

WASHINGTON, March 8.—Attorney-General 
Devens has decided thata white man cannot legally 
be enlisted in a colored regiment.

The selection will 
be made y regimental commanders when 
notified from the Adjutant-General’s office 
that such a_ detail is required from their 
regiments, and, if acceptable, the officers will be 
detailed in orders from the Adjutant-Genezal’s 
office. Thecourse of instruction will continue one 
year, commencing on the lst of May in each year, 
and, at its expiration, these officers will be relieved 
from signal duty and ordered to join their respec- 
tive regiments. (3.) The school of instruction will 
be at Fort Myer, Virginia. (4.) No other officers than 
those indicated in this order shall be detailed for 
instruction in military signaling.”

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MINING STOCK EXCHANGE SALES—MARCH 3, 
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TSURSDAY, March 8—P. M. 

The share speculation opened weak, and 
in the early dealings a decline of }{ to 3 Y 
cent. was recorded, in which Reading was most 
prominent. Before tho first board, however, 
the market became strong in tone and prices 
advanced sharply, the upward movement being 
materially assisted by the order of the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury calling for proposals for 
the sale ‘to the Government on Wednesday 
next of $5,000,000 of the 5s and 6s of 1881, 
either cailed or uncalled. Immediately upon 

he announcement of the veto of the 
Funding bill by the President a slight 
reaction took place, but the depression was ex- 
tremely brief, and the speculation quickly as- 
sumed a buoyant tone, so that the failure of 
the bill to become a law, with its many objec- 
tionable provisions, may really be said to have 
hada favorable influence on the Wall-street 
markets, inasmuch as it disposed of many ques- 
tions which had recently caused great disturb- 
ance in financial circles. During the afternoon 
the speculation was decidedly strong in tone, 
and prices continued to advance until after the 
second board, when the highest figures of 
the day were touched. The improvement 
from the lowest point of the morning ranged 
from 4% to 9% @ cent., the latter in Western 
Union, which was bought freely on the report 
that the court which had granted the injunc- 
tion against the consolidation of the telegraph 
companies had decided that the Western Union 
Company had the right to issue certificates of 
indebtedness for the 48}4 per cent. increase in 
its capital stock. In the late dealings a slight 
reaction took place under realizations, but in 
the final sales prices again took an upward 
turn, and the market closed strong. The 
stocks which participated most in the 
advance were American Union, Atlantic and 
Pacific Telegraph, Union Pacific, the coal 
shares, Denver and Rio Grande, Indiana, 
Bloomington and Western, Central Pacific, 
Louisville and Nashville, and Hannibal and 
St. Joseph. The clevated railway properties 
were quite strong, and advanced on the day’s 
transactions 2144 # cent. for Manhattan and 
334 @ cent. for Metropolitan, the latter closing 
at the highest point. Among the miscella- 
neous stocks, Oregon Navigation was conspic- 
uous for an advance of 12 # cent. 

The transactions aggregated 645,011 shares, 
including 88,100 Western Union, 58,000 Dela- 
ware, Lackawanna and Western, 45,900 Erie,

the rate of discount at the bank remains un- 
changed at 3 #®cent.; the sum of £17,000 in 
bullion went into the bank on balance to-day. 
The Imperial Bank of Germany lost 14,000 
marks in specie during the past fiscal week.

The statement of the 
Bank of france for the past fiscal week shows 
an increas3 in bullion of 6,716,000f. in gold and 
8,150,000f. in silver.

The Sterling Exchange market shared in the 
general buoyancy which resulted from the veto 
of the Funding bill. Rates opened nominally 
at $4 80 for 60-day bills and $4 823¢ for de- 
mand, with rather a heavy feeling and some 
disposition to make sales, which, however, soon 
changed, and prices were marked up lc., to 
$4 Sl and $4 8344, respectively. A much bet- 
ter inquiry for bills revailed, and actual 
transactions were at advance of Yc. to lc. 
on yesterday’s . Toward the close rates 
were not well sustained, because of the 
large sbipments of our securities for 
the foreign account answering instead 
of Sterling remittances, and these shipments 
are likely to continue so as to keep exchange 
from reaching the point which, under ordinary 
circumstances, in the Spring would result in 
the exportation of gold.

A NEW PALACE YOR A CLUB 


VARCHITECTURAL FEATURES OF 
THE UNION LEAGUE BUILDING. 
THE IMPRESSIVE SOBERNESS OF THE EXTE- 
RIOR—HOW THE INTERIOR IS ARRANGED 
AND DECORATED—THE PICTURE GAL- 
LERY AND THE THEATRE. 
‘ It is a matter of no small moment to the 
City when a club sorepresentative of what is 
strongest and most stirring in the life of the 
Commonwealth as is the Union League shifts 
4ts quarters to a building arranged expressly 
‘for its.needs in another part of the town. The 


site selected is not far from the present centre 
of the City, although in a few years it will 
probably ‘ be found that that centre has passed 
on to the vicinity of Central Park. This is 
speaking of New-York in its narrowest 
sense; should one regard the congeries 
of cities lying immediately about New- 
York as already forming one great 
whole, with Manhattan. Island as its core, the 
rentral point would be more likely to exist 
further down toward the Battery. The 
thoroughfare on’which stands the club-house 
has been so long’identified with ideas of wealth 
and of fashion, that:it is not surprising that 
Fifth-avenue was the street selected. And, 
Sor the Union League, the choice must appear 
natural and proper. For it is not a conserva- 
tive club, nor one that can afford to shrug its 
shoulders at wealth which is not supported by 
‘brains or birth. It is a progressive, alert club, 
‘a young man’s club, born in the most troubled 
‘times of the civil war to .keep alive the spirit 
‘of Unionism, to encourage that patriotism 
“which is often woefully lackin in a 
city like ours, full of half-assimilated foreign 
and provincia! elements, and to give active as- 
sistance to the Government and the armies in 
the field. It isnot yet a fashionable club, as, 
‘indeed, how could it be, when the greater num- 
yber of people of fashion in New-York at the 
time of its formation had open or ill-concealed 
sympathies for the Southern-States? In mov- 
ing to a building on Fifth-avenue it may really 
express a desire onthe part of the members 
-who accomplished the move to make it a fash- 
jonable club. But the chances’ will always be 
‘strongly against that. As a fair and 
‘square Republican club it can hardly afford 
more than to dally with theidea. The first 
‘political campaign, the first crisis of any im- 
portance in politics, will always bring it back 
again to what it set out to be, a political and 
rogressive club. It may be added, too, that 
ifth-avenue is no longer that name of awe as 
the exclusive resort of fashion which it once 
appeared to be. ‘Tailors, harness-makers, and 
grocers of a genteel variety heave already in- 
vaded it above Madison-square, and the days 
of its lofty exclusivess are numbered. But no 
‘avenue has a livelier appearance on a bright 
day, is more thronged on a Sunday or a holi- 
day, or is.more sure to contain what is best and 
brightest in equipages and walking toilets. 
The Jerome house is in a more retired place. 


THE CLUB-HOUSE. 


The architects of the new club-house have 
been less impressed with the youth and energy 
of the club than with the solid importance of 
the. men who manageit. If they had any very 
clear idea in their work, it was to impress the 
observer with respectability in the first place 
and old New-York inthesecond. Respectabil- 
ity bas often to assume, by way of compensa- 
tion for all those awards for virtue with which 
the Sunday-school makes us familiar, a sage 
‘and somewhat heavy outward garb. The 
mew club-house is as respectable as any 

roker who has made a series of happy 
strokes, and, having turned banker, re- 
olves never to speculate any more in person. 
W hen one looks ata building from the out- 
side for the first time it is pleasant to guess 
from the exterior the internal arrangements of 
floors, halls, and rooms. Was it Vitruvius 
ywho said that a building ought to be likea 
man, in whom one sees the different limbs and 
roportions, even though they are clothed ? 
jSo when one.looks at the new club-house, one 
yspeculates as to the position of this suite and 
‘ofthat. Reaching Thirty-ninth-street and ob- 
serving the four large columns lifted high in 
nir over the main portal, supporting a three- 
foot balcony on their Corinthian capi- 
tals, one thinks the four gigantic ornaments 
perhaps a trifle forced: but still one feels 
that hey are but the outer sign and symboli- 
vation of a beautiful broad hall within. But 
ere the architects have given us one of those. 
a surprises that some people, with hasty 
‘tempers, do not relish. The columns do not’ 
tand before, or stand for, a hall. They are to 
“A taken for themselves, just as they are—dec- 
vratively in fact. One looks to right and left 
tthe heavy stone facings of the building, 
 aaticnell transversely by deep depressions in 
wrder to give a still greater effect of weight, 
and thinks at once of those frowning old pal- 
yaces of Florence, familiar enough in the pic- 
tures of that centre of the arts. In the civic 
broils of the capital of Tuscany the rough and 
‘jagged lower courses of the houses of the nobles 
were in keeping with the.dangers of the day 


twith the heavily-grated prison windows, and, 


yabove all, with the Italian fashion of having 
‘only the servants’ rooms or offices on the 
\ground floor. Here, we conclude at once, the 
architects wished to repel the eye, say fromthe 
itchen of the club, and lead it upward to the 
igher stories. Another mistake. The kitchen 
fs in the fifth story. And could anything be. 
more ceable than a bowling-alley or a 
room for pootblacks? That is what will be 
found by any one who penetrates under the 
sfrowning arches of ragged stone into the base- 
ment. And onthe main floor, behind all this 
‘rough exterior, we have a little reception- 
room to the left, with the long and handsome 
weading-room looking out on Fifth-avenue, 
wwhile to the right is the billiard-room. 
‘ So it proves unavailing to try to decipher 
the.interior of the edifice from the exterior. 
On both streets it has four stories above the 
basement, and both faces are broken into 
‘three chief depressions by four columns. Those 
on Thirty-ninth-street are of stone, entirely 
disengaged, built up in drums, and crowned by 
carved stone Corinthian capitals. Those of 
Fifth-avenue are square, and half-engaged in 
the wall; they frame the three large bow win- 
dows of the library. Above the cornice, on, 
the street, and therefore in front of the fifth 
story, the windows projecting from the up- 
right slanting roof are framed in sheet-iron, 
and.of sheet-iron are the two gargoyles in 
shape of griffins that ornament the two corners 
of the avenueside. Thesixthand seventh stories 
rise into the.roof, the whole being yi, ge by a 
central peak which forms a vast, tall garret, 
in which the rafters are not covered with floor- 
ing. Doubtless this peak is also chiefly for 
ornament, since‘it is difficult to see what use it 
an be put to. There is a well for light in the 
eastern portion of the building, and space has 
heen left between the edifice and the adjoining 
gon on Fifth-avenue to give a little light 
the main‘stairway and the rooms above it. 
Exteriorly there is nothing to mark the thea- 
tre; it is on the second floor, in the eastern 
wing on the street, and just within it, and 
lighted by two sky-lights, is the picture gallery. 
Smaller decorations have been disposed on 


the two faces'with no very lavish hand, ow- 


Ing. doubtless, to a wish to obtain sobriety. 


Some figures in molded brick in low relief and . 


ithe vles mentioned before are pretty 
vont ge that relieve the surface formed alter- 
ately by brick and freestone. The whole 1s 
ot unbandsome, and its size alone would make 
it imposing. It has also in its favor the tradi- 
teen yore atl involved in the general style 
m ‘hich has been pursued in the upper stories, 
more particularly in the centres of the two 
facades near the roof. These end in formally 
fiorrid gables, one on each street, that are pic- 
turnesque in outline, and, with the tall chim- 
neyss, have an air of substantial antiquitv. The 
style may be called Queen Anne, but Georgian 
would be truer. It may be termed a Dutch 
style¢reated by English architects who had 
ied in Italy—not an unsuitable combination 
or a New-York club, the most energetic 
embers of which are natives of New-Eng- 
and. There is aslight reminder of the large 
that still remain in the neighborhood of 
the Battery and recall what was once the 
Yashionable dwelling of our ‘merchant 
‘primces.” The lintel above the main doorway 
and below the four columns is very deep and 
heavy. Altogether the effect is that of a build- 
ang which would gladly ally itself with the 
rather than indulge in the lightness or 
om resulting from American inventive- 
‘in the mt epoch. The architects have 
to the old-established ideas in almost 
‘particular, and even these they secm to 
we handled with timidity and indecision. 
general effect is not unpleasing, but when 
attempts to account for the exterior there 
fs no sound reasoning to be discovered in the 
several parts. 
‘ THE INTERIOR. 
h the main doorway one 
a rannien across the building from west to 
a ball; directly in front is a single stair- 
, not too broad. Two other small stairs 
three fine elevators give access to all the 


ries; it may be for that reason that the. 


one sees. on enterins is somewhat con- 


tracted for so large a building. The hallway 
is decorated by Mr. L. C. Tiffany, with the 
assistance of Mr. A. T. Oakey, in small tri- 
angles of silver-leaf, which have an Oriental 
effect; the walls and ceiling have a subdued 
glitter and iridescence; the fluted iron sup- 
porting columns are also silvered. To the 
right, as one enters, is the billiard 
room; immediately to the left a very small 
reception room like that in the Union Club, 
richly papered and curtained. The reading- 
room overlooks Fifth-avenue, and has open 
fire-places, brass candelabra, wainscot, and 
carved book-cases; it is less luxurious and 
more practical than the similar rooms above; 
the broad, generous windows make it a ver 
pieasant ype oa. | place from which to watc 
the motley crowd on the avenue. As one as- 
cends the ornamentation becomes richer till the 
fourth fioor is reached. At the first landing 
Mr. Tiffany’s glass takes the attention. It is 
broadly Oriental, each .sash in the tall win- 
dows of the first landing having for motif 
either an eagle treated in the Celtic fashion— 
that is, formally, and as if made of scroll- 
work—or a basket or jar of fruit or 
flowers. The glass in the ceiling here 
is invisible except by gas-light, and the 
two round mosaics that should ornament 
the two walls above the upper flight (for the 
stair bifurcates as it turns to ascend to the sec- 
ond floor) are not in place. When finished, 
they will be peacocks treated in the Venetian 
manner with glass mosaic. Their places will 
be concealed by tapestries. If there were 
light enough in the narrow well left between 
the building and its neighbor, Mr. Tiffany’s 
-glass would show to far better advantage. It 
has some fine color, and the eagle sashes are 
especially clever. There is talk of an electric 
light disposed outside. Perhaps by its aid all 
the beauty of the glass will come out. 

The second floor has, at the Fifth-avenue end 
of the east and west hallway, the library—a 
fine, high-ceilinged room, with light-colored 
glass in the upper windows, a carved-wood 
chimney-piece. with space between carved pil- 
lars for a portrait, two other cozy fire-places, 
big easy chairs, ‘“‘high-art’? decorative cur- 
tains, and a general air of comfort and sup- 
stance. Stamped Cordovan leather is used in 
various places. The ceiling is dead gilt, with 
brighter, flower-shaped ornaments distributed, 
and at either end olive-blue, with conventional 
gilt stars and deep stenciled borders of dead 
gilt, light yellows, and light browns. These 
decorations are said to be by Cottier & Co. At 
the other end of the house on this floor is the 
picture gallery, running north and south, lit 
imperfectly by two skylights, tapestried with 
yellow felt cloth. It must be crossed to reach 
the theatre, a room not so large as that in 
the Jerome house, with a stage that will 
admit of no great amount of  scene- 
shifting or mechanism. The _ decorations 
by Mr. F. H. Smith are slightly varied 
in different parts of the room. Near the win- 
dows the walls are lighter ochreish red; the 
rest, darker, and with a broad band of decora- 
tion in light tones near the ceiling, which has 
drabs, grays, and low-toned reds. The two 
supporting iron pillars in the auditorium are 
painted olive. Thesemi-circular transoms to 
the three windows on the street are in light- 
colored glass, having as the motif a rege, ee 
treated in the pre-Raphaelite manner. Thea- 
tre, gallery, and library are thus on the same 
floor, and may be considered en suite. As the 
pictures are seen chiefly by night, the want of 
daylight may not beso much felt. 1t should 
be noticed, however, that the main doorway to 
the theatre is not very large, although another 
exit exists by the small stairway that ascends 
on Thirty-ninth-street. 

Half way to the third fioor on Thirty-ninth- 
street, and marked from without by a row of 
oval windows behind the four stone columns, 
are some cozy little smoking or dining rooms. 
Above isa committee room. The hall of the 
third floor obtains a little northerly light 
through some. of Mr. Tiffany’s gilt-leaded col- 
ored windows, the private dining-room lying 
beyond them. The pattern is a broad, sim- 
ple interlaced one, the coloring rich. The hall 
ceiling is light red, with bands of an interlaced 
pattern, suggestive of the windows.  Bed- 
‘rooms, with fine brass bedsteads and cherry 
-furniture, occupy the two extremities of 
this floor. The fourth floor has glass 
erected in the same way as a_ parti- 
‘tion, the buttery lying between it and the 
light. These window partitions are Moorish in 
effect, the treatment being very broad. The 
east end is filled with bedrooms; on Thirty- 
ninth-street are small breakfast-rooms, with 
ceilings decorated with squares of Cordova 
leather stamped with gold flowery ornaments. 
The dining-rcom was too recently described in 
_THE Tims to need redescription; as a club is 
before all things a place to dine in, it is highly 
appropriate that the dining-room should be 
the most effective of all the interiors. Curtains 
of blue velvet and other stuffs, decorated in 
Japanese style, are at the door and windows; 
the former haye embroidered storks; the latter 
sea-gulls, fish caught in a net, and fish in the 
water. The interior of niches at both ends of 
the room are filled with bright gold Cordova 
leather. 

On the fifth floor-are the kitchen, ice-closets, 
servants, sitting-rooms and bedrooms; on the 
sixth, more bedrooms and storage-rooms. In 
fact, the main advantage which the present 
house has in the interior over the old is the in- 
crease in coe accommodations. The din- 
ing-hall is no larger, although higher and vast- 
ly finer, the theatre-not so large, and inconven- 
ient to use apart from the club, the picture 
gallery no better. Library, reading-room, 
and bowling-alley are larger and more availa- 
ble. The hallway, as one enters, is not so 
pleasing ; it looks cramped considering the size 
-of the structure, and the same may be said of 
‘the first flight of stairs. There is no compari- 
son, of course, between the appointments of the 
two houses,and even if there were, the difference 
between the sites would doubtless compensate. 
The Union League has planted itself in a big, 
‘handsome structure, on a gay thoroughfare, 
where it can see and be seen. No more notice- 
able building exists on Fifth-avenue, and, 
though the want of an organic construction in 
the building may offend a few of the critical, 
the picturesqueness of its chimneys and roof- 
lines, together with the size and weight of its 
two faces, will be sure to make a favorable 
impression upon nine passers out of ten. 
Such things as have fallen out less suc- 
cessfully than they should have come 
for the most part from the necessity 
of conciliating opposing councils. There 
have been real estate considerations connected 
-with the choice of the site, and local prefer- 
ences connected with the erection and decora- 
tion of the building. Other clubs contem- 
plating a new house would do well to examine 
the inner history of this transaction in order 
to stave off, if it ever be possible to stave off, 
;harmful collision of interests. Too many in- 
terests have seriously interfered with the in- 
ternal decoration, for instance. There can be 
‘no question that it is unadvisable to give the 
painting and stained-glass work to four differ- 
ent persons working entirely independ- 
sently of each other. One decorator should 
have been chosen and_ Iliberally dealt 
with. As it is, the dining-room takes 
ithe color out of the halls and_ the 
halls out of the theatre. There is no unity; 
invidious comparisons are sure to be made and 
the members become dissatisfied with the com- 
mittees having the arrangements under their 
control. Owing to the lack of one command- 
‘ing artist, whether he be architect or painter, 
the glass, for another instance, is not managed 
rightly. Where there is least light to be had, 
namely, in the three hallways, the glass is 
darkest; where there is abundance of light, 
namely, in the theatre, the glass is lightest. 
Such things are in some certain aye gestern 7 
inevitable, for no man ever built a small 
house without regretting a great many things 
as soon as it was complete; with a club-house 
the problem becomes ten-fold complicated, 
But the experience of the club need not be 
thrown away in future buildings of the kind. 
‘The Union League can comfort itself with 
the refiection that it has taken the lead before 
all the other clubs in trying to arrange for itself 
a habitation beautiful within and without, and 
will not fail to get the credit of being the first 
to encourage American painters in the treat- 
ment of decoration on the highest planes of art. 
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ANNIVERSARY OF AN OLD CHURCH. 

The Forsyth-Street Methodist Episcopal 
Church on Sunday will celebrate its ninety-first 
anniversary. It is expected that Peter Cooper, 
Thurlow Weed, Bishops Foster and Harris, J. B. 


Cornell, and Clinton B. Fisk will be among those 
present. Next tothe John-Street Church, this is 
the oldest Methodist Episcopal Church in the City. 
It was erected on lands confiscated from Tories 
and'sold by the Government to a citizen, and by 
him sold tothe church association. The original 
archment deeds are still with the Trustees. In 
833 the church was rebuilt. Its wealth was once 
large, and the church has been the parent of many 
other coguuinesloms, Owing to the depreciation of 
values after 1873, investments which it had made 
resulted in Sry gooey? accumulation of a debt of 
$88,500, so that it was feared that all would be lost. 
Recently, under the pastorate of the Rev. A. C. 
Morehouse, and with the assistance of J. B. Cor- 
nell, Oliver Hoyt, George I. Seney, Francis A. Pal- 
mer, and Stephen Barker, as Trustees, help has been 
secured, so that all the arrears of taxes have been 
paid; also, $4,245 80 of floating debt, and the second 
mortgage, and interest on the first mortgage 
amounting in all to $29,225 63. It is soon ex oted 
to reduce the first mortgage of $45,000 to $40,000, 
and then to place tt at 5 per cent:, saving,$700 per 
ear on interest account, and so enable the Trus- 
8, from the income alone, to pay off the entire 
debt in avery few years. Then there will be an 
_annual income of from $5.000 to 6.000, 
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THE SUB-TREASURY STATUE 


MONEY NOT POURING 1N TO SUIT 
THE COMMITTHE. 
NEARLY FOURTEEN THOUSAND DOLLARS 
SUBSCRIBED—THE MONUMENT TO STAND 
IN FRONT OF THE CENTRE OF THE 
BUILDING—MR. ROYAL PHELPS’S PA- 
TRIOTIC INDIGNATION. 

At the Chamber of Commerce meeting yes- 
terday Mr. Royal Phelps, Chairman of the special 
committee on the erection of a monument to 
Washington on the steps of the Sub-Treasury 
Building, arose and said: ‘*Mr. Chairman, at the 
last meeting the Chamber was good enough to give 
full powers to the committee to go on and com- 
plete its work. Under that resolution we held a 
meeting on the 28h of February, with the sculp- 
tor, Mr. Ward, and several architects, at which the 
subject of the location of the monument was dis- 
cussed very thoroughly, and it became evident that 
from a scientific point of view the centre of the 
Sub-Treasury steps is the proper place. I gave up 
my favorite corner abutment with reluctance, but 
I was satisfied that its selection was the result 
of my ignorance. That involves the building 
of asnew abutment. We wrote to the Secretary 
of the Treasury for the original plans of the edifice 
and they were sent to us with great promptness 
and courtesy. Now the sculptor is engaged in 
making a model of the proposed statue to be sub- 
mitted to us. But enough of that branch of the 
subject. I want to say a few words regarding the 
funds required to carry out the project. I have 
supposed that the moment there would be started 
in New-York the idea of a monument to be erected 
to the Father of his Country, George Washington, 


which, by favoring circumstances, we will be en- 
abled to place on the identical spot where he bap- 
tized this Government which has made us all so 
happy, so contented, and so proud, money would 
have poured in like water, and I am very much 
disappointed that it is not so. Let me read from a 
subscription-book which we intend to bury under 
the monument:

This is a total of $13,395. The minimum sum re- 
quired is $30,000. We ought to have at once as 
much as the sculptor might find it necessary to use 
to advise with architects and others ail over the 
country so as to get the best that is possible. The 
maximum sum to be expended has been placed at 
$50,000. If it is to become necessary that the Chamber 
of Commerce should go around begging for subscrip- 
tions as it would for a charitable object, itis possible 
that we nave made a mistake. I know that there are 
a great many gentlemen who have the idea that 
the monument is to be erected exclusively by the 
Chamber of Commerce. That was never intended. 
The Chamber of Commerce, asan organized body, 
merely intend to promote the erection of the monu- 
ment. It suggested it and went to Congress and 
got a law passed authorizing \it. but it was never 
intended in any way or shape to exclude 
persons from contributing and _ participating 
who are not members. That is a mistake I 
wish to dispel, and I wish the public to 
know it. The Chamber of Commerce is the god- 
father of the proposed monument, and it intends 
to see it erected. [Applause.] But itis not going 
around, with my sanction, begging for subscrip- 
tions to a monument to George Washington. That 
would not be worthy of the citizens of New-York 
or of the Father of his Country. I am sure 
you will agree with me that if this money 
is not sent in voluntarily we had _ better 
drop it and leave it to some _ generation 
more patriotic than the present. I make the sug- 
gestion in the hope that the rich gentlemen of New- 
York will see the propriety of sending in their con- 
tributions without delay. It would bea shame to 
all of us if it were to fall through, and it will if we 
have to go begging for subscriptions. Wouldn't it 
be enough to make Washington roll over in his 
coffin to think that this had to been done? Such 
an idea cannot be tolerated for a moment. The 
money must flow in or I for one will abandon the 
project.” 

Mr. Isaac Phillips suggested that ‘‘perhaps the 
committee had lost sight of one mode of raising 
money much in vogue in these times—watering.” 
{Laughter.] Mr. Phelps indignantly retorted that 
it was no time for joking—the matter 
at issue was a serious one. Mr. Frederick A, 
Conkling said he regretted that the Chairman 
of the committee of which he (the speaker) had 
the honor to be a member, but with which 
he had never acted, and never intended to 
act, had not made some practical suggestion to 
carry the project into effect. It had been stated in 
the newspapers that the projectors of the monu- 
ment desired none but small subscriptions, so that 
thousands might be enabled to participate in its 
erection. When Mr. Chittenden signified his wish 
to subscribe $5,000, a former President of the Cham- 
ber—Mr. William E. Dodge—expressed surprise, 
and added that no such subscription was desired. 
The speaker asked Mr. Dodge how much was 
wanted. That gentleman answered that $500 was 
the extreme sum that anybody would be expected 
or desired to contribute. If the Chairman of the 
committee would indicate some way in which those 
in more moderate circumstances could hand in 
their contributions the speaker had no doubt that 
all the money needed could be obtained. He knew 
of nothing in the history of the merchants of New- 
York to warrant the assumption that it would 
not. But how were people to know what 
was expected of them? Mr. Conkling suggested 
that a subscription-book be opened in the Sub- 
Treasury Building, where any citizen could go and 
put down his name for 25 cents or $100. 

Mr. Phelps said that it was not the intention of 
the committee to limit the amount of subscrip- 
tions. They were ready to receive any amount, 
though the speaker thought twenty-five-cent sub- 
scriptions would not be worth bothering with. 
The trouble was that the money had not been re- 
ceived. If the committee should get more than 
they wanted they would return a portion to givers 
of large sums. The people should send in their 
money without being pressed for it. If the con- 
tributions were not spontaneous that was an indi- 
cation that the people don’t want the monument. 

Mr. Conkling said that from his intercourse with 
people of all kinds, he knew the contrary to be the 
fact, Mr. Phelps said that the committee did not 
desire that any one should give more than his means 
would permit. One hundred dollars from one man 
would beanobler contribution than $500 from 
another. Mr. F. B. Thurber suggested that copies 
of Mr. Phelps’s remarks be sent to members, many 
of whom had probably overlooked the matter in 
the press of business, because it had not been prop- 
erly called to their attention. Perhaps some had 
been giving their money to maintain the principles 
of Washington, thinking these more important 
than the erection of amonument. Mr. Ambrose

WRECKS AND BAD SEA WEATHER. 


—- 
TWO ABANDONED VESSELS SIGHTED--FOGS 
AND BOISTEROUS WINDS. 

Two wrecks and a large quantity of wreck- 
age were reported yesterday by the masters of two 
incoming vessels as having been passed at sea. The 
steam-ship New-York City, from Bristol, had a 
stormy passage of nearly 20 days. Gales from 
south-east and north-west blew constantly, while 
high cross seas swept over her decks. Capt. Evans 
states that between the parallels of longitude 15° 
and 25° he passed on a number of occasions pieces 
of deck, quantities of timber, and other wreckage. 
On the 15th, in latitude 49° 55’ and longitude 21°, he 
fell in with the wreck of aship which was water- 
logged and had been abandoned. The hull was 
painted green and the three topmasts were gone. 


This wreck, the name of which was not ascer- 
tained, was lying in a dangerous position for ocean 
steam-ships. The Norwegian bark Akershus, from 
Sokkandal, passed the wreck of a small vessel, in 
latitude 48° and longitude 33°, on the 20th. All 
the —_— except the jibboom were gone, but the 
vessel was supposed to have been a schooner. 
The steam-ship Westphalia, of the Imperial Ger- 
man Mail, which arrived yesterday, sailed from 
Hamburg on Feb. 16, but in the North Sea the fog 
was so dense that she was obliged to lie at anchor 
for 10 hours. She did not leave Havre until the af- 
ternoon of the 20th. Favorable weather continued 
forfour days, but on the 26th the wind changed to 
south-west and became very boisterous. On the 
following day it shifted to west-north-west and 
blew a heavy gale, while a high sea rolled up from 
ahead. The steamer was obliged to plunge into 
the tremendous waves which beset her, and the 
decks forward were at times deluged with water. 
The barometer went down to 28 20, where it re- 
mained through the night. In the meantime the 
wind blew violently from the north-west and the 
sea continued high. The wind afterward changed 
to the north, from which direction it blew strongly, 
accompanied by snow and fog. 

Capt. Marrian, of the brig Zebenia, from Nuevi- 
tas, reports a week of northerly gales off the coast. 
Her main boom and gaff were both broken. Capt. 
Dyer, of the bark Illio, reports that on Feb. 1, in 
latitude 24° 10’, longitude 52° 17’, he spoke the 
British brig Signal, which was bound from Bristol 
for Wilmington, and had already been 63 days out. 
The bark Minden, from Bremen, was nine days on 
this side of Hatteras, with heavy gales from south- 
east and north-east and snow-storms. The brig Wil- 
liam Robertson, from St. Pierre, passed 10 days in 
a similar manner, while the Norwegian bark Han- 
nah Ibsen, from Dublin, was a fortnight in beating 
her way up from Hatteras against heaa-winds. Capt. 
Blackstone, of the steam-ship Sicilian, from 
the Mediterranean, states that during the 
past week he encountered severe westerly 
storms. The brig J. H. Masters, from Fleetwood, 
experienced westerly gales during the greater por- 
tion of her passage. The German bark Auguste, 
from Rotterdam, which grounded on Romer last 
Monday afternoon, came off yesterday morning, 
and was towedtothe wrecking dock at Staten 
Island. She was leaking badly, but the extent of 
her injuries could not be ascertained yesterday. 
The schooner Carrie 8S. Webb, which went ashore 
at Romer on Wednesday, was fast golng to pieces

CROSBY AND OTHERS MAKE ADDRESSES. 


The eighth anniversary of the dedication of 
the Chapin Home for Aged and Infirm was cele- 
brated yesterday afternoon and evening at the 
Home, in Sixty-sixth-street, near Third-avenue. 
The gathering was composed mainly of ladies, 
among whom were Mrs. E. H. Chapin, Mrs. N. L. 
Cort, Mrs. C. P. Huntington, Mrs. C. L. Stickney, 
Mrs. D. D. T. Marshall, Mrs. D. D. Youmens, Mrs. 
V. C. King, Mrs. I. O. Rhines, Mrs. C. H. Delamater, 
Mrs. E. R. Holden, Mrs. Mary Ferris, Mrs. A. A. 


Smith, and Mrs. J. W. Whitfield. The Rev. Dr. 
Howard Crosby, the Rev. Dr. Armitage, the Rev. 
Dr. James M. Pullman, Mr. C. L. Stickney, and Mr. 
Charles Harriman, of Irvington-on-the-Hudson, 
were also present. The ceremonies, which con 
sisted of addresses alternated with music and sing 
ing, were opened with a prayer by the Rev. 
Mr. Hodges, of Harlem. Dr. Crosby then 
made a brief address. in which he said 
that the Chapin Home was not like most 
charitable institutions, which are little better than 
prisons, but a true home in the full sense of that 
sweet word. He referred to the late Rev. Dr. 
Chapin, the founder of the Home, saying that he 
believed the dead continue with the living, and 
therefore that Dr. Chapin was then looking down 
on that gathering, and taking even a deeper inter- 
est in the work now than when he was living. In 
conclusion he said that the object of the Home em- 
bodied the true spirit of charity, which is to lift up 
our neighbors and help those on every side who are 
in need. He advised fashionable ladies to devote 
their time to this instead of wasting it on frivolities. 

The Rey. Dr. Armitage said he could not but 
think that he stood on holy ground when he re- 
flected that feet which had trod that ground had 
ascended to a higher sphere, and then proceeded 
to speak eulogistically of Dr. Chapin. 

Dr. Puliman said the occasion was conspicuous 
by a great absence. He referred to the laying of 
the corner-stone of the Home, and recalled having 
seen Dr. Chapin’s eye brighten and his animation 
increase asthe ceremonies proceeded, and as an 
evidence of the interest the Doctor took in the 
management of the Home, said he had seen him 
climb the stairs when from physical weakness it 
was evidently very painful for him to doso. Incon- 
clusion, Dr. Pullman referred to the need of the 
Home for money, and asked for small as well as 
large contributions. The Home requires about 
$10,000 a year to maintain it. and the managers de- 
sire the public to know that any gifts will be ac- 
ceptable. The Home now contains 57 inmates of 
both sexes.

AN AGED FRENCHMAN CHARGES HIM WITH 


ASSAULT AND ROBBERY. 

An aged Frenchman named Jean Pettit 
called on Superintendent Walling yesterday and 
complained of a brutal assault which he alleged 
had been committhd upon him by a policeman of 
the Eighth Precinct. Pettit is.a feeble old man liv- 
ing at No. 166 Bleecker-street. During the Summer 
he finds employment at Rockaway Beach, and dur- 
ing the Winter ekes out a precarious existence by 
doing odd jobs. On Saturday he went to New-Jer- 


sey to gather leaves and ferns, which he sells to 


florists, and, after tramping all night through the 


mud and snow, returned to this City between 2 and, 


8 o’clock on Sunday cold and tired. He crossed 
the Desbrosses-Street Ferry, and on his way home 
he stopped at the liquor saloon on the north-west 
corner of Grand and Thompson streets. When he 
entered he found a number of rough characters in 
the place. He took a drink and was hurrying 
out, when he was attacked by three men, 
two of whom held him while the third took 
$7 from his pocket. Pettit struggled to free 
himself from his assailants, but they beat him with 
their fists on his face and head and almost blinded 
him. Finally, they thrust him out into the street. 
Seeing an officer near by, Pettit made complaint 
against his assailants. ‘The officer told him to go 
away and mind his own business. Becoming en- 
raged at the treatment he had been subjected to, 
Be punae up a tin can which he found in the street 
aud threw it at the door of the saloon. The men 
who had previously assaulted and robbed him 
came out, and Pettit, on seeing them, ran off down 
Grand-street. The officer and the three men pur- 
sued and overtook him before he had gone half a 
block. They beat him unmercifully and took $20 
which he had in his pantaloons pocket. Pettit 
thinks that the officer is the person who took the 
money from him. The three men ran away and 
the policeman remained behind. He accused the 
policeman of having robbed him, whereupon the 
officer seized him and beat him brutally on the 
head and body until he became unconscious. 
When he recovered he was alone, lying on the side- 
walk. He dragged himself along to the Prince- 
street Police station, and related to the Sergeant 
in charge his experience. The Sergeant summoned 
an ambulance and sent Pettit to St. Vincent’s Hos- 
pital, where he remained until Monday evening. 
His face and head are terribly swollen. and he has 
asevere scalp wound. He says that his back and 
breast are black and blue from the beating he re- 
ceived. Superintendent Walling will make an in- 
vestigation. 
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A LITTLE GIRL’S BIG STORY. 

A bright little girl about 9 years of age, 
giving her name as Hattie Kenny, was found wan- 
dering about First-avenue and MTwenty-second- 
street on Wednesday evening asking alms from 
passers-by. She was taken to the East Twenty- 
second-street Police station, whore she said she 
Was an orphan, and that her parents had been dead 
for years. She had been living with George Ken- 
ny, her brother, in Chrystie-street, near Grand. 
Two weeks ago, she said, her brother committed 
suicide, and two days later his wife died. She was 
throwninto the street, and since that time had 
been voeeing for a living and sleeping in hallways. 
The Police did not believe the girl's story, and she 
was placed in charge of the Society for the Pre- 
vention of Cruelty to Children, who will investi- 
gate her story. There is no record of a person 
named George Kenny having committed suicide 
during this year.
